To  the  Honorable, 

The  Select  and  Common  Councils, 
City  of  Scranton,  Pa. 

Gentlemen : 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  for  your  consideration  the  an- 
nual reports  of  the  Departments  for  the  year  ending  December 
31st,  1907. 

Before  discussing  the  same  in  detail,  I  would  ask  your  con- 
sideration of  the  general  results  of  the  past  year  and  of  the 
general  conditions  now  obtaining. 

During  the  year,  the  average  condition  of  the  public  health 
has  been  good,  such  result  attesting  the  wisdom  of  the  increased 
appropriation  granted  to  the  Bureau  of  Health,  but  there  is  still 
room  for  improvement  in  the  matter  of  contagious  diseases, 
and  I  will  make  specific  recommendations  concerning  same 
when  discussing  in  detail  the  affairs  of  that  Bureau. 

The  year  1907  will  be  associated  always  in  the  history  of 
the  country  at  large,  not  only  with  reaction,  but  with  a  so-called 
Panic,  most  far-reaching  in  its  influence,  yet  our  own  commun- 
ity has  been  excepted  to  a  very  striking  degree  not  only  from 
disaster,  but  also  from  trade  depression,  and  incidentally  it 
might  be  remarked  from  the  standpoint  of  finance,  that  we  have 
been  most  fortunate  in  being  able  to  dispose  of  such  bonds  as 
were  necessary  to  meet  public  improvement  upon  most  favor- 
able terms. 

Such  reflection  should  not  only  afford  us  legitimate  satis- 
faction, but  should  also  confirm  and  strengthen  that  confidence 
in  ourselves  and  that  belief  in  the  future  of  our  city  which  are 
absolutely  essential  if  we  are  to  face  and  solve  the  many  prob- 
lems with  which  we  are  confronted. 

An  added  year's  experience  in,  and  study  of,  the  affairs  of 
our  city  only  emphasizes  the  belief  as  set  forth  in  my  last  an- 
nual message  that  we  have  before  us  certain  problems  of  such 
fundamental  importance  that  they  cannot  be  evaded  but  must 
be  worked  out,  even  should  such  working  out  involve  an  in- 
crease in  our  tax  rate,  and  in  such  class  of  problems,  I  would 
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place  at  the  present  juncture,  sewers  and  street  construction, 
the  former  being  essential  to  the  health  of  the  entire  community 
and  the  latter  essential  to  its  economic  well  being.  Notwith- 
standing that  during  the  past  year  distinct  and  subtantial  prog- 
ress has  been  made,  as  I  shall  hereafter  set  forth  in  detail,  in 
both  of  said  directions,  yet  so  much  remains  to  be  done  if  we 
would  bring  ourselves  up  to  average  conditions  obtaining  in 
other  cities,  that  we  should  be  unremitting  in  our  efforts  toward 
further  and  even  broader  development  upon  those  lines,  lines 
of  development  of  which  neither  the  wisdom  nor  necessity  is 
debatable.  That  such  development  will  involve  under  existing 
law  and  policy  a  certain  contribution  from  the  City,  as  well  as 
an  expanding  permanent  charge  for  maintenance,  is  no  argu- 
ment against  improvements  of  such  character. 

In  the  same  class  of  problems  I  would  place  the  broad  sub- 
ject of  the  maintenance  of  city  property,  meaning  thereby  our 
streets,  bridges,  sewers,  public  buildings,  parks  and  not  omit- 
ting the  proper  housing  of  the  apparatus  belonging  to  the  Bu- 
reaus of  Fire,  and  Streets  and  Highways.  The  proper  care  of 
all  such  public  property  is  a  proposition  of  course  not  open  to 
dispute,  and  yet  in  the  past  the  necessary  funds  for  such  care 
have  either  not  been  requested  or  have  not  been  forthcoming,  as 
is  evidenced  by  the  condition  of  the  bridges  that  we  are  now 
displacing,  and  by  the  fact  that  in  recent  years  there  has  been 
no  adequate  appropriation  made  for  the  maintenance  of  street 
pavement  other  than  asphalt. 

In  said  class,  I  would  also  place  the  steady,  yet  reasonable 
development  of  our  Bureaus  of  Health,  Police,  and  Fire,  each 
of  which  subjects  I  will  consider  in  detail  under  their  respect- 
ive heads,  but  all  of  which  are  so  essential  to  the  well  being  if 
not  to  the  very  existence  of  the  community  that  any  under- 
development in  any  of  said  directions  can  be  contemplated  only 
with  the  greatest  anxiety,  if  not  alarm. 

All  expenditures  as  outlined  above  would  seem  to  be  im- 
perative upon  the  community,  and  any  failure  to  provide  for 
same  would  very  properly  warrant  severe  condemnation,  no 
matter  what  the  effect  thereof  might  be  upon  the  tax  rate,  for 
there  is  no  economy  more  subtly  disastrous,  simply  from  the 
standpoint  of  dollars  and  cents,  than  the  economy  that  springs 
from  inadequate  maintenance. 

On  the  other  hand,  there  is  a  line  of  development  which 
while  highly  desirable  should  be  long  conservative  lines,  and 
under  which  head  would  come  parks,  play-grounds,  swimming 
pools,  and  the  general  improvement  and  embellishment  of  the 
city  from  an  aesthetic  standpoint.  Undoubtedly  a  community 
should  not  permit  or  undertake  such  development,  beyond  its 
resources,  but  on  the  other  hand,  it  should  not  ignore  same,  for 
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aside  from  the  many  impelling  reasons  that  justify  expendi- 
tures in  those  directions,  the  ''delightfulness  of  a  city  has  a 
distinct  pecuniary  value,"  to  quote  the  words  of  an  eminent 
authority. 

Fortunately  this  year  we  are  able  to  contemplate  possible 
development  along  the  lines  indicated,  and  without  increased 
burden  upon  the  taxpayers  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  we  have 
at  our  disposal,  coming  from  the  Scranton  Railway  Company, 
the  sum  of  $10,000  a  year,  conditioned  upon  its  application  to 
parks  and  bridges,  half  to  each.  As  the  construction  and  main- 
tenance of  our  bridges  should  very  properly  come  out  of  our 
general  revenue,  it  would  seem  as  if  we  might  take  the  $5,000 
specially  appropriated  to  parks,  and  adding  thereto  $5,000 
from  the  general  revenue  (made  good  by  the  contribution  for 
bridges)  thus  have  the  sum  of  $10,000  a  year  which  could  be 
used  in  paying  the  interest  and  sinking  fund  upon  an  issue  of 
bonds,  said  bonds  to  be  employed  in  the  purchase  of  additional 
parks  in  the  sections  of  the  city,  and  there  are  several,  where 
they  are  distinctly  needed.  It  goes  without  the  saying  that 
the  older  a  city,  the  more  difficult  it  is  to  add  to  its  park  system, 
to  say  nothing  of  the  increased  expenditure  involved,  and  while 
it  might  not  be  possible  with  the  amount  available  to  immed- 
iately develop  all  the  land  that  might  be  purchased,  still  such 
development  could  be  gradually  wrought  out,  and  in  the  mean- 
time the  land  or  lands  could  be  thrown  open  to  the  people,  and 
in  some  instances  possibly  tentatively  used  as  public  play- 
grounds. 

Closely  connected  with  the  subject  of  parks  is  that  of  swim- 
ming pools,  and  I  believe  that  we  should  make  a  start  in  that 
direction  this  coming  spring,  so  that  such  as  may  be  contem- 
plated will  be  completed  by  the  opening  of  summer,  with  the 
double  purpose  not  only  of  giving  a  full  season's  enjoyment  and 
benefit,  but  also  of  avoiding  the  fatalities  that  come  with  each 
recurrent  year  through  the  frequenting  of  pools  not  ill-suited 
but  oft-times  unhealthy  and  dangerous.  The  proposed  swim- 
ming pool  at  Nay  Aug  Park  would  not  only  be  admirable  for  its 
purpose,  permitting  of  safe  bathing  and  swimming  to  all  ages, 
but  would  be  incidentally  a  distinct  addition  to  the  scenery  of 
the  park,  forming  as  it  would  a  beautiful  lake,  lying  in  a  nat- 
ural basin,  and  about  which  the  existing  system  of  park  walks 
might  very  properly  and  advantageously  be  extended. 

The  approaching  completion  of  the  Everhart  Museum,  des- 
tined to  attract  increasing  numbers  to  our  main  city  park,would 
suggest  the  propriety  of  immediate  and  further  development 
of  the  grounds  in  close  proximity  to  the  Museum,  and  the  pro- 
posed swimming  pool  regarded  simply  as  a  lake,  would  be  but 
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a  fitting  response  upon  the  part  of  the  city  to  the  splendid  gen- 
erosity of  the  donor  of  the  Museum. 

Department  of  Public  Safety. 

The  Comprehensive  report  of  the  Director  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Safety  sets  forth  in  detail  the  operations  of  the 
several  Bureaus  of  the  Department,  together  with  the  respect- 
ive recommendations  touching  same,  and  I  shall  therefore  make 
reference  to  simply  those  that  would  seem  to  call  for  special  con- 
sideration. 

While  each  of  the  Bureaus  in  this  Department,  Police,  Fire, 
Health  and  Building,  has  shown  a  distinct  increase  in  'efficiency 
during  the  past  year,  an  opinion  I  would  not  express  were  I 
not  familiar  with  the  work  of  each,  still  there  must  be  further 
development  and  expansion  of  all  those  Bureaus,  not  only  by 
reason  of  the  constant  growth  of  the  City,  but  also  because  of 
higher  standards  that  should  be  exacted  in  certain  directions, 
such  as  the  safeguarding  of  our  public  highways,  the  protection 
of  property,  the  inspection  of  buildings,  and  the  maintenance 
of  the  public  health. 

Bureau  of  Police. 

That  we  are  undermanned  as  regards  our  police  force  ac- 
cording to  recognized  standards  is  not  to  be  disputed,  and  the 
experience  of  the  past  year  only  goes  to  confirm  that  fact,  the 
number  of  arrests  having  increased  from  3,975  in  1906  to  5,375 
in  1907,  while  the  receipts  of  the  Bureau  have  increased  from 
$18,228.48  in  1906  to  $27,047.02  in  1907,  notwithstanding  that 
the  efforts  of  the  Bureau  have  been  in  the  direction  of  main- 
taining law  and  order,  rather  than  of  securing  income. 

I  would  therefore  recommend  the  increase  as  suggested  by 
the  Director  of  Public  Safety  of  ten  patrolmen  to  the  present 
force. 

Bureau  of  Fire. 

Since  receiving  the  report  of  the  Director  of  Public  Safety 
for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1907,  in  which  he  was  able 
to  state  that  the  city  had  been  free  from  serious  fires  during  the 
year,  a  succession  of  fires  has  occurred  involving  the  destruc- 
tion of  life  as  well  as  property.  As  I  shall  refer  to  destruction 
of  life  in  considering  the  Bureau  of  Building  Inspection  I  will 
only  state  here  that  while  the  destruction  of  property  was  very 
considerable,  yet  in  each  instance  the  fire  was  held  completely 
in  control  by  our  Department  and  in  no  instance  was  there  an 
approach  to  what  might  be  called  a  conflagration.  While  the 
efficiency  of  the  Department  is  thereby  attested,  a  study  which 
I  personally  made  of  the  number  of  men  and  of  apparatus  called 
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into  requisition  in  almost  every  one  of  the  cases  to  which  refer- 
ence is  made,  only  confirms  the  belief  that  the  Bureau  of  Fire 
should  receive  further  development  in  both  directions,  that  is, 
should  have  an  increase  in  its  force  of  at  least  ten  additional 
firemen,  and  in  its  apparatus  of  a  substantial  amount  of  new 
hose.  While  our  hose  is  in  good  condition,  yet  the  total  on 
hand  is  but  say  13,350  feet,  and  the  Superintendent  of  the  Bu- 
reau in  a  special  report  made  to  me  subsequent  to  the  recent 
fires  estimates  that  there  should  be  a  total  of  say  20,000  feet,  if 
there  is  to  be  held  in  reserve  by  every  engine  and  hose  company 
such  an  amount  as  would  reasonably  meet  emergencies,  such  as 
destruction  by  fire,  bursting,  freezing  or  any  other  accidents, 
to  say  nothing  of  a  second  fire  occurring  in  any  district  before 
there  has  been  opportunity  to  put  the  hose  already  used  in 
proper  condition.  I  would  therefore  recommend  the  purchase 
of  an  additional  3,500  feet  at  least  for  the  coming  year,  believ- 
ing that  such  provision  would  go  far  toward  giving  to  every 
section  of  the  community  such  additional  protection  as  may  not 
only  be  properly  expected  but  demanded.  The  experience  of 
other  cities  proportionately  better  equipped  than  ourselves 
should  lead  us  to  be  not  indifferent  to  what  is  not  only  possible, 
but  also  is  not  improbable,  our  experience  in  the  past  to  the  con- 
trary notwithstanding. 

If  confirmation  of  this  belief  is  needed  one  has  only  to  re- 
flect upon  the  probable  results  if,  as  is  quite  possible  at  the  time 
of  any  of  the  fires  above  referred  to,  each  requiring  the  united 
efforts  of  a  substantial  portion  of  our  entire  department,  there 
had  been  seroius  fires  elsewhere,  to  say  nothing  of  the  possibility 
of  high  winds,  or  of  incipient  conflagration. 

Regarding  the  proposed  increase  in  the  salaries  of  the  fire- 
men, I  heartily  approve  thereof,  and  recommend  that  the  same 
be  made,  believing  that  the  men  will  thereupon  be  receiving 
only  a  fair  compensation  for  the  duties  performed,  and  a  com- 
pensation proportionate  to  that  paid  in  other  bureaus.

These  gifts  having  been  made  in  recognition  of  the  effect- 
ive service  of  the  Bureau  in  controlling  fires.  The  recent  legis- 
lation concerning  this  fund  and  covering  the  recommendations 
made  in  my  last  annual  message  cannot  but  result  in  a  higher 
efficiency  in  the  Department  by  reason  of  the  more  equitable 
provision  thereby  enacted. 

New  Fire  Houses. 

In  the  matter  of  new  fire  houses  as  recommended  by  the 
Director.  I  would  approve  the  erection  of  three,  the  cost  say 
$4,500  each,  or  a  total  of  say  $13,500,  such  sum  to  be  very 
properly  raised  by  the  issuance  of  bonds.  By  degrees  I  be- 
lieve the  municipality  should  come  into  the  actual  ownership 
of  all  its  fire  houses,  believing  that  such  policy  tends  towards 
a  sound  economy. 

Bureau  of  Health. 

Probably  never  before  in  the  history  of  the  city  has  such 
unremitting"^  attention  been  given  to  the  public  health  as 
during  the  past  year,  an  attention  made  possible  by  the 
increased  appropriations  for  the  year,  appropriations  that 
have  clearly  justified  themselves. 

While  speaking  generally  the  public  health  has  been 
excellent,  we  Rave  had  nevertheless  outbreaks  of  diphtheria, 
scarlet  fever  and  measles,  and  were  greatly  aided  in  checking 
same  through  the  appointment  of  a  medical  inspector,  an 
appointment  that  I  felt  constrained  to  make  when  the  number 
of  cases  of  diphtheria  and  scarlet  fever  rose  above  what  might 
be  regarded  as  the  normal.  Inasmuch  as  the  contagious  dis- 
eases in  question  are  of  a  most  serious  character,  it  would 
seem  to  be  the  part  of  wisdom  to  bend  our  efforts  in  the 
direction  of  prevention,  and  I  therefore  unhesitatingly  recom- 
mend the  appointment  of  four  permanent  medical  inspectors 
at  a  salary  of  $300  each  per  year,  such  inspectors  to  be  located 
in  different  sections  of  the  city,  each  to  be  responsible  for  his 
district  as  determined  by  the  Superintendent  of  the  Bureau, 
and  yet  to  take  his  appointment  upon  the  express  condition 
that  in  the  event  of  a  general  epidemic  his  services  are  to  be 
at  the  command  of  the  city,  thus  bringing  us  into  line  with 
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the  practice  that  not  only  obtains  in  other  cities  but  that  has 
been  confirmed  by  our  own  experience  during  the  past  year 
upon  two  separate  outbreaks  of  such  diseases. 

Disposal  of  Garbage,  Rubbish  and  Ashes. 

The  question  of  the  removal  of  garbage,  rubbish  and 
ashes,  which  has  been  occupying  Your  Honorable  Bodies 
during  the  past  year  has  finally  reached  such  a  stage  as  to 
justify  the  belief  that  definite  results  will  be  shortly  forth- 
coming, yet  the  problem  is  such  a  pressing  one  that  I  would 
urge  all  possible  expedition,  inasmuch  as  if  satisfactory  bids 
are  not  received  as  proposed  under  the  pending  ordinance, 
there  should  be  no  delay  in  passing  an  ordinance  permitting 
of  the  work  being  performed  by  the  city.  I  regard  the  imme- 
diate solution  of  this  problem  as  being  of  such  importance  to 
the  welfare  and  health  of  the  city  that  notwithstanding  that 
I  have  inclined  in  my  opinion  to  favor  the  unanimous  report 
of  your  committee  recommending  that  the  work  be  performed 
by  the  City,  still  I  shall  favor  a  private  contract  under  the 
pending  ordinance  which  safeguards  the  interests  of  the  City, 
if  the  proffered  bids  appear  reasonable  and  satisfactory. 

Plumbing  Inspection. 

In  the  division  of  plumbing  inspection  there  is  need  of 
an  additional  plumbing  inspector,  and  the  Director  has  recom- 
mended an  item  of  $1,100  for  that  purpose,  which  I  approve. 
It  is  hardly  necessary  to  justify  same  by  calling  attention  to 
the  growth  of  the  city  as  well  as  to  the  fact  that  all  such 
technical  inspection  is  of  little  value  unless  made  with  the 
utmost  care  and  accompanied  by  such  tests  as  are  suggested 
by  sanitary  science. 

Meat  Inspection. 

During  the  past  year  I  have  been  in  communication 
with  the  State  Live  Stock  Sanitary  Board  at  Harrisburg, 
whose  agents  have  made  an  examination  of  the  slaughter 
houses  in  Scranton,  examination  having  taken  place  last 
November,  and  at  which  time  I  personally  accompanied  the 
Board's  representatives  upon  several  of  their  visits.  They 
reported  that  they  found  four  slaughter  houses  in  Scranton 
and  South  Scranton,  of  which  two  were  in  a  condition  that 
jeopardized  the  wholesomeness  of  the  meats  and  meat 
products  therein. 

In  the  slaughter  houses  there  were  examined  at  the  time 
of  slaughter,  17  cattle,  31  hogs,  and  2  calves.    Ten  of  the 
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hogs  were  found  to  be  affected  with  parasitic  diseases  of 
the  liver. 

Such  a  situation  disclosed  at  a  single  visit  by  the  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Board  is  sufficiently  serious  to  demand 
remedial  measures. 

An  inspector  would  necessarily  have  to  be  a  veterinary, 
as  he  should  be  acquainted  with  animal  diseases  and  with  the 
pathological  changes  in  animals  caused  by  diseases,  while  his 
duties  would  involve  not  only  inspection  of  carcasses  and  meat 
products,  but  he  should  be  present  at  all  killings,  the  hours 
for  which  could  be  regulated  by  the  Bureau  of  Health  at 
the  abattoir. 

I  would  therefore  recommend  an  appropriation  of  say 
$600  for  such  inspection,  it  being  left  optional  to  the  De- 
partment whether  such  duties  should  be  performed  by  the 
Veterinarian  now  attached  to  the  Department  or  by  the  ap- 
pointment of  another  Inspector  duly  equipped  and  qualified 
for  the  work. 

Bacteriological  Laboratory. 

The  work  of  the  Bacteriological  Laboratory,  including  as 
well  the  work  of  the  chemical  Laboratory  installed  during 
the  past  year,  has  gone  on  uninterruptedly  and  unceasingly, 
constituting  a  safeguard  to  the  public  health  as  effective  as 
it  is  unobtrusive. 

Bureau  of  Building  Inspection. 

Since  April  1st,  1907,  this  Bureau  has  been  in  charge  of 
Mr.  E.  L.  Walter,  the  present  Superintendent,  he  giving  to 
the  duties  of  his  office  his  entire  time,  his  undivided  effort,  and 
in  view  of  that  fact,  I  would  recommend  that  his  salary  be 
increased  from  $1,500  to  $1,800  per  year,  believing  that  his 
present  salary  is  incommensurate  with  the  responsibilities 
that  must  be  assumed  by  whomsoever  the  position  is  held. 

A  community  has  few  problems  more  difficult  than  those 
arising  from  its  building  laws,  there  being  constant  warfare 
between  the  selfish  interests  of  the  individual  and  the  general 
welfare  of  the  community,  hostility  showing  itself  not  only 
against  the  execution  of  such  laws,  but  also  against  their 
enactment,  and  yet  such  laws  are  absolutely  essential  not  only 
for  the  preservation  of  property  but  for  the  protection  of 
human  life. 

Our  building  code  is  unsatisfactory,  is  antiquated  and 
insufficient,  and  yet  when  we  endeavored  at  the  last  meeting 
of  the  legislature  to  secure  an  amendment  to  the  general 
building  act  of  1895,  an  amendment  that  would  permit  of  our 
enacting  a  building  code  upon  lines  suited  to  this  community. 
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we  were  defeated  through  the  activities  of  representatives  of 
other  cities,  moved  doubtless  by  selfish,  although  as  we  believe, 
imaginary  reasons.  Another  effort  which  we  hope  will  be 
successful  will  be  made  before  the  next  legislature,  but  in  the 
meantime  we  should  not  stand  still,  but  should  forthwith  make 
such  enactments  as  would  seem  to  be  essential  to  our  well 
being. 

During  the  past  month,  at  a  fire  in  the  very  heart  of 
our  city,  four  lives  were  lost  and  many  injured.  I  at  once 
made  a  careful  investigation  of  the  catastrophe,  giving  my 
report  forthwith  to  the  public,  of  which  I  assume  Your  Hon- 
orable Bodies  have  taken  cognizance  and  that  you  are  there- 
fore familiar  with  the  same. 

As  soon  as  the  details  can  be  worked  out,  and  their  prac- 
ticability demonstrated  by  the  activities  of  the  Bureau  I  will 
have  prepared  and  submitted  to  Your  Honorable  Bodies,  an 
ordinance  making  drills  upon  fire  escapes  obligatory  except  in 
such  cases  as  it  would  seem  desirable  to  place  limited  discre- 
tion in  the  Department  of  Public  Safety,  and  prohibiting  in 
any  building  hazardous  activities  or  uses  beneath  floors  upon 
which  are  assembled  substantial  numbers  of  men  or  women, 
boys  or  girls. 

I  would  also  strongly  recommend  and  urge  the  imnie- 
diate  appointment  of  a  committee,  which  in  conjunction  with 
the  Bureau  of  Building  Inspection  would  proceed  to  frame 
without  waiting  for  further  legislation,  an  ordinance  that 
would  at  least  strengthen  our  present  building  code  in  the 
direction  of  protection  to  human  life  as  against^  fire,  for  while 
as  regards  requirements  touching  construction  pure  and 
simple,  there  is  legitimate  argument  in  favor  of  distinguishing 
between  buildings  in  the  outlying  wards  and  those  in  the 
central  city,  yet  there  are  many  requirements  tending  toward 
the  safeguarding  of  life  that  should  be  insisted  upon  irre- 
spective of  locality. 

I  am  led  to  make  this  recommendation  owing  to  the  fact 
that  while  the  acts  of  1901  and  1905,  which  give  specific 
authority  to  the  state  factory  inspector  in  certain  directions, 
except  therefrom  cities  of  the  first  and  second  class,  said 
acts  fail  to  confer  any  jurisdiction  upon  said  cities,  leaving 
them  to  such  prior  legislation  as  may  be  in  force.  Inasmuch, 
as  I  have  already  said,  as  such  legislation  is  not  only  an- 
tiquated and  insufficient  but  also  incomplete,  it  would  seem 
to  be  imperative  that,  exercising  our  general  police  power, 
we  should  at  once  pass  ordinances  that  would  be  compre- 
hensive, clear,  and  unequivocal  as  to  the  powers  and  duties, 
the  rules  and  regulations  of  this  most  important  Bureau. 
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Under  said  acts  of  1901  and  1905  the  Factory  Inspector 
has  no  jurisdiction  in  our  city  in  the  matter  of  elevators,  and 
inasmuch  as  the  number  of  elevators  in  this  city  is  rapidly 
increasing,  and  a  large  amount  of  additional  work  will  be 
thrown  upon  this  Bureau  by  reason  of  the  proposed  expansion 
of  the  duties  of  inspection,  I  would  recommend  the  appoint- 
ment of  an  additional  inspector  to  be  known  as  the  Inspector 
of  Elevators,  but  who  would  also  aid  in  the  general  work 
of  Building  Inspection,  including  the  proposed  drills,  etc., 
such  Inspector  to  receive  say  $1,000  per  year. 

As  bearing  upon  the  problem  of  our  building  laws,  I 
might  say  that  I  personally  visited  and  inspected  the  ruins 
of  the  so-called  Parker  Building  recently  destroyed  by  fire  . 
in  New  York  City,  and  it  is  impossible  to  contemplate  that 
disaster,  even  after  allowance  is  made  for  bursting  hose,  and 
the  consequent  handicapping  of  the  fire  department,  without 
disquieting  doubts  as  to  the  effectiveness  of  many  of  the 
popularly  supposed  safeguards  against  fire  in  our  many- 
storied  structures  whether  such  safeguards  take  the  form  of 
construction  or  of  fire  appliances.  I  make  mention  of  this 
not  to  unnecessarily  destroy  confidence,  but  rather  to  secure 
co-operation,  co-operation  of  both  owners  and  tenants  in  the 
work  of  placing  additional  safeguards  upon  many  structures 
already  erected  in  our  midst. 

That  the  so-called  skyscraper  or  many-storied  building  is 
a  demonstrated  success,  has  been  accepted  and  approved,  goes 
without  the  saying,  but  the  community  or  the  owner  that 
fails  to  follow  and  to  profit  by  the  teachings  of  experience 
in  other  cities,  fails  to  exhibit  that  same  high  order  of  intelli- 
gence that  was  so  necessary  a  factor  in  its  conception  and 
erection. 

Electric  Signs. 

The  rapid  increase  of  large  and  heavy  electric  signs  upon 
our  main  avenues  suggested  that  the  construction  thereof 
should  receive  the  approval  of  the  Bureau  of  Building  In- 
spection, and  the  Superintendent  of  the  Bureau  is  exacting 
that  plans  of  any  and  all  such  signs  be  submitted  for  his 
approval.  "While  there  is  little  doubt  but  that  this  power 
is  vested  in  the  Department,  I  would  recommend  that  an 
Ordinance  be  passed  enacting  into  law  the  present  policy 
of  the  Bureau  and  providing  a  penalty  for  non-compliance 
therewith. 

Overhead  Wires. 

In  my  last  message  to  Your  Honorable  Bodies  I  called 
attention  to  the  dangers  incident  to  overhead  wires,  such 
wires  being  not  only  a  constant  menace  to  life  and  property 
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in  general  but  to  our  fire  department  in  particular,  and  a 
committee  was  appointed  with  a  view  of  having  all  wires 
within  the  fire  limits  placed  underground  within  a  period 
of  five  years.  The  work  of  this  committee  has  been  delayed 
through  the  enforced  absence  from  the  city  of  Mr.  Wirth, 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Public  Safety  of  Select  Council, 
but  I  would  say  that  an  ordinance  has  been  prepared  and 
will  be  duly  introduced. 

Boiler  Inspection. 

In  view  of  the  Ordiance  creating  a  Boiler  Inspector,  as 
now  pending  before  Your  Honorable  Bodies,  I  would  recom- 
mend an  appropriation  of  say  $1,500  as  called  for  by  said 
Ordinance  for  said  purpose. 

Department  of  Public  Works. 

The  report  of  the  Director  of  this  Department  covers 
in  detail  the  work  of  the  past  year,  but  I  would  call  the 
attention  of  Your  Honorable  Bodies  to  the  fact  that  the  total 
results  of  construction  work,  that  is  to  say,  the  laying  of  side- 
walks and  crossings,  the  paving  of  streets,  the  building  of 
sewers,  and  the  erection  of  bridges,  reached  an  aggregate 
greater  than  that  of  any  single  year  in  the  history  of  the 
city,  thus  making  distinct  and  substantial  progress. 

The  totals  of  such  work  being  in  part  as  follows: 

Sidewalks    2.14  miles 

Street  crossings   48  in  number 

Paved  streets    1.9  miles 

Sewers    6.5  miles 

Upon  the  necessity  of  continuing  work  upon  all  of  the 
above  lines,  I  need  not  again  dwell,  having  discussed  same  at 
the  beginning  of  this  message,  but  I  feel  constrained  to  again 
emphasize  as  I  did  in  my  message  of  last  year  the  importance 
of  street  construction. 

Paved  Streets. 

The  community  having  decided  at  the  special  election 
last  year  against  a  general  plan  of  street  improvement,  al- 
though the  campaign  in  its  favor  evoked  a  consensus  of 
opinion  as  to  the  need  thereof,  I  feel  justified  in  asking  the 
immediate  passage  of  such  legislation  as  will  secure,  at  the 
expense  of  abutting  property  owners,  the  paving  of  our  main 
thoroughfares,  believing  that  the  best  interests  of  the  entire 
community  demand  such  municipal  development  even  though 
such  development  should  not  meet  with  the  approval  of  all 
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abutting  property  owners,  for  private,  and  at  times,  selfish 
interests  must  give  way  to  public  good,  and  now  that  the  city 
has  adopted  the,  as  I  believe,  equitable  policy  of  paying  itself, 
for  all  intersections,  there  is  less  reason  than  ever  for  op- 
position. 

Ordinances  have  already  been  passed  authorizing  this 
coming  year  1.4  miles  of  pave,  ordinances  are  now  pending 
and  should  in  my  judgment,  speaking  generally,  be  passed, 
covering  3.5  miles,  while  other  ordinances  should  be  quickly 
introduced  to  cover  highways  upon  which  the  need  of  paving 
is  hardly  to  be  debated. 

The  campaign  of  last  year  for  good  streets  not  only  dem- 
onstrated but  brought  forth  a  general  acknowledgment  of  our 
inferiority  when  compared  with  other  cities  in  the  matter  of 
street  construction,  and  would  suggest  an  unswerving  policy 
to  correct  the  same,  for  we  are  still  confronted  with  our  many 
miles  of  unpaved  streets,  covered  with  either  mud  or  dust  the 
entire  year,  constituting  not  only  a  menace  to  health  and  the 
general  well-being  of  the  community,  but  also  a  distinct 
economic  drag  upon  commercial  and  industrial  activities,  to 
say  nothing  of  not  only  the  added  cost  of,  but  the  increased 
difficulty  incident  to,  street  cleaning,  or  of  the  temporary 
and  relatively  small  results  accruing  from  the  annual  expen- 
diture of  $30,000  upon  our  dirt  roads,  an  expenditure  that 
must  of  necessity  be  made  in  order  to  keep  the  same  fairly 
passable. 

Street  Cleaning. 

During  the  past  year  there  has  been  distinct  improvement 
in  the  cleaning  of  our  streets  through  the  more  frequent 
flushing  of  all  pavements,  through  the  more  general  use  of 
rotary  sweepers,  preceded  by  sprinkling  carts  and  followed 
by  hand  sweepers,  and  through  the  employment  of  a  larger 
number  of  hand  sweepers  in  the  central  city. 

The  Street  Railway  Company  were  notified  that  they 
must  put  and  keep  in  order  the  pavements  within  and  without 
their  tracks  for  which  they  are  responsible,  and  they  have 
already  undertaken  and  should  bring  to  completion  within 
the  coming  year  the  relaying  of  many  of  their  curves  and 
switches  and  a  considerable  amount  of  their  track  with  that 
end  in  view. 

There  has  been  substantial  improvement  within  the  past 
year  as  regards  authorized  cuts  in  our  asphalt  pave,  but  there 
is  still  room  for  further  improvement,  especially  upon  the 
part  of  certain  corporations  that  of  necessity  have  to  make 
many  of  such  cuts,  and  a  greater  expedition  will  be  exacted 
during  the  coming  season. 
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The  substantial  increase  in  the  total  amount  of  paved 
streets  during  the  past  year  necessitates  a  proportionate  in- 
crease in  the  appropriation  for  cleaning,  and  the  Department 
has  very  properly  made  request  for  such  increase. 

In  this  connection,  I  would  again  call  attention  to  the 
unquestioned  fact  that  the  problem  of  keeping  clean  our 
paved  streets  is  rendered  much  more  difBcult,  much  more 
expensive  by  reason  of  the  intersection  of  such  paved  streets 
with  dirt  roads,  the  direct  source  of  either  mud  or  dust. 

Repairing  of  Paved  Streets. 

We  have  now  in  this  city  considerable  amounts  of  three 
distinct  pavements,  namely  asphalt,  bitulithic  and  brick,  and 
the  maintenance  of  those  pavements  is  a  serious  and  pressing 
problem  for  once  a  pavement  passes  the  term  guaranteed 
by  the  contractor  it  should  receive  intelligent  and  unre- 
mitting care  from  the  city,  it  requiring  no  demonstration  to 
establish  the  almost  self-evident  fact  that  a  pavement  by 
reason  of  its  exposure  to  weather,  to  running  water,  and  to 
unlimited  vehicular  traffic,  to  say  nothing  of  the  sewers  and 
pipes  beneath  same,  with  necessitated  access  thereto,  stands 
peculiarly  in  need  of  timely  and  proper  maintenance. 

The  Department  has  asked  and,  in  my  judgment,  should 
receive  a  substantial  sum  for  the  repair  of  our  brick  pave- 
ments hitherto  greatly  neglected. 

In  view  of  the  not  far  distant  termination  of  the  contract 
for  the  repair  of  our  asphalt  pavements,  I  would  suggest  that 
the  entire  subject  of  repairs  to  pavements  be  carefully  con- 
sidered by  a  Joint  Committee  of  Your  Honorable  Bodies  m 
conjunction  with  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  it  being 
possible  that  in  view  of  our  three  separate  kinds  of  pavement 
the  work  of  repairing  and  maintaining  same  might  be  more 
economically  and  satisfactorily  performed  by  a  Bureau  of 
the  Department,  such  Bureau,  of  course,  having  been  properly 
equipped  for  same. 

Bridges. 

The  past  year  has  witnessed  distinct  improvement  in  our 
situation  as  regards  bridges.  The  new  steel  structures  at 
Scranton  and  Linden  streets,  and  the  reinforced  concrete 
structure  at  Green  Ridge  street  are  so  far  advanced  as  to  have 
been  thrown  open  to  the  public,  but  will  not  be  completed 
until  weather  conditions  will  permit  of  the  laying  of  roadways 
without  risk  thereto.  The  reinforced  concrete  bridge  at 
Cedar  avenue  is  well  under  way,  and  work  will  be  resumed  at 
the  opening  of  the  season. 
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The  Lackawanna  Avenue  Bridge  will  be  commenced  at 
the  opening  of  the  season,  the  metal  work  being  already  well 
advanced  at  the  shops  of  the  York  Bridge  Company.  While 
it  is  hoped  that  it  may  be  found  practicable  to  keep  Lacka- 
wanna avenue  open,  pending  the  erection  of  this  structure, 
still,  in  view  of  the  discussion  that  has  arisen  relative  to  the 
possible  closing  of  the  avenue  to  vehicular  traffic,  it  may  be 
well  to  state  to  Your  Honorable  Bodies  the  exact  attitude  of 
the  Department  toward  the  entire  question.  Undoubedly 
any  bridge  can  be  kept  open  while  being  rebuilt,  it  being  only 
a  question  of  expense,  but  expense  can  hardly  be  ignored  in 
the  solution  of  our  municipal  problems.  It  was  decided  in 
this  instance  that  under  any  and  all  circumstances  the  bridge 
would  be  kept  open  for  foot  traffic,  and  for  vehicular  traffic 
unless  the  cost  involved  should  be  prohibitory,  believing  that 
if  such  were  the  case,  the  community  would  prefer  the  slight 
inconvenience  involved  in  using  the  other  two  bridges,  but 
little  more  than  a  block  distant,  rather  than  the  expenditure 
of  a  substantial  sum  from  our  resources,  in  view  of  more 
permanent  needs  in  other  directions.  I  cannot  but  feel  that 
this  position  will  meet  with  the  unqualified  approval  of  Your 
Honorable  Bodies. 

Once  built,  let  us  give  to  each  of  these  bridges,  as  well 
as  to  all  others  within  the  city,  intelligent  care,  adequate  main- 
tenance, thus  following  out  the  policy  inaugurated  in  that 
direction  during  the  past  year. 

Street  Lig'hts. 

A  substantial  increase  of  lights  already  authorized  for 
the  coming  year  involves  a  corresponding  increase  in  cost  in 
that  direction.  While  I  am  heartily  in  favor  of  such  increase 
in  the  number  of  lamps,  believing  that  the  lighting  of  our 
streets  is  incidentally  an  effective  supplement  to  police  sur- 
veillance, still  the  total  cost  of  the  service  for  the  ensuing 
year,  approximately,  say  $70,000,  invites  investigation  as  to 
whether  or  not  the  unit  of  such  cost  is  fair  and  reasonable, 
and  I  would  recommend  that  early  in  the  year  the  problem  of 
the  cost  of  this  service  be  duly  considered,  considered  suffi- 
ciently in  advance  of  the  termination  of  the  existing  contract 
as  will  permit  of  wise  and  effective  action  in  the  premises. 

Barn  and  Supply  Room. 

As  the  Director  of  this  Department  states,  the  need  of  a 
barn  and  supply  room  for  the  Bureau  of  Highways  and  Sewers 
has  been  apparent,  but  has  now  become  urgent.    The  economic 
wisdom  of  properly  stabling  the  horses,  and  protecting  the 
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equipment  of  this  Bureau  cannot  be  fairly  questioned,  and  I 
therefore  recommend  to  Your  Honorable  Bodies  the  purchase 
for  this  purpose  of  sufficient  ground  in  a  central  location  and 
the  erection  thereon  of  the  necessary  buildings.  In  my 
opinion  the  interest  and  sinking  fund  requirements  of  bonds 
issued  for  this  purpose  would  be  more  than  offset  by  the  pro- 
tection to  city  property  now  more  or  less  damaged  by  ex- 
posure to  weather  conditions,  to  say  nothing  of  the  increased 
efficiency  of  such  property. 

Opening  and  Widening  of  Streets. 

Every  city  during  its  growth  and  expansion  is  confronted 
with  the  more  or  less  difficult  and  generally  expensive  problem 
of  the  opening  and  widening  of  highways,  and  our  city  is 
no  exception  to  the  rule.  There  is  distinct  need  of  such 
opening  and  widening  in  several  sections  of  the  city,  but 
inasmuch  as  the  cost  of  effecting  same  would  run  into  a  very 
large  total,  I  would  recommend  that  careful  study  be  made 
of  the  entire  needs  of  the  city  in  that  direction,  and  that 
legislation  be  passed  meeting  the  most  urgent  situations,  and 
that  each  year  the  same  policy  be  carried  out,  for  the  arteries 
of  communication  in  a  community  are  essential  to  its  wel- 
fare as  well  as  its  growth.  Such  a  policy,  however,  should 
spring  from  an  effort  to  provide  for  such  general  welfare  and 
growth  rather  than  to  meet  local  desire  or  convenience. 

Floods. 

Pew  members  of  the  community,  relatively  speaking,  are 
familiar  with  the  disastrous  results  of  the  floods  recurring  from 
time  to  time  from  the  Lackawanna  River,  and  yet  such  disas- 
trous results  are  not  only  widespread,  are  not  only  destructive 
to  property,  but  are  also,  and  not  infrequently,  a  menace  to 
health  and  even  to  life.  While  undoubtedly  these  floods,  appar- 
ently increasing  from  year  to  year,  both  in  force  and  frequency, 
are  caused  in  part,  at  least,  as  is  true  in  all  sections  of  our 
country,  by  the  continued  denudation  of  the  forest  lands,  still 
there  seems  to  be  no  reasonable  doubt  but  that  our  own  situa- 
tion is  aggravated  by  two  adverse  factors,  namely,  the  constant 
although  possibly  slight  encroachment  by  individuals  and  cor- 
porations upon  a  river  bed  naturally  narrow,  and  the  precipita- 
tion upon  that  river  bed,  from  time  to  time,  of  matter  originat- 
ing in  the  operations  of  coal  mining.  The  problem  is  a  difficult 
one  not  only  from  an  engineering  standpoint,  but  also  from  a 
financial  standpoint,  for  the  cost  of  any  reasonable  protection 
would  necessarily  be  large  and  should  properly  be  apportioned, 
equitably,  of  course,  between  the  city  and  such  parties  as  are 
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partially  responsible  for  existing  conditions,  a  responsibility 
that  would  doubtless  not  be  admitted  without  conclusive  evi- 
dence thereof. 

I  would  therefore  recommend  as  preliminary  to  an  intelli- 
gent solution  of  this  problem  the  appointment  of  a  commission 
of  five  disinterested  citizens  of  which  two,  at  least,  should  be 
engineers,  the  said  commission  to  study  the  entire  question  and 
to  make  such  recommendation  to  Your  Honorable  Bodies  as 
may  seem  wise  and  desirable. 

Goal  Mining. 

The  future  of  our  City  cannot  be  contemplated  without  a 
certain  solicitude  as  regards  not  only  the  mining  operations  of 
the  past,  but  also  and  more  especially  of  the  future,  it  being 
fair  to  presume  that  with  the  passing  years  and  the  continued 
depletion  of  the  anthracite  coal  fields,  there  will  be  an  increas- 
ing temptation  to  the  owners  of,  and  the  operators  in,  coal,  to 
leave  less  and  less  support  for  the  surface.  We  who  live  in 
these  regions,  doubtless  due  to  the  fact  that  while  familiarity 
may  not  always  breed  contempt,  it  is  apt  to  breed  indifference, 
are,  to  say  the  least,  taking  much  for  granted  when  as  a  com- 
munity we  ignore  the  vast  operations  daily  being  conducted 
beneath  the  very  foundations  of  our  city,  and  I  am  firmly  of 
the  opinion  that  an  intelligent  regard  for  our  future,  involves 
proper  information  concerning,  and  reasonable  supervision  of, 
that  which  is  taking  place  beneath  us. 

The  problem  is  a  vast  one,  concerns  all  the  communities  in 
the  anthracite  region,  and  I  would,  therefore,  recommend  that 
Your  Honorable  Bodies,  pass  resolutions  requesting  fitting  and 
adequate  legislation  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  legislature,  as 
well  as  resolutions  asking  other  and  equally  interested  communi- 
ties to  join  in  action  in  that  direction. 

Public  Market. 

In  my  last  message  I  called  attention  to  the  need  of  a  pub- 
lic market  in  our  community,  and  again  I  would  emphasize  that 
need,  believing  that  such  an  institution  would  be  a  boon  to 
every  householder. 

In  view,  however,  of  the  more  urgent  needs  of  the  com- 
munity in  other  directions,  it  might  be  the  part  of  wisdom  of 
delay  consideration  of  such  a  project  for  at  least  a  year,  espe- 
cially as  I  am  informed  that  a  market  may  be  provided  through 
private  interprise. 

Mulberry  Street  Viaduct. 

The  conflicting  interests  of  the  several  corporations  affected 
by  the  Mulberry  Street  Viaduct,  coupled  possibly  with  the 
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financial  difficulties  of  the  past  year,  have  prevented,  thus  far, 
satisfactory  arrangements  and  contracts  touching  this  most 
important  and  desirable  structure,  and  at  the  present  writing 
I  can  only  say  that  I  hope  within  a  very  short  time  to  be  able 
to  advise  Your  Honorable  Bodies  of  the  exact  situation  con- 
cerning same. 

City  Treasurer. 

The  report  of  the  City  Treasurer  sets  forth  the  receipts 
and  disbursements  of  the  Department  up  to  and  including  De- 
cember 31st,  1907,  and  including  a  statement  of  interest  as 
credited  in  January  and  July  of  1907,  the  total  of  same  being 
$10,534.44,  duly  credited  to  the  city. 

All  deposits  of  the  City  of  whatever  nature  are  drawing 
interest  at  the  rate  of  3  per  cent,  per  annum,  and  it  is  the  policy 
of  the  City  Treasurer  to  make  as  far  as  is  practicable  equitable 
distribution  of  such  accounts  among  the  various  financial  insti- 
tutions of  the  City. 

Department  of  Law. 

The  digest  of  the  laws  and  ordinances  of  the  City,  as  pre- 
pared in  1906,  was  distributed  early  in  1907  to  the  various  De- 
partments, Bureaus,  and  members  of  Councils  and  has  facili- 
tated and  simplified  the  labors  of  one  and  all. 

Again  I  would  endorse  the  suggestion  of  the  City  Solici- 
tor looking  to  the  establishment  of  a  Bureau  for  the  registra- 
tion of  real  estate,  the  object  of  same  being  the  registration 
therein  of  all  transfers  of  property  within  city  limits  before 
such  transfers  are  recorded  in  the  Recorder's  Office.  Such 
registration  would  be  of  special  benefit  not  only  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Assessors  and  to  the  Bureau  of  Engineering,  but  also  to 
viewers  in  obtaining  the  names  of  owners  of  abutting  prem- 
ises, especially  where  such  premises  are  vacant,  and  would 
impose  but  a  slight  burden  upon  the  transferee  of  property. 

I  would  call  attention  especially  to  the  collection  by  this 
department  during  the  past  year  of  the  pole  tax  from  most  all 
public  service  corporations,  which  in  the  aggregate  amounts  to 
over  $13,000. 

Sinking  Fund  Commission. 

The  report  of  the  President  of  the  several  Sinking  Fund 
Accounts  of  the  City  shows  as  follows :

The  large  amount  of  cash  in  the  Sinking  Fund  has  not  been 
invested  by  reason  of  the  necessity  of  meeting  the  issues  matur- 
ing at  not  distant  dates. 

Police  Magistrates. 

As  has  been  noted  when  considering  the  Department  of 
Public  Safety,  the  past  year  has  witnessed  a  substantial  increase 
in  the  fines  imposed  and  collected  by  our  Police  Magistrates, 
part  of  such  increase  being  due  to  violations  of  such  ordinances 
as  relate  to  cleaning  of  sidewalks,  automobile  speeding,  reck- 
less driving,  etc.,  and  the  balance  to  offenses  against  the  mor- 
ality, peace  and  good  order  of  the  community.  While  the 
number  of  arrests  would  seem  to  challenge  attention,  yet  in 
proportion  to  our  population  that  number,  rather  than  the 
smaller  totals  of  preceding  years,  accords  more  nearly  with  re- 
ports from  other  cities  properly  comparable,  thus  seeming  to 
suggest  that  the  increase  is  due  largely  to  the  expanding  activ- 
ities of  our  Bureau  of  Police  and  not  simply  to  the  prevalence 
of  crime  and  disorder. 

The  further  expansion  as  contemplated  of  our  police  force 
should  result  in  still  higher  standards  as  regards  the  enforce- 
ment of  city  ordinances  and  the  maintenance  of  law  and  order, 
whether  such  improvement  is  gained  through  additional  ar- 
rests or  through  the  enforced  respect  for  law  that  would  come 
from  knowledge  of  the  stricter  surveillance  made  possible  by  a 
larger  number  of  officers. 

During  the  past  year  heavier  fines  have  been  imposed  in 
many  directions,  it  being  felt  that  such  increased  severity 
would  not  only  involve  more  fitting  punishment  to  the  wrong- 
doer, but  would  also  operate  more  effectively  as  a  deterrent  to 
others. 

Scranton  Public  Library. 

A  statement  of  the  general  condition  of  the  affairs  of  the 
City  would  not  be  comprehensive  if  it  did  not  include  a  refer- 
ence to  our  Library.  A  circulation  of  over  107,000  volumes  for 
home  use  and  over  5,000  volumes  for  use  in  the  Libraiy  in  the 
past  year,  or  a  daily  average  of  370,  makes  a  record  of  the  im- 
portant part  played  by  this  institution  in  the  life  of  the  com- 
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munity,  and  the  very  fact  that  its  activities  are  of  so  unobtru- 
sive, of  so  silent  a  nature,  suggests  the  propriety  and  desira- 
bility of  giving  frequent  and  unqualified  official  approval  ot 
the  work,  of  asking  that  the  institution  receive  not  only  gen- 
erous support,  but  a  support  that  will  permit  of  such  develop- 
ment as  will  meet  the  demands  of  a  growing  community. 

Civil  Service  Oommission. 

The  first  report  of  this  Commission  covering  the  six  months 
ending  December  31st,  1907,  is  herewith  submitted,  and  I  ask 
a  careful  study  of  such  report  by  Your  Honorable  Bodies,  be- 
lieving that  the  results  of  this  work  are  destined  to  be  of  far- 
reaching  importance  and  of  substantial  benefit  to  our  City, 
not  only  by  reason  of  the  soundness  of  the  principles  upon 
which  the  civil  service  law  is  based,  but  also  by  reason  of  the 
intelligent,  practical,  and  judicious  manner  in  which  the  law  is 
enforced  by  our  Commissioners.  To  these  Commissioners, 
giving  freely  of  their  time,  effort,  and  thought,  and  but  slightly 
remunerated  therefor,  the  community  owes  a  debt  to  which  it  is 
my  privilege  to  bear  witness. 

The  Commission,  after  devoting  many  weeks  to  the  study 
of  our  local  laws  and  to  the  consideration  of  local  conditions 
and  practical  necessities,  prepared  rules  for  the  regulation  of 
the  classified  service  of  the  city,  and  classified  and  graded  the 
various  positions  in  the  service,  which  I  duly  approved  Novem- 
ber 13th,  1907,  believing  that  such  results  of  their  labors  not 
only  embodied  the  spirit  and  purposes  of  the  Civil  Service  Law 
but  that  they  were  sound  and  practical,  calculated  and  fitted  to 
give  increased  efficiency  throughout  the  entire  service.  The 
two  general  principles  underlying  the  Civil  Service  Law  should 
intrench  it  firmly  with  both  office  or  place  holders  and  with  the 
community  at  large,  the  first  being  that  the  tenure  of  a  man's 
position  depends  entirely  and  exclusively  upon  himself,  that  is, 
upon  his  ability  and  willingness  to  perform  his  allotted  task, 
and  the  second  being  the  opening  of  the  entire  service  with  but 
few  necessary  exceptions,  to  the  community  at  large,  irrespect- 
ive of  political  success  or  defeat,  political  favor  or  enmity, 
these  two  principles  involving  not  only  a  fairer  chance,  a 
•  stronger  attraction  to  the  individual  contemplating  the  public 
service,  but  also  an  increased  efficiency  in  the  work  of  the  com- 
munity, the  community  which  that  service  has  but  to  serve. 

Taxation. 

During  the  past  nine  months  the  City  Assessors  have  been 
making  the  regular  triennial  assessment,  and  the  days  of  appeal 
therefrom  have  been  arranged  and  duly  announced. 
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The  Assessors  have  given  much  time  and  care  in  the  gath- 
ering of  all  the  details  necessarily  incident  to  their  work  as  well 
as  in  the  conscientious  consideration  of  all  the  varying  factors 
that  enter  into  the  problem  of  present  value,  a  problem  con- 
cerning the  solution  of  which  it  is  hardly  necessary  to  say  there 
are  always  divergent  and  even  conflicting  views,  and  it  is  there- 
fore to  be  hoped  that  the  owners  or  the  representatives  of  own- 
ers of  property  will  remember,  in  contemplating  such  assess- 
ment, that  they  are  citizens  as  well  as  property  owners.  The 
Assessors  have  made  a  substantial  increase  in  the  valuation  of 
many  of  our  corporations  through  the  very  proper  inclusion 
of  machinery  when  attached  to  the  premises. 

The  Assessors  have  placed,  as  they  believe,  fair  valuations 
upon  coal  in  the  ground  and  breakers,  and  upon  such  property 
of  the  larger  corporations,  as  cannot  fairly  be  regarded  as  com- 
ing within  the  exemptions  allowed  such  corporations  by  law. 

While  we  have  a  right  to  expect  that  neither  individuals 
nor  corporations  will  contest  their  obligations  in  this  direction, 
yet  it  is  only  fair  not  to  ignore  upon  the  other  hand  the  City's 
own  obligations  in  the  premises,  that  is,  the  obligations  to  give 
at  least  greater  police  and  fire  protection,  which  added  protec- 
tion is  specially  included  in  the  proposed  budget.  In  this  con- 
nection, I  might  say  that  a  large  proportion  of  the  increased 
amount  needed  by  the  government  for  the  ensuing  fiscal  year 
is  due  to  the  expansion  of  and  the  increase  of  wages  in  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Safety,  substantially  in  the  Bureaus  of 
Police  and  Fire. 

Referring  to  the  so-called  public  service  corporations,  con- 
cerning which  I  expressed  the  hope  in  my  last  annual  message 
that  they  might  possibly  be  persuaded  to  enter  into  an  agree- 
ment in  the  direction  of  taxation  for  a  stated  period  of  say  ten 
years,  the  past  year  has  witnessed  distinct  progress,  as  is  evi- 
denced by  the  agreement,  continuing  and  not  limited,  of  the 
Scranton  Railwaj^  Company  to  pay  over  annually  to  the  city 
the  sum  of  $10,000,  and  such  agreement  being  without  preju- 
dice to  the  City's  power  to  take  advantage  of  any  and  all  laws 
involving  taxation  that  might  possibly  exceed  that  amount. 
This  attitude  of  the  corporation  in  question,  an  attitude  par- 
tially at  least  responsive  to  equities  that  we  could  only  set  forth 
but  not  enforce  under  existing  law,  should  not  only  ensure  con- 
siderate treatment  from,  and  the  respect  of,  the  community 
but  should  be  an  impelling  example  to  other  corporations  of  a 
similar  character. 

In  this  connection,  I  would  state  that  I  am  now  awaiting 
interviews  with  the  representatives  of  other  similar  corpora- 
tions with  the  avowed  purpose  of  discussing  their  patent,  but 
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thus  far  unassumed,  duty  toward  the  community,  such  inter- 
views having  been  postponed  by  reason  of  the  late  financial 
troubles. 

Although  a  study  of  the  estimated  revenues  as  submitted 
by  the  Controller,  and  of  the  estimated  needs  of  the  several 
Departments  as  set  forth  by  the  respective  Heads  thereof,  shows 
an  apparent  deficiency  of  revenue,  yet  a  careful  revision  ot  the 
needs  of  Departments,  which  revision  will  be  duly  presented 
to  the  Joint  Committee  on  Appropriation,  as  well  as  a  recast- 
ing of  the  additional  revenues  available,  a  summary  of  which 
revenues  will  also  be  laid  before  said  Committee,  justify  the 
belief  that  the  proposed  expansion  of  our  activities  during  the 
ensuing  year,  with  all  the  resulting  increased  efficiency,  can 
be  obtained  without  any  increase  in  the  present  tax  rate. 

The  added  cost,  yet  to  be  determined,  of  the  collection  and 
disposal  of  ashes,  rubbish  and  garbage  should  not  be  regarded 
as  an  added  burden,  inasmuch  as  the  taxpayer  will  be  relieved 
of  an  expenditure  hitherto  necessarily  made  by  himself  as  an 
individual. 

Bond  Issues. 

For  the  coming  year  issues  of  bonds  should  be  made  as 
follows : 

First— To  cover  the  cost  of  intersections  of  street  pave- 
ments the  erection  of  the  three  necessary  fire  houses  and  the 
cost  of  real  estate  already  contracted  for  said  purpose  the 
erection  of  a  barn  for  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  and  the 
cost  of  lowering  the  Spruce  Street  Bridge,  inasmuch  as  the  ap- 
proaching completion  of  the  new  station  makes  the  suggested 
change  in  that  bridge  of  immediate  importance ;  also  possibly 
including  the  cost  of  opening  and  widening  of  certain  streets. 

Second— An  issue  of  bonds  to  cover  an  extension  to  our 
park  system  as  set  forth  in  the  first  part  of  my  message,  the 
Interest  and  Sinking  Fund  requirements,  of  which  issue  to  be 
met  from  the  funds  paid  in  annually  by  the  Scranton  Railway 
Company  upon  the  plan  as  herein  suggested. 

I  would  call  the  attention  of  Your  Honorable  Bodies  to 
the  fact  that  we  are  paying  off  a  substantial  amount  of  our  in- 
debtedness each  year  through  the  Sinking  Fund  requirements 
and  that  the  proposed  issues  of  bonds  as  set  forth  above  are  not 
only  easily  within  our  financial  ability,  but  a  failure  to  issue 
same  for  the  purposes  stated  would  be  almost  indicative  of  a 
failure  upon  our  part  to  appreciate  the  necessity  of  such  rea- 
sonable development  as  is  absolutely  essential  to  future  growth 
and  welfare. 
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G-eneral  Finances  of  the  City. 

In  accordance  with  the  specific  duty  imposed  upon  me  of 
recommending  to  Your  Honorable  Bodies  such  measures  con- 
nected with  the  improvement  of  our  government  and  finances 
as  would  seem  to  be  expedient,  I  would  suggest  consideration 
of  certain,  as  I  believe,  necessary  and  fundamental  changes  in 
existing  law  as  regards  city  and  school  affairs,  believing  that 
if  such  proposed  changes  were  approved,  resolutions  to  that 
effect  should  be  passed,  which  resolutions  thus  officially  voicing 
the  desires  of  the  community,  should  have  substantial  weight 
with  state  legislators,  irrespective  of  party.  While  the  changes 
as  will  be  proposed  involve  the  placing  of  increased  power 
with  the  Mayor,  yet  I  would  incidentally  call  attention  to  the 
fact  that  such  legislation,  if  enacted,  would  only  go  into  opera- 
tion with  my  successor,  who  would  therefore  be  chosen  with  the 
knowledge  that  such  increased  power  was  to  be  placed  in  his 
hands. 

The  two  corporations,  the  City  and  the  Board  of  Control, 
are  exactly  coterminus  as  regard  jurisdiction,  and  yet  their 
respective  expenditures,  involving  hundreds  of  thousands  of 
dollars  each  year,  are  entirely  disassociated,  are  each  made 
with  reference  simply  to  the  supposed  needs  of  their  respective 
activities  but  without  any  responsible,  that  is,  officially,  re- 
sponsible consideration,  of  the  total  and  final  cost  of  all  such 
activities  upon  the  individual  taxpayer,  whose  property  they 
are  administering. 

In  other  words,  while  the  taxpayer  bears  the  whole  cost 
as  he  must  of  necessity,  of  the  various  functions  of  the  city, 
speaking  generally,  yet  he  has  in  effect  two  entirely  separate 
and  distinct  stewards,  the  City  and  the  School  Board,  with  no 
authorized  governmental  machinery  whereby  those  two  stew- 
ards should  be  brought  together  and  compelled  to  consider  not 
only  the  total  burden  that  should  be  imposed  upon  the  taxpay- 
er, but  also  the  equitable  allotment  of  the  total  sum  raised  to 
the  constantly  varying  needs  of  the  various  functions  of  the 
government  as  a  whole.  Incidentally  it  may  be  remarked  that 
while  the  city,  as  a  whole,  has  a  representative  in  the  city 
government,  that  is,  the  Mayor,  chosen  by  the  entire  elector- 
ate, yet  there  is  no  such  representative  in  the  School  Board,  and 
the  changes  I  shall  recommend  would  not  only  be  remedial  in 
that  direction,  but  would  concentrate,  to  a  certain  extent  at 
least,  responsibility  for  the  total  and  final  result  to  the  tax- 
payer, a  concentration  of  responsibility  that  is  based  not  only 
upon  sound  business  principles,  but  also  upon  sound  political 
policy. 
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Incidentally  it  might  also  be  remarked  that  under  existing 
conditions  an  injustice  is  worked  to  the  taxpayer  by  reason  of 
the  classification  of  property  (for  the  purpose  of  taxation  for 
City  purposes  but  not  for  School,  although  the  School 
tax  is  based  upon  the  same  assessment,  and  yet  if  the  owner 
of,  say,  second-class  property  should  only  pay  two-thirds  of 
the  rate  for  City  purposes,  he  should  only  pay  the  same  pro- 
portion for  School.  This  apparent  injustice  should  also  be 
remedied. 

The  disparity  hitherto  existing  between  Pittsburg  and 
Scranton  is  now,  of  course,  greatly  accentuated  by  the  con- 
solidation of  Pittsburg  and  Allegheny,  and  yet  inasmuch  as  we 
have  unquestionably  outgrown  existing  legislation  for  third-class 
cities,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  we  should  endeavor  to  have  a 
reclassification  made  by  the  next  Legislature,  as  I  believe  that 
such  reclassification  would  be  held  to  be  constitutional,  in  view 
of  the  great  development  of  the  cities  of  the  State  since  the  last 
classification  was  made,  such  development  involving  necessarily 
even  greater  differences  as  to  the  needs  and  necessities  upon  the 
part  of  individual  cities  than  existed  in  1895.  Moreover,  such 
reclassification  would  only  be  in  harmony  with  the  tendency  of 
the  best  political  thought,  the  thought  that  is  crystallizing  more 
and  more  in  favor  of  home  rule,  which  implies  greater  respect 
for  municipal  individuality. 

Specifically,  I  would  recommend  that  Your  Honorable 
Bodies  favor  the  following  propositions : 

First — A  reclassiification  of  the  cities  of  the  State. 

Second— That  the  legislation  touching  the  class  covering 
Scranton,  should  provide  that  the  Mayor  should  be  ex-officio 
President  of  the  School  Board,  thus  giving  the  electorate  as  a 
whole  a  voice  in  both  directions,  while  at  the  same  time  suffi- 
ciently concentrating  responsibility  as  regards  the  total  final 
result  to  the  taxpayer  as  would  give  such  electorate  power  to 
express  approval  or  disapproval  thereof. 

Third— That  if  classification  of  property  for  the  purposes 
of  taxation  is  thought  desirable  in  such  proposed  legislation, 
that  it  should  control  School  as  well  as  City  rates. 

Incidental  to  the  study  of  our  situation  and  from  which 
study  I  have  reached  the  conclusions  as  above  stated,  I  would 
call  the  attention  of  Your  Honorable  Bodies  to  the  following 
facts,  all  tending  to  show  that  we  have  a  development  in  our 
city  strikingly  unlike  that  existing  in  other  cities  of  the  State 
with  which  comparison  is  made. 

First— While  in  Scranton  the  indebtedness  of  the  School 
District  exceeds  the  indebtedness  of  the  City,  yet  in  Pittsburg 
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Allegheny,  Reading,  Erie  and  Wilkes-Barre,  the  School  indebt- 
edness from  the  latest  data  obtainable  is  not  only  less,  but  sub- 
stantially less  than  the  indebtedness  of  the  City. 

Second — While  the  annual  cost  of  conducting  the  schools 
of  Scranton  is  equal  to,  if  not  greater  than  the  cost  of  operating 
all  the  other  Departments  of  the  City,  yet  from  the  same  data 
above  referred  to  in  the  cities  mentioned,  the  cost  of  operating 
their  schools  is  respectively  much  less  than  the  cost  of  the  other 
Departments  of  the  city  government. 

The  above  facts  do  not  necessarily  prove  that  our  past  ex- 
penditures in  the  matter  of  schools  have  been  unwise,  but  they 
do  suggest,  almost  conclusively,  an  apparent  lack  of  symmetry 
in  our  development  as  a  whole,  a  lack  of  symmetry  which  con- 
stantly obtrudes  itself  when  one  faces  the  many  pressing  prob- 
lems that  now  confront  our  city. 

Education  is  undoubtedly  the  comer  stone  of  democracy, 
but  just  as  we  believe  that  the  child  in  his  school  hours  should 
be  housed  under  structures  meeting  modern  standards  and 
taught  by  teachers  with  modern  equipment,  so  we  cannot  ignore 
the  child's  general  education  that  springs  from  the  conditions 
under  which  he  lives,  conditions  that  are  largely  affected  by 
the  activities  of  municipal  government. 

Irrespective,  however,  of  whatever  emphasis  the  communi- 
ty might  like  to  place  upon  any  one  branch  of  its  development, 
it  is  impossible  for  the  community,  as  a  whole,  to  give  expres- 
sion to  that  emphasis  except  through  an  official  chosen  by  the 
electorate  as  a  whole,  while  a  separate  head  of  the  School  Board, 
although  chosen  by  such  electorate,  would  not  meet  the  situa- 
tion, inasmuch  as  there  would  still  be  divided  responsibility 
with  all  its  demonstrated  weaknesses,  there  would  still  be  the  lack 
of  responsibility  in  any  quarter  for  the  total  burden  that  must 
of  necessity  be  placed  in  upon  the  taxpayer.

Dear  Sir: 

In  conformity  with  the  Act  of  Legislature,  approved 
March  7th,  1901,  I  submit  herewith  for  your  consideration  the 
reports  of  the  Superintendents  of  the  several  bureaus,  compris- 
ing the  Department  of  Public  Safety,  for  the  year  ending 
December  31st,  1907.  These  reports  contain  detailed  state- 
ments of  the  Bureaus  of  Police,  Fire,  Health,  and  Building 
Inspection,  with  recommendations  upon  a  number  of  matters 
which,  in  my  opinion,  should  be  considered  and  acted  upon. 
The  increased  duties  imposed  on  this  Department  by  reason 
of  the  enactment  of  a  number  of  Ordinances,  the  enforcement 
of  which  is  placed  in  this  Department,  among  them  an  Ordi- 
nace  regulating  the  business  of  dealers  in  gun-powder,  dyna- 
mite, oils  and  explosives  of  every  description  and  the  personal 
iinspection  by  the  Department  Officers  of  all  places  where 
explosives  are  stored  or  sold  before  a  license  may  be  granted; 
also  the  Act  of  Legislature  requiring  Employment  Bureaus  to 
be  licensed,  which  went  into  effect  on  October  1st,  1907,  has 
materially  increased  the  work  in  the  general  office  and  several 
of  its  bureaus.  With  this  increase  of  work  in  the  Department 
the  receipts  from  all  sources  have  also  correspondingly  in- 
creased. As  an  illustration,  the  receipts  from  Police  Magis- 
trates for  the  year  1906  were  $18,228.48,  while  the  receipts 
from  the  same  source  for  1907  were  $27,047.02,  showing  an 
increase  over  the  receipts  of  the  previous  year  of  $8,818.54. 
The  receipts  for  the  entire  Department  for  the  year  1907  were 
as  follows :

This  is  a  larger  sum  by  far  than  was  ever  collected  by  the 
Department. 

I  am  pleased  to  advise  that  the  efficiency  of  the  several 
Bureaus  in  the  Department  has  been  kept  fully  up  to  the  pre- 
vious standard,  and  has  in  many  respecte  been  improved.  I 
desire  to  state  that  the  satisfactory  results  obtained  during  the 
past  year  are  due  in  great  measure  to  the  efforts  of  the  Bureau 
Superintendents  and  to  the  additional  equipment  supplied  by 
the  City. 

The  new  Fire  and  Police  Headquarters'  Building,  com- 
pleted on  December  1st,  1906,  for  the  formal  ^opening  of  which 
preparations  were  made,  but  were  miscarried  on  account  of 
the  typhoid  epidemic,  was  formally  inspected  by  both  branches 
of  Councils  on  August  18th,  last.  The  gentlemen  attending 
the  inspection  were  highly  pleased  with  the  building  as  well 
as  its  furnishings.  In  addressing  the  members  of  Councils  at 
that  time  I  called  attention  to  the  desirability  of  fitting  up  part 
of  the  third  floor  of  the  Headquarters  Building  as  a  gymna- 
sium, equipped  with  the  necessary  paraphernalia  for  physical 
culture,  where  all  the  men  in  both  Bureaus  may  be  taught  by 
a  physical  director  once  or  twice  a  week  for  the  purpose  of 
their  physical  development.  I  cannot  too  strongly  urge  the 
carrying  out  of  this  recommendation,  as  I  believe  that  the 
physical  development  of  our  men  in  both  the  Bureaus  of  Police 
and  Fire  is  essential  to  the  best  service  to  be  rendered  by 
these  men. 


The  work  performed  by  the  Bureau  of  Police  during  the 
past  year  has  been  very  satisfactory.  The  rounding  up  of 
footpads,  pickpockets  and  other  criminals  operating  in  the 
city  during  the  month  of  July  is  especially  commendable,  and 
speaks  well  for  the  efficiency  of  the  Bureau,  taking  into  con- 
sideration the  limited  number  of  patrolmen  upon  the  city 
beats.  The  many  house  robberies,  assaults  and  hold-ups  re- 
ported to  the  police  since  that  time  in  increased  numbers 
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clearly  demonstrate  the  necessity  of  a  larger  police  force. 
The  department  has  been  fully  alive  to  the  gravity  of  the 
situation  caused  by  the  boldness  of  the  criminals  operating 
in  the  city,  and  has  left  no  stone  unturned  to  free  the  city  from 
dangerous  characters  v^ho  have  been  a  menace  after  dark  to 
the  safety  of  women  upon  our  streets,  or  to  the  security  of 
property  in  our  homes.  That  the  untiring  efforts  and  vigi- 
lance of  the  Bureau  of  Police  have  born  fruit  is  evidenced 
by  the  several  arrests  made  upon  suspicion  of  criminals  who 
later  confessed  to  their  guilt,  and  at  this  time  it  is  but  fitting 
to  make  special  mention  of  the  splendid  services,  the  alert- 
ness and  vigilance  of  Patrolman  George  Smith,  who,  on  July 
31,  1907,  arrested  two  men  upon  suspicion,  who  were  later 
convicted  for  a  number  of  holdups  in  this  City;  and  Patrol- 
man Lewis  Davis,  for  arresting  upon  suspicion  on  December 
30,  1907,  one  Eobert  Perry,  who  confessed  to  the  assault  of 
at  least  one  woman  in  the  City,  and  who  has  confessed  to 
assaults  and  robbery  of  the  other  women  assaulted,  resulting 
in  his  conviction  to  a  term  of  33  year  in  the  Eastern  Peniten- 
tiary. 

While  it  seems  almost  impossible  to  prevent  the  com- 
mission of  an  overt  act,  I  do  believe  that  the  frequent  pa- 
trolling of  our  City  streets  will  materially  lessen  the  number 
of  crimes.   The  Bureau  of  Police  consists  of :

The  four  mounted  men  and  one  foot  patrolman  are  doing 
sanitary  duty,  leaving  sixty-three  patrolmen  to  cover  the  parks 
and  the  many  beats  of  the  City.  That  our  police  force  should 
be  increased  is  apparent  to  all.  With  the  rapid  increase  of 
our  population  it  becomes  almost  a  necessity  to  increase  our 
force  proportionately.  When  we  take  into  consideration  the 
fact  that  at  no  time  was  our  police  force  adequate  to  properly 
protect  all  the  sections  of  our  City,  any  increase  in  our  popu- 
lation reduces  the  percentage  of  patrolmen  correspondingly. 
In  considering  this  matter  we  must  bear  in  mind  not  only  the 
permanent  growth  of  the  city,  but  the  enormous  transit  popu- 
lation our  City  daily  receives  by  trolley  and  other  lines  whose 
terminal  is  in  the  central  City.    The  increased  number  of 
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places  of  amusement  with  their  daily  matinees  are  also  the 
means  of  bringing  a  large  number  of  people  to  the  central 
City,  making  it  necessary  to  increase  the  number  of  day  beats 
upon  the  main  thoroughfares  of  the  central  City.  It  is  almost 
impossible  for  sixty-three  patrolmen,  eighteen  of  whom  are 
doing  day  duty,  to  give  the  city  the  protection  which  it  needs. 
We  must  not  overlook  the  fact  that  every  Lieutenant,  Sergeant 
and  Patrolman  is  entitled  to  ten  days'  vacation  annually.  The 
time  thus  lost  during  the  year  equals  the  service  of  two  men, 
thus  reducing  the  number  of  men,  provided  there  are  none 
sick,  to  41  men  to  cover  130  miles  of  streets  doing  night  duty. 
I  again  repeat  the  recommendation  of  my  last  report  that 
for  the  proper  protection  of  our  City  the  number  of  patrolmen 
should  be  at  least  one  to  every  one  thousand  inhabitants.  This 
is  the  minimum  number  as  recognized  by  the  best  police  au- 
thorities. I  realize  fully  that  such  a  percentage  of  men  could 
not  be  provided  for  in  one  year  without  involving  a  large 
increase  in  the  tax  levy,  but  I  do  believe  it  a  wise  policy  to 
substantially  increase  the  force  every  year  until  the  minimum 
of  one  to  every  one  thousand  inhabitants  shall  have  been 
provided.  I  would  therefore  recommend  that  ten  additional 
patrolmen  be  added  to  the  force.  In  accordance  with  this 
recommendation  I  have  included  in  my  estimate  an  item  to 
cover  the  expenditure  necessary  thereto.  You  will  observe 
that  the  number  of  additional  men  recommended  in  my  esti- 
mate for  the  police  force  is  by  no  means  sufficient  for  the  re- 
quirements of  the  Bureau,  and  I  trust  a  way  may  be  found 
by  which  it  may  be  made  possible  to  increase  the  force  to  a 
larger  extent. 

The  efficiency  of  the  Bureau  has  been  increased  by  the 
addition  of  a  fully  equipped  patrol  wagon  service  in  the  second 
precinct.  West  Scranton.  The  improvements  in  that  section 
of  the  City  are  by  no  means  complete.  The  large  increase  in 
police  work  in  that  section  makes  it  necessary  to  procure 
more  spacious  quarters  for  the  conduct  of  the  police  business 
there,  as  the  isrtation  now  occupied  is  entirely  inadequate.  Under 
existing  conditions  the  cell  rooms,  police  court  and  citizens' 
waiting  rooms  are  all  in  one,  which  unsatisfactory  conditions 
should  not  be  longer  tolerated.  I  would  respectfully  recom- 
mend that  a  new  and  up  to  date  police  station  be  provided 
with  patrol  wagon  barn  attached  for  the  West  Side  Precinct. 

In  the  Third  or  North  End  Precinct  there  was  a  patrol 
wagon  in  use,  which,  however,  by  reason  of  its  antiquity,  has 
been  thrown  out  of  commission  and  must  be  replaced  by  a 
new  one.  Provision  must  also  be  made  for  the  full  equipment 
of  the  same  as  was  recommended  last  year.  I  have  no  hesi- 
tancy in  believing  that  this  much  needed  equipment  will  be 
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favorably  considered.  I  have  included  in  my  estimate  an 
item  for  the  cost  of  installation  of  this  service. 

The  change  inaugurated  during  the  past  year  in  the  polic- 
ing^ of  Nay  Aug  Park  jby  men  of  the  reguliar  force  has  proven 
very  satisfactory;  not  a  single  complaint  against  the  officers 
doing  duty  there  has  reached  the  department.  It  is  evi- 
dent that  the  placing  of  the  responsibility  of  policing  the  parks 
upon  the  Bureau  of  Police  was  a  step  in  the  right  direction. 

I  desire  to  make  special  mention  of  the  increased  activi- 
ties of  the  Bureau  of  Police,  as  ishown  by  the  report  of  the 
Superintendent  of  the  unusual  increase  in  the  number  of  ar- 
rests made  during  the  past  year,  as  compared  with  the  year 
ending  December  31st,  1906.

BUREAU  OF  FIKE. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the  City  has  been  free  from 
serious  fires  during  the  past  year.  The  additional  fire  appar- 
atus purchased  by  the  City,  viz:  1  powerful  Metropolitan 
engine,  3  combination  chemical  and  hose  wagons,  together  with 
the  new  hose  furnished,  will  strengthen  the  bureau  materially. 
While  a  number  of  properties  caught  fire,  and  some  of  them 
met  with  total  loss,  it  must  be  admitted  by  all  that  the  efficiency 
of  our  fire  bureau  prevented  the  fire  from  spreading  in  every 
instance.  The  insurance  carried  on  the  property  that  caught 
fire  had  an  insured  value  of  $2,059,275.00,  the  total  loss  of 
which  was  $234,224.23,  representing  an  enormous  saving  on 
properties  that  caught  fire.  The  number  of  alarms  to  which 
our  Companies  responded  was  351,  which  is  an  increase  of 
41  over  the  previous  year.  While  the  Bureau  lacks  from  25  to  30 
men  to  make  it  a  full  paid  fire  fighting  force,  and  is  at  times 
crippled  for  the  want  of  sufficient  number  of  men,  especially 
during  meal  hours,  and  more  especially  since  the  .blowing  of 
the  gongs  at  first  alarm  was  discontinued  at  the  request  of 
many  citizens,  thus  depending  on  our  own  men  at  an  incipient 
fire,  as  the  call  men  are  not  apprised  of  its  existence.  The 
greatest  difficulty  exprienced,  however,  during  the  year  is 
the  withdrawal  of  first  year  men  from  the  Bureau,  and  the  dif- 
ficulty in  getting  men  to  take  their  places.  As  a  result  we 
hardly  ever  had  the  full  quota  of  men  allotted  to  the  bureau 
during  the  past  year.  This  condition  is  largely  the  result  of 
inadequate  pay  to  first-year  men.  It  has  been  a  difficult  task 
to  induce  capable  men  to  enter  the  service  at  $50  per  month 
for  the  first  year,  and  more  difficult  to  retain  them  after  having 
entered  the  service.    In  every  instance  when  men  resigned  the 
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reason  given  was  that  greater  inducements  were  offered  them 
in  other  occupations.  It  is  generally  admitted  that  the  salar- 
ies of  all  the  men  in  the  bureau  should  be  increased,  not  only 
because  of  the  increased  cost  of  living,  but  also  on  account  of 
the  long  hours  of  duty  which  they  render  daily.  I  would 
therefore,  recommend  that  the  salaries  of  the  firemen  be  in- 
creased and  fixed  for  the  coming  year  as  foUowsi:

I  have  included  in  my  estimate  for  the  coming  year  an 
item  covering  the  advances  in  the  salaries  as  recommended.  I 
would  also  recommend  that  five  additional  firemen  be  added 
to  the  force,  an  item  for  which  I  have  also  included  in  my 
estimate. 

The  desirability  of  municipal  ownership  of  all  buildings 
used  for  fire  and  police  purposes,  to  which  I  called  attention 
in  my  last  annual  report,  should  receive  prompt  and  favorable 
consideration.  Most  of  the  houses  now  rented  are  ill  adapted 
for  the  purposes  for  which  they  are  used,  being  nothing  more 
than  makeshifts.  Despite  this  fact,  the  rent  paid  for  the  use 
of  these  houses  is  very  high,  and,  besides,  most  of  the  buildings 
rented  are  not  centrally  nor  properly  located  in  the  territory 
they  must  serve.  These  conditions  are  the  result  of  the 
volunteer  system  which  obtained  here  for  many  years  up  to 
April,  1901.  It  is  needless  for  me  to  enumerate  the  number  of 
houses  needed  nor  the  locations  considered  most  desirable,  as 
I  have  referred  to  them  in  detail  in  my  last  year's  report, 
covering  fully  the  houses  required  for  both  fire  and  police 
purposes.  The  amount  of  rental  paid  by  the  city  for  fire  and 
police  purposes  is  $4,260.00.  The  rent  account  will  have  to  be 
largely  increased  because  some  of  the  houses  rented  are  inade- 
quate for  the  needs  of  the  city.  For  instance,  the  police 
station  on  the  West  Side  is  entirely  inadequate  for  the  purpose 
it  is  used.  The  police  work  in  that  locality  has  increased  to 
such  an  extent  as  to  necessitate  the  placing  of  a  patrol  wagon 
service  there.  In  trying  to  get  quarters  for  an  up-to-date 
police  station,  with  patrol  wagon  barn  attached,  a  rental  of 
$1,500  is  asked.  This  amount  represents  the  interest  on 
$37,500.00  on  a  4%  basis.   The  time  has  arrived  when  the  city 
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should  own  its  fire  and  police  stations,  as  a  sound  business 
proposition,  which  in  the  end  would  not  be  more  costly  than 
the  amount  of  rents  paid  for  these  houses.  In  my  opinion 
the  interest  and  sinking  fund  charges  incidental  to  a  bond 
issue  for  this  purpose  would  not  exceed  the  amount  now  paid 
in  rents,  and  at  the  expiration  of  the  life  time  of  such  issue, 
say,  thirty  years,  the  city  would  find  itself  possessed  of 
valuable  property.  I  would  therefore  again  recommend  that 
a  bond  issue  be  authorized  for  an  amount  sufficient  to  cover 
the  cost  of  sites  and  the  erection  of  suitable  buildings  thereon 
for  the  purpose  above  indicated,  such  issue  to  be  authorized 
after  options  on  lots  are  approved  and  accepted  by  Councils 
and  estimates  of  cost  of  all  buildings  shall  have  been  furnished 
by  the  Superintendent  of  the  Bureau  of  Building  Inspection. 
Whether  this  recommendation  be  acted  upon  or  not,  immediate 
steps  should  be  taken,  however,  to  provide  funds,  either  in  the 
appropriation  ordinance  for  the  coming  fiscal  year,  or  by  an 
issue  of  bonds,  for  a  new  frame  building  on  the  site  now  owned 
by  the  city,  formerly  occupied  by  Chemical  Company  No.  2, 
and  for  the  rebuilding  of  Engine  House  No.  2,  now  owned 
by  the  City,  which  action  has  been  recommended  by  the 
Superintendent  of  Buildings,  and  for  the  installation  therein  of 
a  heating  system,  as  in  his  judgment  any  repairs  thereto  would 
be  money  wasted;  also  for  the  purpose  of  a  site  and  the 
erection  of  a  building  thereon,  in  the  Hill  section  of  the 
Central  City,  where  a  number  of  charitable  institutions  are 
located ;  also  for  erecting  buildings  on  sites  already  purchased 
for  Hose  Company  No.  8  on  Cameron  Avenue,  and  for  Hose 
Company  No.  6  on  South  Irving  Avenue ;  also  for  the  purchase 
of  a  site  and  the  erection  of  a  building  in  the  vicinity  of  Wayne 
or  Church  Avenue,  near  Providence  Square.  (See  Report  of 
Superintendent,  Bureau  of  Building  Inspection,  hereto 
attached.) 

FIRE  AND  POIilCE  TELEGRAPH  SYSTEM. 

The  Fire  and  Police  Alarm  Telegraph  System,  in  charge 
of  Mr.  W.  J.  Neave,  is  giving  general  satisfaction.  The  service 
of  three  operators  in  place  of  two  in  the  operating  room,  each 
working  eight  hours  daily,  has  increased  the  efficiency  of  the 
system.  The  work  of  this  important  branch  of  public  service 
is  constantly  increasing,  and,  recognizing  the  efficiency  of  its 
Superintendent,  I  believe  that  the  salary  paid  that  official  is 
insufficient  for  the  services  rendered.  I  would  therefore  recom- 
mend that  the  salary  be  increased  from  $1,200  to  $1,500  per 
year.  In  my  report  of  last  year  I  called  attention  to  a  general 
complaint  that  overhead  wires,  such  as  electric  light,  telegraph 
and  telephone,  are  a  constant  menace  to  life  and  property.  In 
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your  message  to  Councils  you  called  attention  to  this  fact 
which  resulted  in  the  appointment  of  a  committee  to  confer 
with  the  several  companies  with  a  view  of  having  all  wires 
placed  under  ground,  amicably  if  possible,  within  a  period  of 
five  years  from  the  date  of  agreement.  The  work  incident  to 
an  early  consummation  of  this  project  has  been  delayed  because 
of  the  enforced  absence  from  the  City  of  Mr.  Wirth,  the 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Public  Safety  of  Select  Council, 
and  who  has  since  resigned  from  Council.  The  matter  as  it 
now  stands  will  receive  prompt  attention  with  a  view  of 
bringing  about  the  desired  result, 

FIREMEN'S  RELIEF  AND  PENSION  FUND  COMMISSION. 

The  report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Firemen's  Relief  and 
Pension  Fund  shows  a  balance  on  August  first,  1907,  $10,190.65. 
The  Firemen's  Relief  and  Pension  Fund  was  created  for  the 
purpose  of  paying  benefits  to  firemen  who,  through  sickness 
or  injury,  become  permanently  incapacitated  from  performing 
duty,  and  for  the  pensioning  of  such  firemen  retired  from 
active  service  by  reason  of  advanced  age  on  half  pay  of  the 
salary  to  which  they  are  entitled  while  on  the  regular  pay 
rolls;  the  object  being  to  place  each  fireman  who  may  have 
served  the  City  for  the  specified  number  of  years  on  the  pension 
list,  and  in  order  to  carry  out  these  purposes  it  will  be  necessary 
to  protect  this  fund  from  unreasonably  large  drafts  upon  it. 
The  ordinance  requiring  the  payment  to  firemen  of  an  amount 
equal  to  their  salaries  out  of  the  Relief  Fund,  in  case  of  injury 
in  going  to  or  from  or  at  a  fire ;  also  in  case  of  sickness  firemen 
were  to  receive  one-half  pay  of  their  salary  out  of  the  Relief 
Fund,  was  amended  to  read  so  that  the  heavy  drafts  previously 
made  upon  the  Pension  Fund  are  discontinued,  and  all  these 
items  paid  out  of  the  regular  salaries  appropriated  by  the 
City.  The  Firemen's  Relief  and  Pension  Ordinance,  as 
amended,  will  guarantee  to  every  fireman,  when  retired  because 
of  old  age  or  any  other  cause,  one-half  pay  of  the  salary  to 
which  he  was  entitled  while  on  the  regular  pay  roll. 

BUREAU  OF  HEALTH 

The  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  the  Bureau  of  Health, 
including  the  operations  of  the  sub-divisions  of  the  Bureau, 
Bacteriology,  Food,  Water  and  Dairy  Inspection,  Plumbing 
and  House  Drainage,  and  Vital  Statistics,  contains  a  full 
account  of  the  work  performed  by  the  Bureau  during  the  past 
year.  The  report  is  complete  and  comprehensive — contains 
very  valuable  information  which  should  be  read  by  all  our 
citizens. 

While  the  number  of  contagious  diseases,  such  as  Diph- 
theria, Scarlet  Fever  and  Measles,  were  numerous,  yet  in  the 
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main  the  general  health  of  the  City  was  good,  and  the  death 
rate  low.  The  Typhoid  epidemic,  which  one  year  ago  had  the 
City  in  its  grasp,  has  been,  thanks  to  the  vigilance  of  the 
Bureau  of  Health  and  the  cooperation  of  the  various  branches 
of  the  City  government,  stamped  out.  By  the  sad  experience 
of  the  past  the  City  has  been  taught  a  lesson  which  it  will  not 
soon  forget,  viz :  that  an  ounce  of  prevention  is  worth  a  pound 
of  cure.  Never  before  in  the  history  of  the  City  has  as  much 
attention  been  given  to  the  sanitary  regulations  as  during  the 
past  year.  Four  mounted  officers  and  one  foot  patrolmen 
were  detailed  to  constantly  look  after  the  condition  of  the 
yards,  outhouses  and  open  drains.  One  man  was  especially 
appointed  for  the  purpose  of  inspecting  the  watersheds 
supplying  the  City  and  to  look  after  the  dairy  farms  supplying 
the  City  with  milk.  The  food  and  milk  inspection  is  being 
done  in  a  thorough  and  systematic  manner.  As  a  result  of  this 
the  milk  supply  of  the  City  at  the  present  time  is  far  above 
the  standard  of  previous  years.  The  activities  of  the  Bureau 
relative  to  the  milk  supply  of  the  City,  by  insisting  on  a  rigid 
inspection  of  the  barns  where  cows  are  housed,  and  of  the 
water  supplying  the  farms  from  which  milk  is  delivered  into 
the  City,  were  made  possible  by  the  appointment  of  an  outside 
watershed  and  dairy  inspector  at  the  beginning  of  the  present 
fiscal  year.  The  appointment  of  such  an  officer  should  be 
continued  from  year  to  year,  as  our  watersheds  should  be 
policed  to  prevent,  if  possible,  the  pollution  of  any  tributary 
of  our  water  supply,  and  the  dairy  farms  should  be  inspected 
to  prevent,  if  possible,  the  spread  of  disease  through  the  milk 
supply. 

The  crematory,  which  for  a  score  of  years  has  done  so 
much  to  make  the  accumulation  of  garbage  and  rubbish 
unnecessary,  because  of  its  readiness  to  dispose  of  all  garbage 
and  rubbish  brought  there,  thus  making  it  harmless  as  a  disease 
breeder,  is  operated  upon  a  contract  entered  into  with  Jacob 
Mantz.  The  cost  to  the  City  of  operating  the  crematory  under 
the  terms  of  the  contract  is  $2,976  per  year.  This  crematory 
is  only  a  makeshift  pending  the  shaping  of  such  legislation  as 
will  provide  for  a  free  collection  system  of  ashes,  rubbish  and 
garbage,  and  for  such  modern  methods  of  disposing  of  garbage 
as  will  not  be  offensive  to  the  citizens  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
plant.  The  necessity  of  a  free;  collection  of  garbage,  rubbish 
and  ashes  has  manifested  itself  so  clearly  in  this  community, 
and  the  recommendation  made  by  Your  Honor  in  the  message 
of  last  year,  met  with  such  favorable  consideration  by  Councils 
as  to  result  in  the  appointment  of  a  special  committee,  consisting 
of  the  Chairman  of  the  Public  Safety  Committee  of  both 
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branches  of  Councils,  and  the  Directors  of  Public  Safety  and 
Public  Works,  to  visit  other  cities  where  the  free  collection  of 
waste  material  is  made,  for  the  purpose  of  profiting  by  their 
experience.  This  Special  Committee  were  unanimous  in  their 
report,  that  the  work  of  collecting  and  disposing  of  the  City's 
waste  should  be  performed  by  the  City,  and  that  incineration 
be  the  method  of  disposing  of  the  same.  It  is  to  be  regretted 
that  so  much  delay  was  experienced  in  agreeing  upon 
specifications  for  this  much  needed  utility,  yet  I  consider  it  the 
unquestioned  duty  of  the  Department  to  insist  upon  certaiif 
features  vital  to  the  proper  collection  and  disposal  of  garbage, 
rubbish  and  ashes,  if  the,  work  is  to  be  done  by  private  contract. 
I  sincerely  hope  that  the  necessary  legislation  will  be  passed 
speedily,  so  that  the  pressing  need  of  a  free  collection  of  the 
City's  waste  may  be  realized. 

The  work  of  our  bacteriological  laboratory  is  constantly 
growing.  The  installation  of  a  chemical  laboratory  during  the 
past  year  has  widened  its  scope  of  usefulness  to  a  considerable 
extent.  The  work  performed  by  Dr.  Wainwright,  the  City 
Bacteriologist,  and  his  assistant,  is  very  satisfactory.  I  trust 
that  the  usefulness  of  this  important  division  of  the  Bureau 
will  increase  in  the  future  as  it  has  in  the  past. 

The  work  in  the  Division  of  Plumbing  Inspection  has  grown 
rapidly  during  the  past  few  years.  Thorough  inspection  of  all 
plumbing  before  any  building  is  occupied  is  of  such  importance 
to  health  that  no  building  operations  should  be  permitted  until 
such  inspection  has  been  made,  and  no  building  should  be 
permitted  to  be  occupied  until  a  smoke  test  has  been  made. 
It  is  impossible  for  one  man  to  do  satisfactorily  the  work 
devolving  upon  him  in  this  division.  I  have  received  several 
communications  pointing  out  the  necessity  for  an  assistant 
inspector  to  properly  inspect  all  the  plumbing.  I  would  there- 
fore recommend  the  appointment  of  an  assistant  plumbing 
inspector.    I  have  included  an  item  of  $1,100  for  this  purpose. 

BUREAU  OF  BUrLDIN^G  INSPEOTION 

The  report  of  the  Superintendent  is  a  review  of  the 
activities  of  the  Bureau  during  the  past  year. 

The  Bureau  has  been  in  charge  of  Mr.  E.  L.  Walter,  its 
present  Superintendent,  since  April  first,  1907,  due  to  the 
resignation  of  Mr.  F.  L.  Brown,  its  former  Superintendent.  I 
am  pleased  to  advise  that  the  work  performed  by  the  new 
Superintendent  since  his  incumbency  has  been  highly  satis- 
factory. Mr.  Walter  is  devoting  all  his  time  to  the  affairs 
of  the  Bureau,  and  I  have  no  hesitancy  in  saying  that  the 
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salary  paid  to  him  is  entirely  inadequate  for  the  services  he  is 
performing.  I  would  recommend  that  his  salary  be  increased 
from  $1,500  to  $1,800  per  year. 

One  of  the  most  important  results  accomplished  by  the 
Bureau  during  the  past  year  was  the  enforcement  of  the  Act 
of  Legislature  of  1895  requiring  all  theaters  to  be  equipped 
with  automatic  sprinklers.  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  all  the 
theaters  in  this  City  are  now  equipped  with  such  apparatus,  as 
approved  by  the  Superintendent  of  the  Bureau  of  Building 
Inspection  and  the  Superintendent  of  the  Bureau  of  Fire,  as  the 
law  directs.  The  Bureau  is  still  handicapped  through  the  lack 
of  a  building  code  suitable  to  the  requirements  of  this  growing 
City.  The  Building  Ordinance  of  1888  has  in  many  ways 
outlived  its  usefulness.  The  code  of  the  legislature  governing 
building  in  cities  of  the  second  class  does  not  meet  the 
requirements  of  this  City  in  its  entirety. 

These  building  laws  were  made  to  suit  the  cities  of 
Pittsburg  and  Allegheny.  While  the  Act  of  1895  serres  the 
purposes  of  the  City  in  the  fire  limits  it  cannot  be  applied  to 
the  territory  lying  outside  of  these  fire  limits  without  doing 
great  injury  to  the  building  interests  and  without  making 
building  operations  in  outlying  territory  almost  prohibitive. 
In  order  to  secure  a  suitable  building  code  for  this  City  it  will 
be  necessary  to  amend  the  Building  Act  of  1895  for  cities 
of  the  second  class  so  as  to  make  it  conform  to  the  conditions 
existing  in  cities  of  that  class  where  fire  limits  are  established. 
I  cannot  see  why  any  objection  should  be  raised  to  this 
reasonable  request,  either  by  Pittsburg  or  Allegheny,  as  neither 
City  is  plotted  in  fire  limits,  and  it  would  in  no  wise  affect  them, 
and  would  greatly  benefit  this  City  by  removing  unnecessary 
restrictions  now  imposed  by  the  building  laws.  I  had  an 
amendment  introduced  at  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature,  but 
so  far  as  I  know  it  was  never  finally  passed.  I  would  urge 
that  a  strong  effort  be  made  at  the  next  session  of  the 
Legislature  with  a  view  of  having  this  much  desired  amendment 
passed. 

The  practice  of  erecting  large  and  heavy  electric  signs 
upon  many  of  our  business  houses  makes  it  necessary  in  the 
interest  of  public  safety  to  ascertain  whether  or  not  the 
construction  of  these  signs  is  not  a  menace  to  life  and  property. 
In  order  to  ascertain  this  fact  the  Superintendent  of  the  Bureau 
of  Building  Inspection  will  insist  that  a  plan  of  any  sign  which 
hereafter  may  be  erected  be  submitted  for  his  approval, 
showing  the  weight  of  the  sign,  the  size  of  the  irons  used, 
and  the  general  method  of  support,  also  the  location  of  the 
switches  for  the  purpose  of  shutting  off  the  current  by  firemen 
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in  case  of  fire.  I  believe  that  the  general  police  power  vested 
in  this  Department  justified  the  Bureau  in  making  such  demand. 
I  would  recommend,  however,  that  an  ordinance  be  passed  as 
speedily  as  possible  requiring  all  owners  of  houses  upon  which 
signs  have  been  or  may  be  erected  to  furnish  plans  of  the 
construction  and  support  of  such  signs  to  the  Superintendent 
of  the  Bureau,  and  providing  a  penalty  for  non-compliance. 

DOG  POUND 

I  am  pleased  to  inform  you  that  the  dog  pound,  located  in 
the  quarters  formerly  occupied  by  the  Bureau  of  Police  for  its 
Patrol  Wagon  service  in  the  First  Precinct,  has  been  removed 
to  the  new  pound  erected  on  the  crematory  lot.  The  dog 
pound  is  now  located  away  from  the  residential  part  of  the 
City,  and  none  of  our  citizens  can  reasonably  object  to  its 
present  location,  while  just  complaints  were  constantly  received 
from  neighbors  who  were  annoyed  by  the  barking  of  the  dogs 
impounded. 

The  gross  receipts  for  dog  licenses  were  $4,073.50  for  the 
year.  614  unlicensed  dogs  were  caught  by  the  dog  catchers, 
of  which  448  were  exterminated,  and  the  balance  redeemed  or 
released  on  order  from  this  office. 

In  conclusion,  I  desire  to  express  to  you  my  appreciation 
for  the  many  courtesies  shown  me  during  the  past  year,  and 
for  the  assistance  you  have  at  all  times  cheerfully  extended  to 
me  in  the  discharge  of  my  official  duties.

Dear  Sir: — 

I  respectfully  submit  herewith  my  Seventh  Annual  Report 
of  the  Bureau  of  Police,  for  the  year  ending  December  31st, 
1907.  It  is  a  great  pleasure  to  be  able  to  put  before  you 
facts  which  show  that  the  work  accomplished  by  this  Bureau 
has  been  to  a  great  degree  more  satisfactory  than'  has  ever 
been  accomplished  heretofore;  and  it  is  with  a  feeling  of 
''duty  done"  by  the  police  of  our  city,  at  whose  head  I  am 
placed,  that  I  submit  this  report. 

However,  I  wish  to  say  that  while  the  face  of  this  report 
shows  a  very  satisfactory  increase  over  previous  years  in 
every  branch'  of  police  work  and  speaks  well  for  the  efficiency 
thereof,  there  still  remains  much  room  for  improvement. 

We  are  at  the  present  time  in  the  very  midst  of  a  great 
crime  wave  which  is  known  to  spread  over  the  entire  country, 
and  that  together  with  the  fact  of  the  fast  growth  of  our 
city,  which  growth  alone  makes  it  a  conspicuous  place  for 
criminals  and  crooks  of  every  description,  brings  forth  the 
bareface  fact  that  our  police  force  has  not  been  increased 
in  proportion  to  the  necessity.  I  conscientiously  feel  that 
for  the  welfare  of  our  citizens  and  the  safe-guarding  of 
property  that  every  step  possible  should  be  taken  by  the  City 
Government  to  increase  the  strength  of  the  Bureau  of  Police. 

I  cannot  bring  forth  the  fact  more  strongly  of  the 
necessity  of  a  large  force  than  the  itemizing  of  a  few  of  the 
conditions  and  duties  which  are  expected  of  the  sixty-eight 
patrolmen,  from  which  number  there  are  sanitary  and  many 
incidental  details  to  be  deducted,  as  well  as  vacations  and 
sickness. 

During  the  year  covered  by  this  report  requests  by 
citizens  for  additional  officers  in  outlying  and  sparsely  settled 
districts  have  been  very  numerous,  and,  I  believe,  call  for 
earnest  consideration.  It  is  easily  seen  that  for  a  city  with  an 
estimated  population  of  125,000,  and  130  miles  of  streets,  or 
19  square  miles  to  be  covered,  and  the  general  increase  of 
crime,  sixty-eight  patrolmen  are  insufficient,  and  should  be 
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increase  as  soon  as  practicable  by  at  least  twenty-five  (25) 
additional  patrolmen. 

For  seven  years  in  succession  I  have  been  able  to  report 
increased  efficiency  in  the  Bureau.  This  year  the  fines  have 
been  more  substantial  than  ever  reportecl  heretofore,  which 
is  shown  by  the  following  figures :

The  arrests  have  increased  in  proportion  to  the  increase 
in  fines,  which  is  shown  by  the  following  figures :

You  will  find  throughout  this  report  that  I  have  shown 
what  portion  of  the  work  has  been  accomplished  by  the 
different  precincts  of  the  Police  Bureau. 

During  the  year  several  very  important  arrests  have  been 
effected,  among  which  the  arrest  of  Kobert  Perry,  the  negro, 
woman  assailer,  was  the  most  notable.  His  hellish  deeds  were 
committed  by  creeping  up  behind  unprotected  women  on 
our  public  highways  and  assaulting  them  by  hitting  them  on 
the  head  with  a  heavy  oak  club,  which  he  had  concealed  under 
his  overcoat,  and  which  he  had  prepared  for  the  purpose  of  as- 
saulting white  women.  Three  of  his  victims  were :  Miss  Belle 
Osborne,  on  Richmont  Ave. ;  Miss  Lulu  Theil,  on  Harrison  Ave., 
and  Miss  Marie  Garden,  on  Madison  Avenue.  His  capture 
and  conviction  to  the  penitentiary  for  thirty-three  years,  is 
considered  one  of  the  most  important  effected  in  this  valley 
in  many  years. 

Five  desperate  highway  robbers  were  also  arrested  and 
sentenced  to  long  terms  in  the  penitentiary. 

During  the  month  of  July,  the  citizens  of  the  Hill  section 
and  Green  Ridge  were  terrorized  by  being  held  up  and  robbed 
at  the  point  of  a  revolver,  by  masked  highwaymen.  Two 
young  men  of  the  names  of  Leo  Hoffert  and  Albert  Butler 
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were  arrested  by  the  police  in  North  Scranton,  and  proved 
to  be  highwaymen.  Both  young  men  were  sentenced  to  fifteen 
years  in  penitentiary. 

Shortly  after  the  capture  and  conviction  of  Hoffert  and 
Butler,  three  other  young  men  started  out  to  hold  up  and  rob 
people  at  the  point  of  a  revolver  on  the  public  streets.  They 
were  eventually  captured  and  proved  to  be  desperate  char- 
acters. The  young  men  being  Frank  Olesnovich,  Jacob  Theis 
and  Michael  Healey.  While  under  arrest  and  being  brought 
to  the  station  house,  Olesnovich  drew  a  revolver  and  shot  at, 
and  attempted  to  kill  the  patrolman  making  the  arrest,  and 
then  made  his  escape,  but  was  later  captured  on  the  mountains 
by  our  detectives.  The  evidence  against  these  young  men 
was  so  strong  that  all  three  admitted  their  guilt,  and  two  of 
them  were  sentenced  to  penitentiary  for  twenty-five  years  and 
one  to  twenty  years. 

Another  case  of  considerable  importance  was  that  of  Earl 
Faulkner,  who  was  arrested  for  enticing  and  committing  rape 
on  young  girls  of  tender  years,  in  West  Scranton  and  Taylor 
Borough.  A  number  of  complaints  were  made  about  some 
man  enticing  young  girls  for  an  immoral  purpose ;  two  of  them 
were  lured  to  some  lonely  spot  and  raped.  Earl  Faulkner, 
residing  on  the  West  Side,  was  suspected  and  arrested  for 
these  crimes  and  identified  by  his  victims,  and  was  sentenced 
to  ten  years  in  the  penitentiary. 

Simon  Schoen,  an  old  man  65  years  old,  residing  near  the 
West  Mountain,  on  Jackson  Street,  has  been  indicted,  and 
now  awaits  trial  for  the  murder  of  Joseph  Lambert,  a  special 
'  police  officer.  Schoen  has  been  considered  insane  for  some 
time,  but  had  never  committed  any  serious  offense  previous 
to  this.  But  on  the  day  of  the  murder  he  w^s  disturbing 
the  public  peace,  and  acting  disorderly  and  pointing  a  revolver 
at  a  police  officer,  and  while  endeavoring  to  place  him  under 
arrest,  he  shot  and  killed  Special  Officer  Lambert. 

There  were  other  important  arrests  made,  but  too 
numerous  to  mention  in  detail.  The  evidence  secured  against 
them  being  sufficient  to  have  them  sentenced  to  either  the 
county  jail,  reformatory  or  penitentiary. 

One  hundred  and  forty-nine  (149)  burglaries  were 
reported;  two  hundred  and  fourteen  (214)  cases  of  larceny; 
thirty-six  highway  robberies ;  four  safes  in  business  places  were 
blown  up  and  robbed;  and  several  assaults  and  attempted 
assaults  on  regular  officers  were  committed,  which  tend  to 
prove  that  crime  is  on  the  increase  in  this  city. 

Our  record  book  containing  crimes  and  accidents  reported 
to  this  Bureau  is  considerably  larger  than  last  year's,  and  to 
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put  them  before  you  in  detail  would  occupy  too  much  space. 
However,  I  will  briefly  mention  a  few  of  the  more  serious 
ones : 

January  9th: — Mountain  Lake  Coal  Company's  safe  blown 
and  $25.00  stolen. 

January  15th : — Scranton  Loan  Company,  Board  of  Trade 
Building,  safe  robbed  of  $400.00.  Combination  of  safe  worked 
and  office  door  locks  opened  with  keys. 

January  28th:— Alex.  Kisheloo,  2015  Sadie  Place,  was 
stabbed  in  the  head,  and  later  died  at  the  hospital.  Suspects 
arrested,  but  later  discharged  on  account  of  insufficient 
evidence. 

February  1st: — Two  safes  in  the  office  of  the  North  End 
Coal  Company,  West  Market  Street,  were  blown,  but  nothing 
of  value  was  stolen.  Later  on  the  same  night  the  same  robbers 
attempted  to  blow  the  safe  in  Ruane  &  Clark's  grocery  store, 
East  Market  Street  and  Brick  Avenue,  but  were  discovered 
by  Mr.  Clark,  who  ran  out  into  the  street  to  give  the  alarm 
and  was  shot  in  the  shoulder  by  one  of  the  burglars,  who 
then  escaped. 

April  14th: — Mrs.  John  O'Hara  called  Patrolmen  Smith 
and  Lutz  to  arrest  her  husband,  who  was  beating  her.  When 
the  officers  approached  the  house  O'Hara  pointed  a  double 
barrel  shotgun  at  them  and  threatened  to  kill  them  if  they 
moved  toward  him.  The  officers  withdrew,  but  later  O'Hara 
was  arrested  by  Patrolman  Berry,  and  held  in  bail  for  court. 
On  July  15th  O'Hara  again  had  trouble  with  his  family  and 
his  son  Peter  shot  him  with  a  shotgun.  O'Hara  was  removed 
to  the  State  Hospital,  where  he  recovered,  being  too  tough 
to  kill. 

February  14th: — William  Corbett  arrested  on  charge  6f 
insanity,  and  later  on  committed  suicide  in  his  cell  in  the 
South  Side  police  station. 

May  8th : — Patrolman  T.  Y.  Jones  attempted  to  arrest 
Michael  Tolan,  a  touch  character  of  Pine  Brook,  and  in  doing 
so  Tolan  got  the  best  of  the  officer,  and  he  was  compelled  to 
shoot  Tolan  before  he  could  subdue  him.  Tolan  was  removed 
to  the  hospital  and  soon  recovered  from  his  injury,  which 
was  a  mere  flesh  wound. 

May  30th: — Alex.  Cominskie  was  murdered  in  a  Polish 
saloon  on  Broadway,  in  a  drunken  brawl  in  the  bar-room. 
Several  Polanders  were  arrested,  but  no  evidence  was  secured 
as  to  who  struck  the  fatal  blow. 

July  20th : — Joseph  Ferretti  had  trouble  with  some  men 
in  the  1800  block  of  Prospect  Avenue,  and  drew  a  revolver 
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and  shot  one  of  them.  He  was  arrested  and  held  for  court. 
The  man  who  was  shot  recovered. 

July  21st :— About  5  :10  A.  M.  a  baby  boy  was  found  in  a 
basket  in  the  1000  block  of  Ridge  Row.  A  note  pinned  to  the 
basket  read  as  follows:  ''Please  take  care  of  baby  for  when 
you  find  him  mother  will  be  dead." 

August: — During  the  month  of  August  several  in- 
cendiary fires  were  discovered  in  the  Central  City  and  a  young 
man  was  arrested  and  admitted  setting  fire  to  one  place,  and 
informed  the  officers  of  others.  He  was  indicted,  but  the  jury 
and  judge  acquitted  him.  However,  since  the  night  of  his 
arrest  no  fires  of  similar  nature  have  occurred. 

August  3rd: — John  Gordon  alias  John  Childs,  a  pro- 
fessional pickpocket,  was  arrested  for  stealing  $195.00  from 
John  J.  Neary  on  a  Northern  Electric  street  car  on  Wyoming 
Avenue.  Gordon  has  been  arrested  a  great  number  of  times 
all  over  the  United  States.  He  forfeited  his  bail  of  $1,000.00 
in  this  case. 

August  12th: — ^Patrol  wagon  team,  first  precinct,  ran 
away  on  Mulberry  Street,  and  ran  into  another  wagon  and 
damaged  it,  and  also  injured  Mr.  W.  A.  Piper,  he  having 
his  leg  broken.  The  patrol  wagon  and  horses  were  not 
injured. 

September  14th :— Patrolman  Kegler  found  a  two-weeks- 
old  baby  on  a  porch  on  Seventh  Street  with  a  note  pinned 
to  it,  which  reads  as  follows:  ''I  am  writing  this  for  a  poor 
widow  mother,  dying  of  starvation  and  an  incurable  disease. 
Whoever  finds  it  take  pity  on  her  helpless  baby. ' ' 

September  23rd: — An  Italian  boy,  four  years  old,  was 
brought  to  this  city  from  New  York  and  abandoned  by  Michael 
Murillo,  a  friend  of  the  boy's  parents.  Murillo  was  later 
arrested  in  New  York  City  and  extradited,  and  sentenced  to 
the  county  jail  for  his  crime. 

September  24th:— Rose  Carroll,  five  years  old,  was  killed 
in  the  700  block  of  Linden  Street,  by  being  accidentally  run 
over  by  J.  Parnham  Mears'  automobile. 

September  29th: — Daniel  Halpin  arrested  for  vagrancy; 
committed  suicide  in  his  cell  in  the  City  Hall  police  station,  by 
cutting  his  throat  with  a  razor  which  he  had  concealed  on 
his  person. 

October  16th: — Joseph  Knnieg  was  accidentally  shot  and 
killed  by  Henry  Kudageski.  The  shooting  occurred  in  the 
1200  block,  Prospect  Avenue. 

October  21st: — Two  masked  robbers  with  revolvers  held 
up  the  conductor  and  motorman  on  a  North  Main  Avenue  car 
at  the  end  of  the  line  in  Keyser  Valley.  They  stole  $11.00 
from  the  conductor. 
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October  29th :- — Miss  Madge  Fox,  an  actress,  reported  the 
robbery  of  her  diamond  ear-rings,  valued  at  $1,000.00.  A  few 
days  later  the  ear-rings  were  found  in  the  sweepings  of  the 
hotel  where  she  was  stopping. 

November  12th : — Louis  Karzenwadel  shot  at  Patrolman 
Peter  Zang  and  attempted  to  kill  him.  Zang  was  attempting 
to  arrest  him  for  threatening  to  kill  his  father-in-law.  Kar- 
zenwadel was  later  arrested  by  Detective  Deiter,  and  is  now 
awaiting  trial  for  his  offense. 

December  13th : — Alma  McNally,  a  small  girl,  was  acci- 
dentally shot  and  killed  with  a  shotgun  in  the  hands  of  Evan 
Thomas,  a  small  boy.  The  shooting  took  place  in  the  home 
of  the  Thomases  on  Grant  Avenue.  The  two  children  with 
their  brothers  and  sisters  were  playing  in  the  house  when 
the  accident  occurred. 

December  20th: — John  Walters,  of  Hickory  Street,  com- 
mitted suicide  by  hanging  himself  in  his  bedroom. 

I  respectfully  submit  for  your  approval  the  following 
recommendations  for  the  Bureau  of  Police : 

(1)  One  additional  city  detective  is  necessary,  as  two 
detectives  for  a  city  the  size  of  Scranton  is  insufficient  and 
they  are  unable  to  attend  to  the  complaints.  Our  two  regular 
city  detectives  have  accomplished  much  work  during  the  year. 
The  larger  portion  of  the  detective  work  is  not  of  the  variety 
of  the  uniformed  officer,  and  half  of  the  work  accomplished 
by  these  men  is  never  known  to  the  general  public.  The 
greater  portion  of  the  lost  and  stolen  property  was  recovered 
by  the  plain  clothes  men.  It  is  an  absolute  necessity  to  have 
men  of  this  description  on  hand  to  attend  complaints  at  a 
moment's  notice,  especially  in  the  day  time. 

(2)  A  fully  equipped  police  patrol  wagon  should  be 
installed  in  the  third  precinct,  North  Scranton.  During  the 
year  the  patrol  wagon  system  in  this  precinct  has  been  out 
of  service  because  of  the  unsatisfactory  condition  of  the  patrol 
wagon,  which  has  been  in  use  in  this  precinct,  it  having  been 
in  the  service  of  the  city  during  the  past  nineteen  years,  and 
having  been  rebuilt  twice  during  that  period.  A  new  patrol 
wagon,  team  and  harness,  and  an  additional  patrol  driver 
should  be  installed  as  soon  as  possible. 

(8)  Ten  new  patrolmen,  in  my  opinion,  is  one  of  the 
absolute  necessities  of  this  Bureau.  In  fact  we  ought  to  receive 
twenty-five  additional  men  instead  of  ten,  to  properly  patrol 
and  protect  life  and  property.  During  the  recent  outbreak 
of  crime  it  was  necessary  to  assign  thirteen  reserve  patrolmen 
to  regular  beats  for  several  weeks,  and  we  were  compelled  to 
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take  them  off  on  account  of  insufficient  funds  to  pay  their 
salary. 

(4)  The  second,  third  and  fourth  precinct  station  houses 
are  entirely  too  small  to  properly  conduct  the  amount  of  police 
business  handled.  Police  court  is  held  each  day  in  these 
station  houses  in  the  same  rooms  in  which  the  prisoners  are 
kept.  The  second  and  fourth  precinct  station  houses  are 
entirely  too  small  and  can  not  be  remodeled  to  meet  the 
requirements.  New  quarters  with  a  large,  well  ventilated  and 
sanitary  cell  room,  and  a  separate  room  to  hold  police  court, 
and  also  a  room  for  the  accommodation  of  the  members  of  the 
Bureau  of  Police  assigned  to  duty  in  these  precincts,  should 
be  obtained  without  delay.  The  third  precinct  station  is  in  a 
building  owned  by  the  city,  and  could  be  remodeled  into  a  first 
class  police  station,  providing  the  Fire  Company  is  removed. 
T  sincerely  trust  you  will  find  way  in  the  near  future  to  remedy 
the  conditions  of  our  police  stations,  as  mentioned  above. 

(5)  The  wooden  floor  in  the  City  Hall  police  court  room 
is  old  and  rough  and  very  hard  to  scrub  and  be  kept  clean. 
This  room  is  used  more  than  any  other  room  in  the  City  Hall 
and  should  be  covered  with  linoleum,  which  would  make  it  very 
easy  to  be  kept  clean  and  in  a  neat  condition.  All  the  rooms, 
wards,  and  corridors  in  the  police  quarters  in  the  City  Hall  need 
repainting,  and  should  be  painted  with  oil  paints  instead  of 
water  colors.  All  the  walls  and  ceilings  have  a  very  ugly 
appearance  in  their  present  condition. 

(6)  This  city  is  greatly  in  need  of  ordinances  to  regulate 
dealers  in  second  hand  goods,  junk  pedlers,  junk  shop  keepers, 
and  pool  rooms,  and  a  more  rigid  ordinance  should  be  passed 
in  reference  to  the  illegal  sale  of  liquor.

And  please  accept  my  hearty  appreciation  of 
your  valuable  assistance  rendered  me  at  all  times  in  the  dis- 
charge of  my  duties,  and  the  management  of  police  affairs.  I 
also  wish  to  thank  His  Honor  the  Mayor  for  his  kind  interest 
and  advice.

Dear  Sir: — I  herewith  submit  to  you  a  detailed  report  of 
the  operations  of  the  Bureau  of  Fire  for  the  year  ending  De- 
cember 31st,  1907. 

The  number  of  alarms  received  for  the  past  year  show  an 
increase  of  fortyuone,  but  the  amount  of  loss  was  much  less, 
still  the  amount  of  insurance  involved  was  much  greater.  This 
shows  the  efficiency  of  the  Bureau  to  a  great  extent,  but  we  are 
still  very  short  of  men,  which  places  us  at  a  disadvantage. 
There  should  be  a  full  paid  department  by  all  means,  as  our 
bunk  and  call  system  is  getting  worse  and  especially  since  the 
fire  gongs  stopped  sounding  the  alarms  on  first 

I  wish  to  recommend  once  again  that  there  be  appointed  an 
extra  engineer,  so  that  he  could  take  charge  when  the  regular 
engineer  is  off  duty,  and  he  could  also  be  very  useful,  making 
the  necessary  repairs  of  engines  and  also  to  the  apparatus. 

I  would  recommend  also  once  more  the  installing  of  a  com- 
pany in  the  Seventeenth  ward ;  also  that  there  be  purchased  a 
hook  and  ladder  truck  and  placed  with  another  hook  and  lad- 
der company,  and  I  would  also  recommend  the  purchase  of  a 
water  tower;  this  is  quite  necessary.  And  also  a  new  life  net, 
for  the  one  we  now  have  was  purchased  fourteen  years  ago  and 
is  now  in  very  bad  shape,  in  fact  it  is  very  bad.  The  balance 
of  the  apparatus  is  now  in  a  good  condition,  excepting  the  two 
reserve  steamers  now  out  of  commission  for  the  want  of  a  new 
boiler  and  general  overhauling. 

I  wish  to  call  your  attention  once  more  to  the  much  needed 
improvements  at  the  quarters  of  Engine  Co.  No.  3,  that  is  the 
purchase  of  additional  land  so  that  we  can  cover  our  exercise 
wagon  and  also  store  the  manure  and  take  it  away  from  the 
public  highway.  Also  the  station  for  Chemical  Co.  No.  2  on 
Division  street  should  be  rebuilt. 

I  would  recommend  that  there  be  passed  certain  laws 
which  will  give  the  Bureau  of  Fire  the  authority  to  inspect  and 
examine  any  building  or  fire-escapes,  especially  where  rubbish 
accumulates. 
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Our  horses  which  are  used  in  the  Bureau,  some  of  them  are 
quite  old  and  really  not  fit  for  fire  service,  but  could  be  used  by 
the  Department  of  Public  Works,  as  the  report  from  our  Veter- 
inary, which  is  here  attached,  will  show. 

I  wish  also  to  call  your  attention  once  more  to  the  extra 
hauling  which  our  steamer  teams  are  compelled  to  do ;  would 
therefore  recommend  once  again  that  we  have  a  man,  team  and 
wagon  detailed  from  the  Bureau  to  do  this  extra  work. 

The  building  where  Engine  Co.  No.  2  is  stationed  should 
be  repaired  and  put  in  proper  condition.  , 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  thank  you  for  your  interest  m 
maintenance  and  equipment  of  the  Bureau,  and  would  also  like 
to  thank  His  Honor  Mayor  J.  Benjamin  Dimmick,  also  the  bu- 
perintendent  and  members  of  the  Bureau  of  Police  for  the  suc- 
cessful operations  of  the  Fire  Bureau.  I  wish  to  thank  my  ot- 
ficers  and  men  who  have  always  been  prompt,  obedient  and 

faithful.  .     ^  -

Dear  Sir: — I  take  pleasure  in  submitting  to  you  my  re- 
port, as  Veterinary  Surgeon  of  the  Department  for  a  period 
of  nine  months,  beginning'  April  1st,  1907,  the  date  of  my  ap- 
pointment, and  ending  December  31st,  1907. 

The  Bureau  of  Fire  at  the  end  of  the  year  has  an  equip- 
ment of  fifty-two  horses;  of  the  above  number  7  are  approx- 
imately from  5  to  8  years  of  age ;  16  from  8  to  12  years  of  age ; 
9  from  12  to  16  years  of  age ;  11  from  16  to  20  years  of  age. 
and  7  from  20  to  26  years  of  age. 

At  this  time  all  the  horses  are  in  service.  We  have  none 
in  the  Department  standing  permanently  idle. 

The  mortality  rate  in  the  Bureau  of  Fire  during  the  year 
has  been  nil. 

Three  horses  were  turned  over  to  the  Department  of  Pub- 
lic Works  and  Highways. 

We  have  added  four  new  heavy  horses  by  purchase. 

We  find  that  heavy  horses,  especially  adapted  to  service 
in  a  Fire  Department,  are  seldom  brought  into  our  local  mar- 
ket ;  hence  there  is  no  competition,  and  such  horses  are  held  at 
a  high  price.  It  is  embarrassing  to  find  how  few  desirable 
horses  for  fire  purposes  are  offered  for  sale. 

It  affords  me  pleasure  to  find  that  it  is  the  aim  of  the 
heads  of  the  Department,  before  the  need  of  horses  becomes 
urgent,  to  be  prepared  for  any  desirable  purchase  that  may 
present  itself.  In  other  words,  to  take  advantage  of  the  mar- 
ket; and  further  I  approve  of  the  idea  of  purchasing  indi- 
vidual horses  and  we  make  the  teams  instead  of  having  them 
made.  This  method  will  enable  us  to  put  together  animals  of 
equal  walking  and  running  abilities.  This  principle  is  abso- 
lutely essential  where  great  efficiency  is  the  desideratum. 
Again,  the  class  of  horses  from  the  standpoint  of  weight  that 
met  fairly  well  the  necessities  of  this  Department  a  few  years 
ago  will  no  longer  answer  for  the  future.  Animals  for  heavy 
vehicles  should  weigh  not  less  than  from  fourteen  to  fifteen 
hundred  apiece.  Since  the  demands  on  the  motive  power  of 
the  Fire  Department  are  yearly  becoming  more  strenuous  it  fol- 
lows that  said  power  must  be  kept  up  to  a  high  standard  of 
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efficiency.  In  order  to  do  this  the  stock  must  not  be  worked 
too  close  before  being  thrown  out  of  actual  service  or  placed 
in  the  Department  of  Public  Works. 

We  have  a  few  horses  that  should  be  replaced  now.  Old 
chronic  cases  for  which  there  is  no  relief.  Apparently  some 
of  these  are  doing  the  work  well  enough,  but  when  the  break 
comes  the  Department  may  find  itself  seriously  crippled  for 
horses.  Animals  that  are  suffering  from  chronic  incurable 
lameness  should  be  disposed  of  promptly.  At  the  proper  time 
I  desire  the  privilege  of  presenting  a  detailed  report  upon  a 
few  of  our  horses  in  order  that  th-e  above  hints  may  be  fully 
understood. 

It  affords  me  pleasure  to  note  the  promptness  and  faith- 
fulness of  those  who  care  for  and  drive  the  horses  in  the  De- 
partment, especially  in  the  matter  of  reporting  conditions  and 
cases,  moreover  in  the  work  of  nursing  the  sick  or  injured. 
Such  a  desirable  condition  of  affairs  is  indispensable. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

I  would  respectfully  recommend : 
1 — That  all  hay  and  grain  purchased  for  the  Department  be 
inspected  by  the  Veterinarian  before  purchase. 

2 —  That  the  practice  of  sponging  of  the  horses'  front  feet, 
especially  the  soles  of  the  feet,  be  made  imperative  upon  all 
grooms.  An  exception  is  when  horses  are  exercised  daily  and 
the  roads  wet. 

3 —  That  under  no  circumstances  may  a  newly  purchased 
horse  be  placed  into  the  Department  until  the  danger  from 
infection  be  over,  and  until  which  time  the  animal  should  be 
kept  at  the  sales  stables. 

4 —  That  the  Veterinary  Surgeon  be  given  full  charge  of 
the  shoeing  of  all  the  horses.  I  approve  of  your  plan  of  a  fair 
distribution  of  shoeing  among  competent  shoers;  poor  shoeing 
is  the  bane  of  horses'  feet. 

5 —  That  the  Veterinarian  be  required  to  make  a  special 
annual  report  to  the  Director  of  Public  Safety  showing  the 
age  and  actual  condition,  etc.,  of  all  horses  in  the  Department 
that  belong  in  the  third  class. 

Total  number  of  calls  made,  including  the  Bureau  of  Po- 
lice, Bureau  of  Highway  and  Miscellaneous  calls,  were  254. 

Note : — Miscellaneous  calls  are  such  as  were  made  in  the 
examination  of  horses  for  soundness,  and  visits  to  new  horses 
at  the  sales  stables.

Dear  Sir : — I  herewith  respectfully  submit  for  your  consid- 
eration my  annual  report  of  the  Division  of  Fire  and  Police 
Telegraph  Systems  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1907. 

This  report  will  give  in  detail  the  work  as  performed  by 
our  new  system  for  the  first  full  year  of  its  operation,  how  it  has 
been  extended,  and  what  in  my  judgment  will  increase  its  effi- 
ciency It  will  also  contain  much  information  presented  in  my 
former  report  which  I  believe  should  be  presented  from  year 
to  year  as  a  matter  of  record. 

The  very  satisfactory  service  of  our  present  telegraph 
systems  has  demonstrated  the  wisdom  of  their  installation,  not 
only  from  a  point  of  service,  but  as  a  measure  of  economy. 
The  increase  of  the  operating  force  by  one  additional  operator, 
making  a  total  of  three  operators  in  this  important  branch  of 
the  service,  can  not  be  too  highly  commended. 

I  beg  to  offer  at  this  time  the  following  recommendations : 

First :  That  an  appropriation  of  $200.00  be  made  for  the 
purchase  of  electrical  instruments,  as  very  important  tests  in 
connection  with  the  underground  cable  have  been  neglected 
in  the  past  through  laek  of  the  necessary  instruments  for  this 
purpose. 

Second:  That  an  appropriation  of  $300.00  be  made  for 
the  purpose  of  painting  fire  and  police  boxes  and  fixtures. 
In  order  to  properly  maintain  the  boxes  and  fixtures  above 
referred  to  they  should  be  painted  at  least  every  two  years. 

Third:  That  an  appropriation  of  $100.00  be  made  for 
Incidentals,  Printing,  Postage  and  Stationery,  as  it  is  an 
unpleasant  necessity  to  go  from  one  office  to  another  borrow- 
ing, as  I  have  done  for  the  past  three  years. 

Fourth:    That  the   salary   of   the   three   operators   be  . 
increased  from  $600.00  to  $660.00  per  year.    I  feel  that  the 
importance  and  responsibility  of  the  position  would  justify 
the  increase  asked  for. 
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The  efficiency  of  the  system  could  be  greatly  improved 
by  the  remodelling  of  the  50  Gardner  non-interference  boxes 
to  the  latest  improved  type  known  as  the  Succession  non-inter- 
ference box.  These  boxes  could  be  remodeled  at  a  cost  of 
$50.00  per  box.  I  would  therefore  recommend  that  this  mat- 
ter be  given  your  consideration.

Dear  Sir :  I  herewith  'respectfully  submit  the  annual  report 
of  the  Bureau  of  Health  for  the  year  1907,  beginning  January 
1st  and  ending  December  31st. 

The  beginning  of  the  year  found  us  still  in  the  midst  of 
the  typhoid  epidemic.  On  the  6th  day  of  January,  1907, 
twenty-two  (22)  days  after  the  supply  of  water  to  the  City 
of  Scranton,  which  had  been  coming  direct  from  Elmhurst,^ 
had  been  cut  off  and  direct  service  from  Lake  Scranton  in- 
stituted, there  was  a  decided  decrease  in  the  number  of  cases 
of  typhoid  fever  and  the  epidemic  was  under  control.  Thus 
proving,  conclusively,  that  my  early  conclusions  that  the  water 
supply  was  contaminated  were  correct  and  demonstrated  be- 
yond a  doubt  the  wisdom  of  the  action  of  the  Bureau  in  chang- 
ing the  supply  from  Elmhurst  to  direct  service  from  Lake 
Scranton.  By  April  1st  we  had,  by  careful  isolation  and  dis- 
infection, practically  freed  the  city  of  secondary  cases.  The 
total  number  of  primary  and  secondary  cases  was  1,163,  and 
deaths  119,  or  10.23  per  cent. 

April  1st,  1905,  to  December  1st,  1905,  93  cases  of  typhoid 
fever  with  19  deaths. 

April  1st,  1906,  to  December  1st,  1906,  88  cases  of  typhoid 
fever  with  14  deaths. 

April  1st,  1907,  to  December  1st,  1907,  107  cases  oft  yphoid 
fever  with  10  deaths. 

Although  during  the  above  period  of  1907  there  was  an 
increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  typhoid  fever  reported  to 
the  Bureau,  and  although  the  weekly  reports  froni  our  Bac- 
teriological and  Chemical  Laboratory  showed  persistent  con- 
tamination of  our  water  supply  with  the  colon  bacillus,  yet 
we  were  fortunate  that  no  case  of  typhoid  fever  deposited  the 
typhoid  germ  at  a  suitable  place  along  our  watersheds  in- 
fecting the  water  supply.  If  such  infection  of  the  water  supply 
had  taken  place  we  would  undoubtedly  have  had  a  repetition 
of  the  typhoid  fever  epidemic  of  1906.

The  State  Department  of  Health  during  the  past  year 
has  done  splendid  work  on  our  water  sheds  in  removing  many 
possible  sources  of  infection.  The  Scranton  Gas  &  Water 
Company  has  built  many  cess  pools  and  sinks,  concrete  walls 
to  protect  the  streams,  and  have  made  many  improvements 
along  the  water  sheds  to  lessen  the  chances  of  a  repetition  of 
the  water  supply  being  contaminated.  Our  water  inspector 
has  faithfully  watched  the  water  sheds  for  all  sources  of  con- 
tamination, and  each  case  of  typhoid  fever  that  has  developed 
in  the  city  or  along  the  water  sheds  has  been  carefully  investi- 
gated and  isolated  to  prevent  any  pollution  of  our  water 
supply.  Still,  after  a  most  careful  supervision  of  our  water 
supply  we  had  during  the  month  of  April,  of  this  year,  over 
twelve  hundred  (1,200)  cases  of  gastro  enteritis,  which  occurred 
in  the  section  of  the  city  known  as  Providence.  From  the 
geographical  location  of  the  cases  and  by  elimination  of  the 
food  and  milk  supply  as  the  probable  source  of  the  infection, 
I  was  of  the  opinion  that  the  cause  of  this  epidemic  was  due 
to  an  infection  of  the  water  supply  of  that  section  of  the  city. 
Our  suppositions  were  later  confirmed  by  our  Bacteriological 
Laboratory.  I  beg  leave  to  call  your  attention  to  these  facts 
because  I  am  fully  convinced  that  our  present  system  of  col- 
lecting and  furnishing  water  to  the  City  of  Scranton.  covering 
as  it  does  many  square  miles  of  territory,  depending  upon 
spring  and  surface  waters  to  fill  the  reservoirs,  with  the  rapid 
increase  of  population  along  our  water  sheds,  is  in  more  or 
less  danger  at  all  times  of  again  being  contaminated  with  the 
typhoid  bacillus,  and  we  can  never  again  rest  assured  of  the 
purity  of  our  water  supply.  Properly  constructed  filtration 
plants  for  our  different  reservoirs  would  certainly  be  an 
added  safeguard  to  the  people  of  the  City  of  Scranton  and 
would  reduce  the  chances  of  a  contaminated  water  supply  to 
the  minimum. 

There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of 
diphtheria  reported  to  the  Bureau  during  the  past  year. 
Every  case  has  been  carefully  inspected  and  every  effort  made 
to  establish  a  strict  modified  quarantine  by  our  sanitary 
officers.  After  a  careful  examination  into  all  of  the  possible 
sources  of  infection  I  was  firmly  convinced  that  in  a  very  large 
percentage  of  cases  the  disease  was  contracted  by  contact 
outside  of  the  schools,  that  a  repeated  medical  inspection  by 
a  physican,  who,  alone,  could  intelligently  explain  the  necessity 
of  an  observance  of  all  the  quarantine  rules  was  necessary  to 
control  the  disease.  As  a  larger  proportion  of  the  cases  had 
developed  on  tiie  West  Side  liian  in  any  other  portion  of  the 
city  we  deemed  it  advisable,  in  order  to  control  the  disease, 
to  appoint  Dr.  W.  Koland  Davies,  Medical  inspector  of  con- 
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tagious  diseases  for  West  Scranton.  His  work  durmg  the  two 
months  he  was  employed  again  demonstrated  to  the  Bureau  the 
value  of  medical  inspection  in  the  control  of  contagious 
diseases.  The  total  number  of  cases  of  scarlet  fever  reported 
to  the  Bureau  of  Health  during  the  year  was  one  hundred  and 
sixty-five  (165)  less  than  1906.  It  is  very  gratifying  to  note 
that  this  dreadful  disease  with  all  its  fearful  sequelae  has  been 
on  the  decrease  during  the  entire  year.  I  beg  leave  to  again 
call  your  attention  to  the  need  of  the  city  of  a  municipal  hos- 
pital for  the  isolation  and  control  of  contagious  diseases. 
From  time  to  time  since  my  incumbency  into  office  I  have 
found  in  congested  districts  cases  of  contagious  diseases  solely 
in  need  of  hospital  treatment.  It  is  difficult  to  control  con- 
tagious diseases  where  people  are  huddled  together  m  con- 
gested districts,  and  as  there  is  no  provision  at  any  of  oui^  city 
hospitals  for  the  treatment  of  these  diseases,  it  is  incumbent 
upon  the  city  to  provide,  in  the  near  future,  a  hospital  tor  the 
isolation  and  treatment  of  all  contagious  diseases.  This  seems 
to  be  an  urgent  necessity  in  order  to  protect  the  public  health 
and  control  contagious  diseases  as  modern  preventative  medi- 
cine demands. 

The  death  rate  from  all  diseases  for  the  year  was  13.608  per 
1  000  population,  the  lowest  in  the  history  of  Scranton  and  com. 
pares  very  favorably  with  the  healthiest  cities  m  the  United 
States. 

During  the  year  our  sanitary  police  have  been  very  active 
in  attempting  to  keep  the  city  clean  and  free  from  all  collec- 
tions of  garbage  and  rubbish.  With  the  aid  of  these  officers 
the  Bureau  investis-ated  sixteen  hundred  and  twentv-three 
(1  628)  complaints  of  citizens,  abated  twelve  thousand,  nine 
hundred  and  ninetv-nine  (12.999)  nuisances,  made  ninety-six 
(96)  arrests,  and  collected  six  hundred  and  twenty-eight 
(.^628  00)  dollars  in  fiines. 

A  glance  at  the  above  figures  convinces  one  at  once  of  the 
urgent  necessity  of  a  municipal  collection  of  garbage  and  rub- 
bish. In  fact,  our  sanitary  police  have  been  so  active  that  at 
times  it  has  been  almost  impossible  for  the  people  of  Scranton 
to  secure  garbage  men  to  haul  away  garbage,  rubbish  and 
ashes.  The  collection  of  the  garbage,  rubbish  and  ashes  by 
the  city  and  the  complete  destruction  of  all  garbage  and  rub- 
bish by  a  modern  incinerating  plant  would  aid  materially  in 
giving  us  a  clean  hygienic  city.  The  disposal  of  the  garbage 
of  the  city  at  the  present  crematory  under  contract  has  proven 
a  success.  The  contractor  has  installed  additional  kilns  and 
an  electric  fan  and  has  been  able  to  consume  all  garbage  taken 
to  the  crematory.    The  municipal  collection  of  garbage  and 
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rubbish,  however,  would  increase  the  amount  of  material  to  be 
consumed  to  such  proportions  that  it  would  be  impossible  for 
the  present  plant  to  consume  it.  I  wish  to  call  your  attention 
to  the  report  of  the  Milk  Inspector,  showing  the  work  ac- 
complished during  the  year  by  the  Division  of  Food  and  Milk 
Inspection,  especially  that  portion  of  the  report  relating  to 
milk,  that  food  product  so  essential  to  children  and  which, 
if  not  carefully  and  constantly  watched  is  so  easily  contam- 
inated with  disease  producing  germs.  During  the  year  we 
have  devoted  a  great  deal  of  time  systematizing  and  regulating 
the  inspection  and  control  of  the  milk  supply  of  the  city  from 
the  dairy  farm  to  the  consumer.  As  many  of  the  dairy  farms 
lie  along  the  water  sheds,  our  Water  Shed  Inspector,  in  addi- 
tion to  watching  the  water  sheds,  has  made  several  inspections 
of  the  hygienic  surroundings  of  dairy  farms  shipping  milk  to 
the  city,  and  has  rigidly  enforced  the  rules  and  regulations 
published  by  the  Bureau  of  Health  regulating  the  care  of  cows 
and  handling  of  milk  shipped  to  the  City  of  Scranton  by  far- 
mers and  dairymen.  The  handling  of  the  milk  by  the  retailer 
has  been  carefully  watched  in  detail  by  our  inspectors  and 
eleven  hundred  and  thirty-seven  (1,137)  samples  of  milk  have 
been  analyzed  chemically  and  bacteriologically  at  the  city 
laboratory.  The  reports  from  the  City  Bacteriologists  show  a 
gradual  but  decided  improvement  in  the  milk  furnished  the 
city  both  from  a  chemical  and  bacteriological  standpoint.  I 
am  confident  that  the  people  of  Scranton  are  at  the  present 
time  being  served  with  a  cleaner  and  better  milk  supply  than 
ever  before  in  the  history  of  Scranton.  A  perfect  milk  supply, 
however,  can  only  be  secured  through  the  education  of  all  who 
handle  milk,  from  the  workers  on  the  dairy  farm  to  the  con- 
sumer, himself,  and  this  of  necessity  has  been  a  slow  process. 

The  work  of  the  bacteriological  and  chemical  laboratory 
has  decidedly  increased  during  the  past  year  and  the  physicians 
of  the  City  of  Scranton  have  more  generally  taken  advantage 
of  the  laboratory  than  ever  before,  attesting  their  confidence 
in  the  scientific  work  performed  by  our  bacteriologist.  The 
efficiency  of  the  bacteriological  and  chemical  laboratory  was 
decidedly  increased  by  the  installation  of  chemical  apparatus 
for  the  chemical  examination  of  water  and  milk.  Since  April 
1st  the  laboratory  has  been  making  weekly  analyses,  both 
chemical  and  bacteriological,  of  the  water  furnished  the 
different  sections  of  the  city.  The  chemical  and  bacteriological 
examinations  of  milk  made  at  the  laboratory  during  the  year 
corroborates  the  report  of  the  Milk  Inspector  that  there  has 
been  a  gradual  but  decided  improvement  in  the  quality  of  milk 
furnished  the  city.  An  additional  appropriation  of  one  hun- 
dred ($100.00)  dollars  should  be  provided  by  Councils  to  com- 
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plete  the  chemical  installation  of  the  laboratory.  I  wish  to 
again  call  your  attention  to  the  great  increase  of  necessary 
work  in  the  Division  of  Plumbing  and  House-Drainage  and  the 
necessity  of  providing  an  additional  Plumbing  Inspector.  As 
the  policy  of  the  Bureau  has  been  to  compel  all  property  owners 
in  sewered  districts  to  connect  with  the  sewer  and  to  provide, 
if  not  modern  sanitary  plumbing,  at  least  safe  plumbing  in  all 
private,  public,  and  tenement  houses.  The  work  of  this 
Division  has  been  so  decidedly  increased  that  it  has  been  im- 
possible for  our  present  Inspector  to  personally  watch  the 
work  being  done. 

It  affords  me  sincere  pleasure  to  commend  the  present 
staff  of  officers  of  my  Bureau,  who  have  been  at  all  times 
faithful,  punctual  and  prompt  in  the  performance  of  their 
duties. 

In  conclusion  I  want  to  thank  you  for  the  material  aid 
and  ever  ready  assistance  you  have  at  all  times  given  my 
Bureau  and  for  the  many  valuable  suggestions  you  have  from 
time  to  time  given  me.

Dear  Sir:  As  required  by  ordinance  of  the  City  Councils, 
I  submit,  herewith,  for  your  consideration,  my  report,  of  the 
Department  of  Food  and  Milk  Inspection,  for  the  year  ending 
December  31st,  1907. 

The  meat  supply  furnished  this  City  during  the  past  year 
has  been  of  a  superior  quality  over  previous  years.    This  result 
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has  been  accomplished  by  more  frequent  inspections,  rendered 
possible  by  partial  assistance  given  by  Outside  Dairy  and  Water 
shed  Inspector,  Mr.  F.  J.  Cooper. 

The  agents  of  the  State  Live  Stock  Sanitary  Association 
deserve  a  great  deal  of  credit  for  their  valuable  assistance,  ren- 
dered during  their  short  visit  in  this  City,  by  improving  the 
conditions  at  the  local  slaughter  houses. 

The  traffic  in  "Bob  Veal,"  within  the  City  limits,  has  been 
reduced  to  a  minimum.  Frequent  confiscations,  arrests  and 
imposition  of  fines  have  had  their  wholesome  effect. 

The  quality  of  poultry,  fish  and  other  sea-food  has  been 
very  satisfactory. 

We  have  three  slaughter  houses,  130  retail  meat  markets, 
nine  wholesale  meat  dealers,  and  two  wholesale  fish  dealers. 

The  quality  of  milk,  and  its  by-products,  has  been  greatly 
improved  during  the  past  year.  The  standard  of  quality  and 
purity  has  been  raised  to  a  high  degree  of  satisfaction.  This  re- 
sult has  been  accomplished  by  the  introduction  and  enforcing  a 
new  system  of  inspection  and  control  of  the  milk  supply,  from 
the  dairy  farm  directly  to  the  consumer  in  the  City.  This  is  ac- 
complished by  the  following  explanation  of  the  system: 

Each  city  milk  dealer  is  required  to  furnish  this  office  with 
the  address  of  his  dairyman.  On  receipt  of  this  statement,  the 
Inspector  mails  to  each  and  every  dairyman  a  copy  of  "Rules 
and  Regulations,"  printed  on  canvas,  and  same  to  be  placarded 
in  a  conspicuous  place  on  the  premises.  These  rules,  regula- 
tions and  recommendations  contain  hygienic  methods  and, 
instructions,  how  to  take  care  of  the  milk  on  the  farm,  and  pre- 
pare same  for  shipping  to  the  City. 

The  outside  Dairy  Inspector  then  visits  the  dairy  farm. 
After  a  thorough  inspection  of  the  premises,  stock  and  sanitary 
condition,  he  records  all  the  data  on  a  card,  which  is  returned 
to  the  office  of  the  Bureau  of  Health,  and  alphabetically  filed. 
Then  follows  the  sampling  of  the  milk  at  the  Receiving  Station 
in  the  country,  or  at  the  dealers  in  the  City.  The  sample  of 
milk  is  delivered  to  the  City  Laboratory,  where  a  chemical  and 
bacteriological  analysis  is  made  and  the  result  is  recorded  on  a 
card,  same  to  be  filed  with  the  corresponding  inspection  card. 
Should  the  analysis  prove  any  deficiency  in  the  legal  require- 
ments as  to  fats,  total  solids,  or  bacteria  count,  a  statement  of 
same,  signed  by  the  Bacteriologist,  is  mailed  to  the  dairyman, 
calling  his  attention  to  immediate  action  to  remedy  said  defects. 
A  failure  to  comply  with  any  requests  of  the  Bacteriologist,  or 
violation  of  any  of  the  rules  and  regulations  is  penalizd, 
after  careful  investigation,  by  the  refusal  to  allow  said  milk  to 
be  sold  in  the  City  of  Scranton.  Frequent  inspections,  by  the 
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Lactometer  Test,  are  made  at  the  country  receiving  stations. 
This  system  of  inspection  furnishes  a  complete  record  ot  the 
conditions  at  the  dairy  farms,  and  of  the  milk  from  its  source 
to  the  laboratory,  and  finally,  to  the  consumer. 

The  city  dairies  and  milk  on  vendors'  v^agons  are  inspected 
as  often  as  possible,  samples  are  obtained  and  same  delivered  to 
laboratory  for  analysis.  "Weekly  inspections,  or  oftener,  are 
made  at  the  various  railway  stations,  where  same  tests  are 
made.  . 

I  am  pleased  to  state  that  the  comsumers  of  milk  m  this 
City  are  receiving  a  better  and  purer  article  than  generally  pro- 
vided in  the  average  cities  of  the  east.  This  statement  is  cor- 
roborated by  monthly  reports  from  the  City  Bacteriologist, 
and  endorsed  by  the  very  complimentary  printed  statement  of 
the  State  Dairy  and  Food  Commission. 

There  are  at  present  230  registered  retail  milk  dealers  m 
this  City.  After  careful  tabulation  of  the  quantity  sold  by 
each,  we  find  that  30  of  them  are  selling  less  than  10  quarts 
daily.  I  would  recommend  that  for  the  year  1908  no  license 
shall  be  issued  to  any  one  selling  less  than  12  quarts  daily,  the 
minimum  to  be  "bottled  milk,"  and  as  inserted  in  the  license. 

Our  milk  supply  is  procured  from  450  dairies,  within  a 
radius  of  30  miles. 

10,000  quarts  are  brought  into  the  City  by  the  railroads, 
and  16,000  quarts  by  wagons. 

Our  daily  consumption  is  nearly  26,000  quarts. 

Before  closing  my  report,  I  wish  to  express  to  you  my 
appreciation  for  the  many  courtesies  you  have  extended  to  us, 
the  valuable  advice  and  suggestions  you  have  so  freely  given  us 
to  enable  us  to  carry  on  this  work,  and  achieve  these  consum- 
mate results.

Dear  Sir : — 

I  respectfully  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Division  of 
Plumbing  and  House  Drainage  for  the  year  ending  December 
31st,  1907. 

This  has  been  an  exceptionally  busy  year  in  this  Depart- 
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ment,  owing  to  tlie  activity  of  the  Bureau  of  Health  in  com- 
pelling the  property  owners  to  connect  their  buildings  with 
the  sewer.  Aside  from  this  the  regular  work  of  inspecting  new 
and  old  buildings  under  repair  has  been  greater,  although  the 
class  of  buildings  are  smaller  and  less  expensive  than  the 
year  previous,  with  the  exception  of  several  now  under  con- 
struction. 

When  our  present  plumbing  laws  went  into  effect,  June  7, 
1901,  there  were  sixteen  (16)  Master  Plumbers  doing  business. 
There  are  now  forty-six  (46)  Master  Plumbers  doing  business 
in  our  city.  From  these  figures  you  will  readily  see  the 
amount  of  work  this  office  has  to  handle  and  the  imperative 
necessity  of  more  assistance. 

The  larger  amount  of  building  is  now  being  carried  on 
in  the  outskirts  of  the  city,  where  there  is  very  little,  if  any, 
sewer  systems,  and  it  is  a  serious  problem  as  to  how  to  dispose 
of  the  sewage.  In  the  majority  of  cases  a  cesspool  is  of  no 
practical  purpose. 

During  the  past  year  I  have  prepared  plans  and  specifica- 
tions for  remodeling  the  plumbing  in  toilet  rooms  of  City  Hall, 
a  much-needed  improvement.  There  still  remain  some  changes 
to  be  made  in  the  plumbing  system  in  order  to  put  the  entire 
building  in  a  sanitary  condition. 

I  wish  further  to  say  that  the  work  in  the  office  has  in- 
creased to  such  an  extent  that  it  leaves  very  little  time  for 
inspecting  work  on  the  outside.  The  number  of  plans  I  am 
called  upon  to  approve,  although  the  number  of  plans  approved 
as  shown  by  my  reports  does  not  show  one-third  that  are  ex- 
amined and  corrections  suggested.

Upon  assuming  the  duties  of  this  office  I  tried  to  become 
familiar  with  existing  building  laws  and  ordinances,  also, 
with  the  conditions  now  existing  in  the  city.  I  have  tried  to 
carry  out  the  intent  of  the  laws  that  we  have,  and  to  interpret 
them  so  far  as  possible  for  the  preservation  of  the  public  safety. 
I  have  endeavored  to  make  clear  to  those  interested,  namely, 
the  owners  of  proposed  buildings  and  the  contractors  for 
same,  that  there  is  no  desire  to  make  the  enforcement  of  the 
laws  a  hardship  on  any  one,  but  only  to  properly  and  lawfully 
enforce  such  regulations  as  are  actually  needed  for  the  protec- 
tion of  the  public.  In  most  cases  I  find  a  willingness  to  comply 
with  the  requirements,  as  to  permits,  and  the  manner  of  con- 
*  struction.  In  some  cases,  however,  it  has  been  necessary  to 
call  the  attention  of  the  owners  or  contractors  to  the  fact  of 
neglect  to  comply  with  the  law.  I  believe  most  of  these  cases 
are  due  to  negligence  rather  than  to  a  wish  to  evade  the  law. 
It  will  be  necessary  in  the  future,  as  in  the  past,  to  stop  work 
on  buildings  where  the  matter  is  delayed  too  long. 

I  find  there  are  many  things  that  are  not  explicitly  pro- 
vided for  in  existing  laws  and  ordinauces,  and  there  is  great 
need  of  a  new  and  up  to  date  building  code.  This  matter  has 
been  repeatedly  urged  by  my  predecessor,  and  I  can  only  con- 
cur in  his  recommendations  as  to  more  specific  buildings  laws. 

In  the  matter  of  concrete  construction  there  is  no  law  to 
guide  us,  and  it  seems  to  be  left  to  the  judgment  of  the  Super- 
intendent. 

I  have  recently  found  that  the  practice  of  erecting  electric 
signs  is  becoming  a  menace  to  the  public  safety,  insomuch  as 
the  method  of  securing  them  in  place  is  in  many  cases  in- 
adequate to  the  strain  put  upon  it.  I  have  endeavored  to  rem- 
edy this  wherever  it  has  come  to  my  notice  by  requiring  ad- 
ditional supports  on  those  signs  needing  it,  and  by  requiring 
all  put  up  in  the  future  to  be  approved  by  this  Bureau  before

being  put  up.  I  think  an  ordinance  regulating  this  matter  is 
much  needed. 

There  are  constantly  new  conditions  arising  on  account  of 
our  rapidly  growing  city,  and  the  laws  now  in  force  are  not 
suited  in  all  respects  to  those  conditions.  However,  much 
good  has  been  done  in  the  past,  and  can  still  be  done  by  a  ju- 
dicious use  of  the  laws  we  have,  and  I  shall  try  to  do  my  duty 
as  it  appears  to  me. 

We  are  trying  to  enforce  the  laws  in  regard  to  fire  escapes, 
although  not  actually  assigned  to  this  Bureau  by  law  or  or- 
dinance. 

The  city  is  so  large,  and  growing  so  fast,  that  it  is  im- 
possible to  do  all  that  might  be  found  to  do  by  this  Bureau 
without  more  help.  But  we  shall  do  all  that  is  possible  under 
the  circumstances  to  conduce  to  the  safety  of  the  public. 

Owing  to  the  short  time  that  I  have  been  in  this  office  I 
feel  that  fmay  have  omitted  some  things  that  should  have  been 
done,  but  I  hope  to  give  better  results  in  the  future.  I  feel 
grateful  for  the  uniform  courtesy  with  v.-hich  I  have  been  met 
by  the  incumbents  of  the  various  offices  with  whom  I  have 
come  in  contact,  and  hope  to  deserve  a  continuance  of  the 

same.  ^  .  . 

My  report  is  brief  because  I  do  not  see  the  necessity  ot  re- 
peating the  suggestions  and  recommendations  which  have  been 
ably  set  forth  by  my  predecessor,  and  which  I  feel  that,  for 
the' most  part,  I  heartily  endorse.

Dear  Sir : 

In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I  have  in  company 
with  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Fire  visited: 

Engine  House  No.  2  on  the  South  Side,  and  Chemical  House 
No.  2  on  Division  Street.  Also  the  lot  on  Irving  Avenue,  and 
lots  on  Cameron  Avenue.  . 

I  herewith  submit  estimate  of  cost  of  repairs,  and  ot 
new  buildings  needed : 

As  instructed  by  you,  I  have  ordered  temporary  repairs 
of  roof  of  No.  2  Engine  House,  as  it  was  leaking  badly. 
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There  is  need  of  a  general  renewal  of  the  roof,  and  new 
gutters  and  conductors,  and  repairs  of  walls  and  plastering; 
also  a  new  heating  plant.  But  the  walls  of  the  building  are 
cracked,  and  rotten  at  the  base,  and  the  whole  building  is  in 
need  of  so  much  repairs  that  I  do  not  feel  justified  in 
recommending  the  expenditure  of  so  much  money  on  an  old 
building.  It  would  cost  $2,500.00  at  least  to  remodel  the 
building  as  needed  and  to  install  a  new  heating  plant,  and  it 
would  still  be  an  old  building  and  poor  at  that.  I  would 
recommend  tearing  down  the  present  building,  and  to  build 
a  new  one  of  wood,  more  modern  in  arrangement  and 
appliances,  leaving  four  feet  between  the  new  building  and 
the  buildings  on  the  adjoining  lot,  thus  avoiding  the  trouble 
now  experienced  from  the  roof  water  of  same.  The  cost  of 
this  should  not  exceed  $4,500.00,  and  would  prove  an  ultimate 
saving  to  the  City. 

In  regard  to  Chemical  Company  No.  2,  I  regret  to  say 
that  the  only  way  I  can  see  to  utilize  the  present  location  is 
to  tear  down  the  present  brick  building,  which  is  so  badly 
damaged  by  the  mine  settlement  as  to  be  absolutely  unsafe  for 
occupancy,  and  to  erect  on  the  present  site  a  two-story  wooden 
building,  with  extra  heavy  sills,  and  strongly  braced  frame, 
so  that  it  could  be  easily  leveled  up  in  case  of  future  settlement 
at  a  small  expense.  The  cost  of  this  I  estimate  at  $4,500.00, 
including  heating  plant.  This  would  contemplate  the  use  of 
any  old  material  taken  from  the  present  building,  which  would 
be  suitable  for  the  purpose. 

The  lot  on  Irving  Avenue,  lately  purchased,  is  almost 
solid  rock  at  the  surface  and  would  require  very  little  wall 
for  foundation,  and  a  wooden  building  suitable  for  two  pieces 
of  apparatus  could  be  erected  for  about  $4,300.00,  including 
heating. 

The  lots  on  Cameron  Avenue  are  well  situated,  and  a 
suitable  building  could  be  erected  without  taking  up  the 
whole  lot;  a  building  suitable  for  two  pieces  of  apparatus 
could  be  built  for  about  $4,500.00,  including  heating.  In  the 
building  on  this  lot  and  that  on  Irving  Avenue  I  would  recom- 
mend no  cellars,  as  there  is  at  present  no  sewer  accessible. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

Dear  Sir: — Pursuant  to  Act  of  Assembly,  I  herewith  sub- 
mit the  Annual  Report  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  for 
the  year  ending  December  31st,  1907. 

The  year  just  closed  has  been  one  of  unusual  activity  in  the 
several  Bureaus  of  the  Department,  for  a  detailed  report  of 
which  you  are  most  respectfully  referred  to  the  reports  of  the 
heads  thereof,  which  reports  are  attached  hereto  and  made  a 
part  hereof. 

It  is  our  purpose,  however,  for  your  convenience,  to  as 
briefly  as  clearness  will  permit,  review  their  salient  features, 
and  offer  such  comment  and  recommendation  as  may,  in  our 
judgment,  contribute  to  the  general  welfare  of  our  Municipal- 
ity, and  assist  in  the  consummation  of  your  desires  as  its  Chief 
Magistrate. 

In  making  such  review ,  however,  we  will  be  governed 
entirly  byi  the  subject  matter  without  reference  to  the  particu- 
lar Bureau  of  which  it  may  be  a  part.  We  do  this  because  we 
will  be  thus  enabled,  in  many  instances,  to  cover  its  con- 
structive and  maintenance  character  and  necessities,  by  a 
single  reference. 

In  the  arrangement  of  our  matter,  we  have  not  considered 
the  relative  importance  thereof,  but  have  followed  the  order  as 
presented  in  our  estimate  for  the  ensuing  fiscal  year. 

WATER. 

April,  1906,  the  contract  with  the  Scranton  Gas  &  Water 
Company,  to  furnish  water  for  all  city  purposes,  expired,  and 
since  that  date  the  relationship  between  that  corporation  and 
the  City  of  Scranton  has  been  without  legal  form.  While  there 
has  been  no  occasion  or  demand  for  its  renewal,  business  pru- 
dence requires  that  proper  legal  compact  be  made  and  I  might 
suggest  the  impropriety  of  the  expenditure  of  so  great  a  sum 
of  money  without  such  compact. 

The  elevation  in  part  of  the  Sixth  and  Twentieth  Wards 
precludes  the  possibility  of  use  of  Scranton  Gas  &  Water  Com- 
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pany's  service  for  fire  hydrant  purposes,  and  for  the  last  fifteen 
years,  water  for  such  service  has  been  supplied  by  the  Spring 
Brook  Water  Company.  For  such  service,  the  last  named  com- 
pany has  received  no  compensation  since  April,  1902.  After 
an  investigation  of  the  entire  matter,  in  conjunction  with  the 
Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Safety,  we  are  of  the 
opinion  that  the  entire  arrearage  of  $1,680.00  should  be  paid, 
and  so  recommended  in  our  estimate  to  the  City  Controller. 
Have,  also  recommended  an  appropriation  of  $280.00  to  cover 
water  to  be  supplied  in  that  same  territory  during  the  year 
1908.  It  might  not  be  inappropriate  to  suggest  the  propriety 
of  proper  contract  for  this  service. 

lilGHT. 

The  installation  of  at  least  forty-five  additional  lights 
will  have  been  authorized  before  your  approval  of  the  appro- 
priation ordinance  for  the  fiscal  year,  commencing  April  6th, 
1908,  for  the  payment  of  which  we  have  made  provision  in  our 
estimate.  This  represents  an  increase  of  $3,285.00.  making 
the  total  amount  appropriated  for  this  purpose  $70,299.00. 

This  rapidly  increasing  item  of  our  municipal  expense  has 
led  to  an  inquiry  as  to  the  relative  cost  of  such  service  here  and 
elsewhere,  when  performed  by  private  corporation  or  munici- 
pality. Data  has  been  procured  from  many  of  the  leading 
cities  in  the  United  States,  but  so  widely  divergent  are  figures 
and  conditions  that  conclusions  are  hard  to  be  drawn  and  then 
unsatisfactory.  Equal  conditions  must  be  obtained  before 
comparisons  be  fair  and  such  conditions  can  be  determined 
only  by  careful  and  minute  investigation.  The  data  at  hand 
seems  to  favor  Municipal  Lighting  Plants.  However,  lack  of 
sufficient  knowledge  as  to  manner  of  operation,  method  of 
bookkeeping,  character  and  extent  of  service,  weakens  the 
value  of  such  data. 

So  important  is  this  question,  that  I  am  constrained  to  rec- 
ommend that  a  commission  be  appointed  with  full  authority 
to  make  a  careful  and  exhaustive  investigation  of  the  entire 
question  before  the  expiration  of  the  present  contract. 

CITY  HAIili. 

Built  in  1892,  when  our  population  was  80,000,  when 
Delinquent  and  Poor  Taxes  were  collected  elsewhere,  when  the 
Bureau  of  Health  was  of  little  importance,  the  incomplete 
building  probably  met  the  City's  needs.  Changed  and  present 
conditions,  however,  are  demonstrating  the  necessity  not  only 
for  the  completion  of  the  fourth  story  of  the  building,  but  for 
the  installation  of  an  elevator  for  public  convenience. 

With  the  building  completed  in  its  entirety,  a  rearrange- 
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ment  of  the  various  offices  could  be  effected,  which  would 
eliminate  much  annoyance  and  confusion,  and  quiet  the  public 
clamor  against  the  present  inconvenient  and  unsatisfactory 
conditions.  There  is  an  absolute  necessity  for  more  room  for 
the  Department  of  City  Treasurer,  and  the  Department  of  City 
Assessors  should  be  more  convenient,  thereto. 

SEWERS. 

During  the  year,  24302  lineal  feet  of  sewers  have  been 
constructed  and  laid,  at  a  cost  of  $137,006.73,  making  our  total, 
milage  of  sewers  102.3  miles.  This  carries  with  it  a  correspon- 
ding increase  in  the  cost  of  care  and  maintenance,  thereof. 
We  have,  therefore,  asked  for  an  increase  of  $2,500.00  in  the 
amount  appropriated  for  '^Repairs  and  Cleaning  of  Sewers  and 
Drains. ' ' 

Plans  are  now  being  prepared  for  sewering  the  following 
territory : — 

Section  ''B",  18th  District,  Twentieth  Ward. 

Section  ''C",  18th  District,  Twentieth  Ward. 

Section  ''I",  17th  District,  Nineteenth  Ward. 

Section  "J",  17th  District,  Nineteenth  Ward, 
which,  when  finally  completed,  will  have  covered  all  territory 
in  which  sewer  was  anticipated  by  the  Bond  Ordinance  of  1900, 
providing  funds  for  the  City's  Share  of  sewer  .construction, 
except  Section  '^D",  Fifth  District,  in  the  First  Ward. 

Plans  are  also  being  prepared  for  sewers  in  the  following 
territory,  for  which  no  funds  (the  City's  share  of  construction) 
have  been  provided.—  A  System  of  Main  and  Lateral  Sewers 
in  the  Twenty-first  Ward,  comprising  that  territory  lying 
between  Oram  Boulevard  and  the  Second  Ward  Line,  and  west 
of  Providence  Road;  Additional  sewers  in  the  Seventeenth 
District. 

As  soon  as  the  City's  portion  for  this  work  can  be  ascer- 
tained, a  Bond  Issue  should  be  authorized  to  provide  the  neces- 
sary funds  therefor,  which  issue  should  also  provide  for  the 
construction  of  a  relief  sewer  in  the  Seventeenth  Ward,  ex- 
tending from  the  intersection  of  Prescott  Avenue  and  Mul- 
berry Street  to  the  Roaring  Brook. 

This  relief  sewer  is  now  probably  the  greatest  necessity 
confronting  our  Municipality,  as  without  it  damage  suits 
against  the  City  will  multiply  rapidly,  as  a  result  of  the  peri- 
odical inundations,  caused  by  the  insufficient  outlet,^  at  the 
intersection  above  mentioned,  for  all  the  water  now  being  con- 
ducted, thereto. 

Acting  in  accordance  with  Joint  Resolution  of  Council,  an 
investigation  was  conducted  as  to  the  wisdom  of  constructing 
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a  sewage  disposal  plant  to  take  care  of  the  sewage  from  that 
part  of  the  Tenth  ward,  from  which  sewage  cannot  be  carried 
directl}^  into  the  Lackawanna  Kiver.  Various  Municipalities 
were  visited  and  plants  and  methods  inspected  and  a  report 
relating  thereto  presented  to  Councils,  a  copy  of  which  report 
is  hereto  attached  and  made  part,  hereof. 

PAATED  STREETS 

During  the  year,  new  pave  w^as  laid  as  follow. — 

00.7  miles  of  Asphalt. 

00.9  miles  of  Bitulithic. 

00.3  miles  of  Belgian  Block, 
making  our  total  mileage. 

13.9  miles  of  Asphalt  pave. 

5.6  miles  of  Brick  pave. 

2.27  miles  of  Belgian  Block. 

1.73  miles  of  Bitulithic  Pave. 

2.     miles  of  Cobble  Pave. 

Total,     25.5  miles. 

The  sum  of  $17,520.00  is  annually  appropriated  for  main- 
tenance of  this  asphalt  pave,  and  $500.00  for  maintenance  of  all 
other  pave.  This  latter  amount  is  entirely  inadequate  to  meet 
the  needs  and  condition  of  our  brick  and  cobble  paved  streets, 
and  we  are  therefore  asking  for  an  appropriation  of  $5,000.00 
for  repairs  thereto.  There  are  about  three  miles  of  brick  pave 
out  of  bond  to  which  immediate  .attention  should  be  given  if 
it  be  preserved. 

As  the  ten-year  contract  for  maintenance  of  asphalt  pave 
will  expire  April  1st,  1909,  I  beg  to  suggest  the  propriety  of 
legislation  looking  to  a  renewal  thereof,  or  the  installation  of 
a  repair  plant,  to  be  owned  and  operated  by  the  City.  Such 
a  plant,  I  believe,  can  be  installed  for  less  than  $20,000.00. 
which  would  have  sufficient  capacity  to  meet  the  present  and 
prospective  needs  of  our  community.  If  the  work  in  the  future 
is  to  be  done  by  contract,  such  contract  should  provide  that  the 
contractor  be  paid  for  the  material  actually  used,  and  which 
would  be  placed  where  directed.  This  system  of  maintenance 
is  in  use  elsewhere  with  admirable  results. 

Pave  has  been  authorized  on  the  following  named  streets, 
and  work  will  be  commenced  thereon  as  soon  as  weather  condi- 
tions will  permit: — 

Capouse  Avenue,  from  Ash  to  Green  Ridge  Streets, 
asphalt. 

Green  Ridge  Street,  from  Washington  to  Sanderson  Ave- 
nues, bitulithic. 
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West  Market  Street,  from  North  Main  to  Brick  Avenues, 
bitulithic. 

Ordinances  are  now  pending  for  paving,  as  follows : 

Green  Ridge  Street,  from  Sanderson  to  North  Main  Aves. 

Sanderson  Avenue,  from  Larch  to  Green  Ridge  Streets. 

Larch  Street,  from  Sanderson  to  Wyoming  Avenues. 

Wyoming  Avenue,  from  Pine  to  Larch  Streets. 

Adams  Avenue,  from  Gibson  to  Ash  Streets. 

Ash  Street,  from  Washington  to  Adams  Avenues. 

Spruce  Street,  from  Franklin  to  Mifflin  Avenues. 

Kellerman  Court  and  C'oyle  Place,  Eighth  Ward. 

Division  Street,  South  Main  to  Hyde  Park  Avenues. 

Elm  Street  and  Fourth  Avenue,  from  C.  R.  R  of  N.  J.  to 
D.  L.  &  W.  R.  R. 

South  Main  Avenue,  from  Hampton  to  Sloan  Streets. 

Sbutherlyi  side  of  Spruce  Street,  from  Raymond  Court  to 
Franklin  Avenue. 

Quincy  Avenue,  from  Mulberry  to  Vine  Streets. 

Moir  Court,  from  Pine  to  Gibson  Streets. 

Sixth  Avenue,  from  West  Linden  Street  to  Lackawanna 
Avenue. 

Webster  Avenue,  from  Linden  to  Mulberry  Streets. 

According  to  action  of  Council,  the  City  must  henceforth 
assume  the  cost  of  paving  all  intersections.  In  the  proposed 
pave,  as  above  indicated,  this  represents  an  expense  to  the  City 
of  $22,015.00,  for  which  provision  should  be  made  without 
delay,  so  that  the  progress  of  the  work  may  not  be  impeded. 

DIRT  ROADS. 

The  average  City  street  that  has  not  an  artificial  construc- 
tion is  a  constant  source  of  expense  to  a  muncipality  and  a  cer- 
tain and  constant  vexation  to  those  who  must  use  them. 

We  are  expending  $30,000.00  annually  to  make  these  dirt 
roads  better  than  they  are.  We  are  using  the  best  material 
obtainable  and  we  believe  the  work  is  being  done  under  intelli- 
gent supervision,  yet  at  the  best,  these  roads  are  only  reason 
ably  goods  for  a  few  months  of  the  year,  and  it  will  be  ever  thus 
until  a  good  macadam  road  is  substituted.  While  the  initial 
cost  of  such  road  may  be  heavy,  the  saving  in  horse  flesh  and 
repairs  to  wagons  and  harness  would  over  and  over  again  pay 
for  it,  to  say  nothing  of  the  larger  load  hauled  in  lesser  time. 

The  Bureau  of  Highways  and  Sewers  has  a  difficultt  prob- 
lem with  which  to  contend,  as  modern  opinion  requires  more 
than  the  mere  rounding-up  and  leveling  off  of  our  roadways 
and  the  removal  of  loose  stone  therefrom.  They  must  be  rut- 
less,  dustless,  mudless,  and  to  meet  these  conditions,  all  the 
available  revenues  of  our  city  must  needs  be  spent. 
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While  the  electors  of  our  Municipality  have  spoken 
adversely  on  the  question  of  general  street  improvements, 
nevertheless,  there  is  wisdom  and  ultimate  economy  in  the  sub- 
stitution of  an  artificial  rodway  for  present  conditions. 

BRIDGES. 

Acting  upon  the  suggestion  and  recommendation  of  our 
former  report,  an  issue  of  bonds  was  authorized  to  the  amount 
of  $200,000.00,  the  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  Avhich  to  be  used 
for  the  building  of  five  new  bridges..  By  direction  of  Council, 
proposals  were  called  for  and  awards  therefor  were  made  as 
follows : — 

Lackawanna  Avenue  Bridge,  steel  construction,  to  the 
York  Bridge  Company,  for  $83,997.00. 

Scranton  Street  Bridge,  steel  construction,  to  the  Nelson 
Construction  Company,  for  $10,390.00. 

West  Linden  Street  Bridge,  steel  construction,  to  the  Nel- 
son Construction  Company,  for  $9,770.00. 

Green  Ridge  Street  Bridge,  reinforced  concrete,  to  John 
F.  W^hittaker,  for  $31,994.00. 

Cedar  Avenue  Bridge,  reinforced  concrete,  to  Lloyd  Collis 
&  Brother,  for  $53,998.00. 

Notwithstanding  unusual  delay  in  procuring  materials  and 
delay  incident  to  high  w^ater,  the  Green  Ridge  Street  Bridge  is 
practically  completed,  and  before  this  report  shall  have  been 
filed,  the  Scranton  Street  and  West  Linden  Street  Bridges  will 
have  been  thrown  open  to  the  public. 

Work  on  the  Cedar  Avenue  Bridge  was  discontinued 
December  3,  1907,  but  will  be  resumed  as  soon  as  w^eather 
conditions  will  permit  by  John  F.  Whittaker,  to  Avhom  the 
contract  for  its  construction  has  been  asigned. 

The  material  for  the  Lackawanna  Avenue  Bridge  has  all 
been  assembled  at  the  plant  of  the  York  Bridge  Company, 
and  we  have  their  assurance  that  everything  will  be  in  readi- 
ness for  work  of  erection  by  April  1,  1908.  Work  thereon, 
however,  will  not  be  commenced  until  satisfactory  adjust- 
ment is  made  in  relation  to  movement  of  traffic  pending  its 
erection. 

This  bridge  has  been  the  source  of  considerable  expense 
to  the  Department  during  the  year  just  closed,  and  of  incon- 
venience to  the  general  public.  A  fire  about  the  base  of  the 
westerly  pier  necessitated  the  temporary  suspension  of  all 
traffic  thereover  until  actual  conditions  were  revealed  and 
pier  strengthened.  Wliile  our  action  in  this  matter  may  have 
caused  annoyance  and  pecuniary  loss,  nevertheless,  it  were 
better  thus  than  a  catastrophe. 
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We  have  been  taught  that  in  all  questions  of  doubt,  it  is 
always  best  to  take  the  safe  side. 

The  Linden  Street  Bridge  and  the  Roaring  Brook  Bridge 
were  both  painted  with  the  best  Dixon  Graphite  paint,  and 
in  our  estimate  for  the  coming  year,  we  are  asking  for  an 
appropriation  to  paint  the  remaining  City  Bridges.  We  are 
also  asking  for  an  appropriation  to  ceil  all  bridges,  or  parts 
thereof,  under  which  locomotives  pass,  thus  protecting  them 
from  the  sulphuric  effect  which  has  heretofore  been  so  de- 
structive. 

With  the  completion  of  these  contemplated  improve- 
ments, our  city  bridges  will  have  been  put  in  good  condition, 
with  the  possible  exception  of  the  bridge  over  the  Stafford 
Meadow  Brook,  on  South  Washington  Avenue.  This  bridge 
is  of  frame  construction,  over  which  the  cars  of  the  Scran- 
ton  Eailway  Company  must  pass.  This  bridge  should  be  re- 
placed at  an  early  date. 

Before  leaving  the  subject  of  bridges,  we  might  appro- 
priately refer  to  the  question  of  reducing  the  grade  of  the 
westerly  approach  to  the  Roaring  Brook  Bridge. 

There  is  no  question  but  that  the  value  of  that  structure, 
as  a  means  of  communication  with  the  South  Side,  is  mater- 
ially reduced  by  the  grade  leading  up  thereto,  and  some 
measure  and  means  should  be  adopted  that  would  give  this 
structure  its  proper  commercial  importance. 

BARN  AND  SUPPLY  ROOM. 

For  several  years,  the  need  of  a  barn  and  supply  room 
for  the  Bureau  of  Highways  and  Sewers,  has  been  apparent, 
but  is  now  most  urgent.  Its  horses  cannot  be  properly  sta- 
bled, nor  supplies  properly  kept,  and  its  equipment  is  dam- 
aged by  exposure  to  all  kinds  of  weather  conditions.  Oper- 
ating under  present  conditions  is  not  only  inconvenient,  but 
expensive,  and  I,  therefore,  beg  to  urge  upon  you  the  neces- 
sity for  the  purchase  of  sufficient  ground  and  the  erection 
thereon  of  the  proper  buildings,  which  I  fell  assured,  could 
be  done  at  a  cost  not  exceeding  $25,000.00. 

OPENING  AND  WIDENING  STREETS. 

During  the  year  just  closed,  we  have  secured  options  on 
properties  required  for  opening  and  widening  streets,  which 
options  represent,  in  the  aggregate,  over  one  hundred  thous- 
and dollars.  In  some  instances,  the  rapacious  greed  of  the 
owner  makes  their  purchase  prohibitive,  but  the  ultimate 
cost  to  the  City  could  be  greatly  reduced  by  condemnation 
proceedings.  They  were  secured  by  direction  of  Councils,  and 
legislation  in  relation  thereto  is  now  pending.    The  purhcase 
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of  all,  or  a  part  of,  the  land  for  which  options  have  been  se- 
cured, should  be  made  a  part  of  a  general  city  improvement 
scheme. 

SIDEWALKS  AND  CROSSWALKS. 

During  the  year  just  closed,  there  have  been  laid  by  City 
contract,  nearly  one  hundred  thousand  lineal  feet  of  side- 
walk, the  laying  of  which  have  been  authorized  by  ordinances, 
on  file  since  1904.  During  the  ensuing  year,  it  is  our  pur- 
pose to  have  sidewalks  laid  whereever  directed,  until  all  the 
ordinances  pertaining  thereto  have  been  fully  enforced. 

This  naturally  increases  the  City's  responsibility,  in  so 
far  as  it  relates  to  crosswalks,  and  we  have  therefore  asked 
for  an  increased  appropriation  for  this  work.  A  survey  of 
the  City's  need  along  this  line  has  shown  the  necessity  for  an 
expenditure  of  $10,000.00.  We  are  asking,  however,  for  but 
one-half  of  that  amount. 

PARKS. 

One  of  the  methods  by  which  municipalities  contribute 
to  the  general  welfare  of  its  population  is  by  its  park  system. 
We,  unfortunately,  have  not  been  specially  favored  along 
this  line,  as  our  park  area  is  but  97  acres,  the  one-sixth  part 
of  which  only  has  been  improved,  notwithstanging  that  v/e 
have  had  possession  thereof  for  nearly  fifteen  years. 

The  annual  appropriation  made  for  park  improvement 
and  maintenance  has  been  wholly  inadequate  and  not  in 
keeping  with  the  growth  and  development  of  the  city,  and 
unless  "there  be  a  greater  disposition  and  financial  ability  to 
take  proper  care  of  what  we  have,  it  would  be  inexpedient 
to  increase  our  unimproved  acreage.  However,  if  it  be 
deemed  advisable  at  this  time  to  add  to  our  park  acreage  by 
purchase,  it  should  be  done  by  a  bond  issue,  and  not  from  the 
city  revenues,  or  by  confession  of  judgment.  Such  bond  issue 
should  be  authorized  at  once  in  order  to  take  advantage  of  a 
liberal  offer  recently  made  to  the  City.  Such  an  issue  should 
be  made  sufficiently  large  to  permit  of  the  purchase  of  one  or 
more  smaller  plots  more  centrally  located. 

PLAYGROUNDS 

The  demonstration  given  last  fall,  through  the  activity 
of  some  of  our  public-spirited  citizens,  has  shown  the  wisdom 
and  necessity  of  play  grounds  in  the  various  congested  sec- 
tions of  the  City. 

While  in  hearty  sympathy  and  accord  with  this  move- 
ment, we  believe,  it  should  not  come  within  the  jurisdiction 
or  control  of  this  Department.  It  is,  to  a  great  degree,  edu- 
cational in  character,  and  as  such  should  be  made  a  part  of 
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our  educational  system,  and  come  under  the  supervision  of 
educational  officers. 

In  many  instances,  the  school  yards  have  sufficient  area 
in  v^^hich  to  install  all  the  necessary  paraphernalia,  and  it 
v^ould  therefore  appear  to  be  a  wsiste  of  public  funds  to  pur- 
chase additional  grounds  for  this  purpose,  when  so  much 
ground  is  available. 

However,  if  play  grounds  are  established  and  placed  un- 
der the  control  and  supervision  of  this  Department,  money 
should  first  be  procured  for  the  purchase  of  the  necessary 
grounds  and  equipment  and  additional  appropriation  should 
be  made  for  their  maintenance  and  supervision,  and  the  ser- 
vices of  some  one  with  a  thorough  knowledge  of  youthful 
needs  and  character  be  authorized,  as  to  attempt  to  conduct 
them  without  intelligent  supervision  and  control  would  be 
money  wasted. 

SWIMMING  POOL. 

The  need  of  swimming  pools  has  long  been  recognized  and 
various  attempts  have  been  made  looking  to  their  installa- 
tion. 

An  investigation  made  last  summer,  developed  an  ideal 
spot  in  Nay  Aug  Park,  where  an  artificial  lake  can  be  built 
at  a  cost  not  exceeding  $8,000.00,  which  could  be  used  as  a 
swimming  pool  in  summer,  and  as  an  outdoor  skating  rink  in 
winter.  The  annual  cost  of  its  maintenance  would  not  ex- 
ceed $1,500.00.  Lack  of  funds,  however,  would  not  permit  of 
its  installation. 

As  this  is  an  item  of  expense  that  does  not  enter  into 
the  general  administration  of  City  affairs,  we  could  not,  with 
propriety,  include  it  in  our  estimate  of  expenditures  for  the 
ensuing  fiscal  year.  Would,  therefore,  suggest  the  propriety 
of  an  issue  of  bonds  for  this  purpose,  which  could  be  made 
to  cover  an  amount  sufficient  to  establish  swimming  pools  else- 
where, and  could  be  made  a  part  of  an  issue  already  referred 
to,  for  the  purchase  of  park  and  play  grounds. 

EVERHART  MUSEUM. 

During  the  year,  a  valuable  acquisition  was  made  to  Nay 
Aug  Park  by  the  location,  therein,  of  the  "Everhart  Museum 
of  Natural  History,  Science  and  Art,"  through  the  munifi- 
cence of  Dr.  I.  F.  Everhart,  who  has,  also,  donated  for  dis- 
play, therein,  his  collection  of  Animal,  Bird  and  Plant  Life, 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania. 

In  addition  to  the  erection  of  the  building,  and  the  don- 
ation of  so  valuable  a  collection,  the  donor  has  created  an  en- 
dowment fund  of  One  Hundred  Thousand  Dollars,  the  inter- 
est from  which  shall  go  toward  the  partial  payment  of  the 
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running  expenses  of  the  Museum,  and  the  establishment  of  a 
sinking  fund  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  aditional  buildings 
for  art  and  scientific  purposes. 

It  is  expected  that  this  Museum  will  be  ready  for  dedica- 
tion by  Memorial  Day,  and  I  would  suggest  that  fitting  ar- 
rangements be  made  for  the  formal  acceptance  of  so  valuable 
a  gift. 

In  conclusion,  I  desire  to  acknowledge  my  great  appre- 
ciation of  the  loyal  and  faithful  service  rendered  by  the  var- 
ious officials  and  employees  of  the  several  Bureaus  of  this  De- 
partment, and  for  the  advice  and  courtesy,  which  you  have  so 
willingly  extended.

THE  CITY  OF  SCRANTON, 

PENNSYIjVANIA. 

The  City  was  incorporated  April  2  3rd,  1866. 
It  is  the  County  Seat  of  Lackawanna  County. 
It  is  the  Third  City  in  population  in  the  State  of  Pennsylvania. 
It  is  the  38th  City  in  population  in  the  United  States. 
It  is  situated  in  the  heart  of  the  anthracite  coal  fields. 
It  was  originally  made  up  of  Providence,  Hyde  Park  and  Scran- 
ton  Boroughs,  and  Providence  Township. 
Its  original  area  was  11,978.4  acres. 
Its  original  population  was  about  20,000. 

In  1875,  a  portion  of  Dunmore  Borough  (about  230  acres)  was 
annexed. 

The  population  in  1880  was  45,850. 
The  population  in  1890  was  75,215. 
The  population  in  1900  was  102,026. 

In  1893,  a  portion  of  Lackawanna  Township  (about  124.86  acres) 
was  annexed.

In  1907,  a  portion  of  Lackawanna  Township  (about  175.63  acres) 
was  annexed. 

The  estimated  population  of  the  City  is  125,000. 

The  present  area  of  the  City  is  12,508.89  acres. 

The  length  of  the  City,  north  and  south,  is  7.2  miles. 

The  narrowest  portion  of  the  City,  east  and  west,  is  2  miles. 

The  widest  portion  of  the  City,  east  and  west,  is  5.3  miles. 

The  elevation,  above  tide  water,  at  northeast  corner,  is  920  feet. 

The  elevation,  above  tide  water,  at  south  corner,  is  1,015  feet. 

The  elevation,  above  tide  water,  at  north  corner,  is  1,100  feet. 

The  elevation,  above  tide  water,  at  east  corner,  is  1,290  feet. 

The  elevation,  above  tide  water,  at  west  corner,  is  1,470  feet. 

The  highest  elevation  in  the  City  (on  West  Mountain,  is  1,770 

feet. 

The  Lackawanna  River  flows  through  City  southwesterly. 
The  elevation  of  river,  above  tide  water,  at  the  southwest  city  line, 
is  655  feet. 

The  elevation  of  river,  above  tide  water,  at  the  northeast  city 
line,  is  720  feet. 

There  are  six  (6)  railroads  entering  the  City,  viz:  D.  L.  &  W., 
(Main  Line  and  Bloomsburg  Division);  D.  &  H.,  (Pennsylvania  Divi- 
sion); N.  Y.  O.  &  W.,  (Scranton  Division);  Erie,  (Wyoming  Division); 
C.  R.  R.  of  N.  J.,  and  L.  &  W.  V.,  (Laurel  Line);  and  two  (2)  electric 
street  railways. 

It  has  41  Public  School  Buildings,  2  High  Schools  and  one  Manual 
Training  School. 

It  has  15  3  miles  of  traveled  streets  and  avenues. 

It  has  37  miles  of  traveled  courts  and  places. 

It  has  25.5  miles  of  paved  streets. 

It  has  102.3  miles  of  sewers. 

It  has  32.24  miles  of  street  railways. 

It  is  lighted  by  912  electric  arc  lights. 

It  has  97.17  acres  of  public  parks. 

It  has  a  daily  water  supply  of  25,000,000  gallons. 

It  has  a  total  assessed  valuation  of  real  and  personal  property 
(based  on  full  valution)  of  $66,757,430.

Dear  Sir: — I,  herewith,  submit  my  annual  report  on  the 
work  done  by  the  Bureau  of  Engineering,  under  my  direction 
and  supervision,  from  January  1st,  1907,  to  January  1st,  1908. 

During  the  year  I  have  had  served  on  me  74  resolutions 
of  Councils,  calling  for  plans,  specifications  and  estimates  for 
sewers,  pavements,  sidewalks,  grading,  etc.,  in  various  parts  of 
the  city. 

The  work  done  by  this  Bureau,  during  the  year  above 
mentioned,  is  briefly  summarized,  as  follows: 

SEWERS. 

During  the  year  there  has  been  constructed  24,302  lineal 
feet  of  brick  and  pipe  sewers,  of  various  sizes,  at  a  total  cost  of 
$137,006.73,  undei^  the  following  contracts,  hereinafter  specified 
and  which  are  fully  detailed  in  tabular  form  in  this  report. 
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WYOMING  AVENUE  LATERAL  SEWER— 13TH  WARD 

This  sewer,  738  7-10  feet  in  length,  extends  from  New 
York  street  to  Marion  street,  on  Wyoming  avenue,  and  in  pri- 
vate alley.    Was  built  at  a  cost  of  $1,277.95. 

GIBSON  STREET  &  KELLUM  COURT  LATERAL  SEWER^IOTH 

WARD. 

This  sewer  is  1,278.2  feet  in  length,  and  drains  the  westerly 
side  o±  laylor  avenue,  between  Pine  and  Myrtle  streets  and 
was  built  at  a  cost  of  $1,239.85. 

WHEELER  AVENUE  LATERAL  SEWER^ITTH  WARD. 

This  sewer  is  589.7  feet  in  length,  and  lies  between  Vine 
and  Olive  streets.  Was  built  at  a  cost  of  $3,432.05.  The  high 
price  of  this  sewer  was  caused  by  the  fact  that  it  was  laid  for 
the  whole  distance  in  hard  dock. 

DIVISION  STREET  LATERAL  SEWER— 5TH  WARD.

Mam  and  South  Hyde  Park  avenues,  and  the  cost  of  $899  55 
was  defrayed  by  the  city. 

FOREST  COURT  LATERAL  SEWER— 8TH  WARD. 

This  sewer,  150  feet  in  length,  lies  in  the  above  court,  be- 
i«Q7  nn^^l^if '  streets,  and  was  built  at  a  cost  of 

$897.00.  This  work  was  necessitated  by  the  insufficient  drain- 
age o±  the  properties  facing  on  Spruce  street,  between  Forest 
court  and  Wyoming  avenue,  and  the  cost  was  borne  bv  the 
city. 

SECTION  -B",  lOTH  SEWER  DISTRICT.  17TH  &  lOTH  WARDS. 

This  sewer  system  is  6,934.1  feet  in  length  and  drains  that 
territory  lying  between  Vine  and  Ash  streets,  and  Farber  court 
and  laylor  avenue.   It  was  built  at  a  cost  of  $20,663.62. 

SECTION  '  A,"  THIRD  SEWER  DISTRICT— 5TH  WARD. 

^  This  system  includes  all  that  territory  abutting  on  the  fol- 
lowing avenues  and  streets :  Filmore  avenue,  from  Washburn 
street  to  a  point  near  Lafayette  street;  Jackson  street,  from 
(jarheld  to  Elverett  avenues ;  and  Price  street,  from  Garfield  to 
Everett  avenues.

SOUTH  SEVENTH  AVE.  LATERAL  SEWER^ISTH  WARD. 

This  sewer  is  from  Railroad  avenue  to  a  point  340  feet 
north.   Was  built  at  a  cost  of  $715.26. 
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SECTION  "A,"  19TH  DIST.  SEWER — 4TH  &  5TH  WARDS. 

This  system  embraces  the  territory  lying  between  Wash- 
burn and  Lafayette  streets,  and  between  Everett  and  Van  Bu- 
ren  avenues.  It  is  at  this  time  in  course  of  construction,  and 
6,625.4  feet  has  been  laid  already,  at  a  cost  of  $17,457.93. 

12TH  DISTRICT  SEWER — 4TH,  14TH  i&  21ST  WARDS. 

The  work  on  this  system  was  finally  begun  this  year.  For 
a  long  time  the  people  affected  have  endeavored  to  secure 
drainage,  but  were  blocked  by  the  efforts  of  a  few  people,  who 
were  opposed  to  it.  The  report  of  the  viewers  was  attacked  in 
court,  but  the  contestants  were  defeated— the  objections  being 
overruled  and  the  report  finally  confirmed.  It  drains  the  ter- 
ritory bounded  by  Oram  Boulevard  and  Lafayette  street,  and 
North  Main  avenue  and  Everett  avenue.  It  has  a  drainage 
area  of  200  acres,  and,  when  completed,  will  effectually  pre- 
vent the  periodical  flooding,  which  occurs  there  to  the  great 
detriment  and  inconvenience  of  the  resident  people. 

The  work  has  so  far  progressed  that  9,104  feet  of  the 
main  sewer,  and  large  sizes,  has  been  built  at  a  cost  of 
$26,856.80. 

The  total  length,  when  completed,  will  be  about  38,700 
feet,  and  the  cost  about  $115,000. 

The  severe  weather  compelled  the  closing  down  of  the 
work,  but  it  will  be  resumed  with  the  advent  of  spring. 

SECTION  "A,"  18TH  DISTRICT  SEWER — 20TH  WARD. 

This  sewer  was  commenced  October  1st,  1906,  and  is  still 
in  course  of  construction. 

During  this  year  there  has  been  built  19,479  feet,  at  an 
approximate  cost  of  $56,881. 

The  total  length  laid  up  to  date  is  26,939  feet,  the  cost  of 
which  has  been  $78,664.21. 

The  whole  of  this  very  expensive  section  should  be  com- 
pleted during  the  coming  summer. 

PROPOSED  SEWERS. 

Plans  are  being  prepared  for  a  system  of  sewers  to  drain 
the  territory  lying  between  Providence  Road  and  Keyser  Val- 
ley, and  between  Oram  Boulevard  and  the  Second  Ward  line. 

This  sewer  is  urgently  called  for,  inasmuch  as  there  is  a 
strong  desire  on  the  part  of  the  people  living  in  that  territory 
to  improve  the  roads,  etc.,  which  cannot  be  done  until  the  sewer

We  have  been  considering  the  necessity,  which  is  forced 
upon  us  more  and  more  as  time  advances,  of  providing  a  relief 
sewer  for  the  overtaxed  Tenth  district  main  sewer 

thp  fln^'nfTf '  r"''^  ^'^  °^  sufficient  area  to  take 

the  flow  of  46  acres  of  watershed,  whereas,  as  a  matter  of  fact. 
It  attempts  to  carry  off  the  drainage  of  a  watershed  of  ove; 
^00  acres—so  that,  with  any  storm,  the  sewer  is  under  pres- 
sure and  during  a  heavy  rainfall  the  pressure  is  so  great  that 
at  the  intersection  of  Prescott  avenue  and  Mulberry  street  as 
the  water  can  no  longer  enter  the  choked  sewer,  a  flood  is 
tne  result  and  the  surrounding  houses  are  drowned  out  This 
condition  has  been  borne  so  long  by  these  people  that  they  are 
determmed  to  stand  it  no  longer,  and  will  sue  the  city  for  dam- 

As  a  relief  for  this  condition  I  would  suggest  that  a  lar^e 
storm  water  overflow  sewer  be  constructed  leading  from  the 
above  mentioned  point  to  the  Roaring  Brook.  I  am  already 
engaged  m  ascertaining  the  best  and  least  expensive  means  of 
doing  this  work,  which  at  best  will  be  a  large  and  costly  un- 
dertaking. 

While  on  the  subject  of  relief  sewers,  I  must  again  refer 
to  the  present  condition  of  the  Second  district  main  sewer  com- 
monly known  as  the  Linden  street  sewer. 

This  sewer  is  also  too  small  for  its  drainage  area.  Some 
time  ago  we  conceived  the  idea  of  constructing  a  storm  water 
overflow,  to  be  built  at  Adams  avenue  and  Linden  street  and 
conducted  down  Adams  avenue  to  the  Roaring  Brook  How- 
ever, having  had  more  time  to  consider  the  matter,  I  have  come 
to  the  conclusion  that  it  would  be  far  more  advantageous  to 
the  city  at  large  should  a  large  sewer,  capable  of  taking  all 
the  water  of  the  heaviest  storm,  be  built  on  Linden  street  from 
Jefterson  avenue  to  the  Lackawanna  River,  and  built  at  such  a 
depth  that  it  could  be  used  as  a  main  trunk  sewer  for  all  the 
small  sewers  in  the  central  city,  and  would  enable  the  large 
buildings,  which  are  now  compelled  to  lift  their  sewage  to  the 
present  shallow  sewers  to  connect  with  a  proper  outlet.  This 
would  take  a  great  burden  from  some  of  our  principal  build- 
ings, which  are  handicapped  in  this  respect. 

In  the  bond  issue  of  1900,  a  sum  of  $30,000  was  included 
for  this  work.  While  I  have  not  had  time  to  go  deeply  into  this 
matter,  I  think  I  can  roughly  say  that  twice  that  amount  will 
be  needed  for  this  work. 

Other  overtaxed  sewers  are  the  Fourth  district  main  and 
the  Seventeenth  district  main. 
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I  have  urged  in  former  reports,  the  need  of  relief  for  these 
systems,  but  have  been  unable,  hitherto,  from  lack  of  time,  to 
detail  them.  But  I  will  say,  in  brief,  that  unless  these  matters 
are  seriously  taken  up  by  the  Councils  of  the  city,  and  the  nec- 
essary- money  provided,  it  is  only  waste  of  time  and  energy  to 
go  into  the  'ai'duous  task  of  designing  and  making  plans  and 
estimates  for  these  various  much  needed  improvements. 

PAVEMENTS. 
Asphalt, 

14,466  8-10  square  yards  of  asphalt  pavement,  at  a  cost  of 
$37,065.34,  were  laid,  as  follows : 

Dupont  court,  from  Spruce  to  Linden  streets. 

Franklin  avenue,  from  Mulberry  to  Vine  streets. 

Quincy  avenue,  from  Linden  to  Mulberry  streets. 

Quincy  avenue,  Gibson  to  Myrtle  streets. 

Olive  street,  from  Quincy  to  Clay  avenues. 

South  Washington  ave.,  from  River  st-  to  Roaring  Brook. 

Kressler  ct.  and  Coyne  place,  Olive  st.  to  Adams  ave. 

Bitulithic,  or  "  Warren's  Patent  Bituminous  Macadam  Waterproofl 

Pavement." 

18,275.6  square  yards  of  bithulithic  pavement,  at  a  cost  of 
$49,542.20,  were  laid  as  follows : 

Front  street  and  Pittston  avenue,  from  Roaring  Brook 
bridge  to  Brook  street. 

Locust  street,  from  Cedar  avenue  to  Remington  avenue. 

This  latter  was  a  private  ^contract  entered  into  by  the 
Pennsylvania  Central  Brewing  Company  with  the  Standard 
Bithulithic  Company,  and  was  paid  for  entirely  by  the  Com- 
pany, and  was  of  no  cost  to  the  city  nor  the  abutting  property 
holders. 

The  consideration  obtained  by  the  Company,  from  the 
city,  was  the  narrowing  of  the  street  from  60  to  50  feet. 

stone  Block. 

4,944.1  square  yards  of  stone,  or  Belgian  block,  at  a  cost 
of  $15,037.46,  were  laid  as  follows : 

North  Seventh  avenue,  from  Lackawanna  avenue  to  Lin- 
den street. 

This  pavement  was  laid  on  a  sand  base,  which  was  in- 
sisted upon  by  the  abutting  property  holders,  who  considered 
the  concrete  base  too  expensive. 

The  traffic  on  this  street  not  being  heavy,  in  all  probability 
this  meets  the  actual  requirements. 

South  Washington  avenue,  from  River  street  to  a  point 
492  feet  northeast. 
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This  pave  is  laid  on  a  concrete  base,  and  is  jointed  with 
cement  grout.  It  was  considered  the  only  pave  that  could  be 
laid  here  on  account  of  the  heavy  grade,  viz. :  ten  per  cent. 

PROPOSED  PAVEMENTS. 

Reference  to  the  tabular  report,  herewith,  will  show  that 
plans  and  estimates  for  paving  have  been  sent  to  Councils  ag- 
gregating 89,154  square  yards,  at  a  total  cost  of  $237,853.70. 
This  cost  includes  the  setting  of  35,138  lineal  feet  of  straight 
curb  and  2,325  lineal  feet  of  circular  curb. 

GRADING. 

Only  one  street,  Myrtle  street,  between  Clay  and  Webster 
avenues,  has  been  graded  by  ordinance : 
286  cu.  yds.,  at  a  cost  of  $211.64. 

Estimates  amounting  to  $10,497.75  have  been  furnished  to 
Councils  for  contemplated  grading.  This  is  detailed  in  tabular 
report. 

SIDEWAIiKS. 

56,490  square  feet  of  sidewalks,  at  a  cost  of  $13,619.67, 
have  been  laid  by  contract. 

In  addition  a  large  amount  has  been  laid  by  private  in- 
dividuals. 

This  entails  heavy  work  on  this  Bureau,  inasmuch  as  the 
time  required  to  give  line  and  grade  to  individuals  eats  very 
largely  into  our  total  time,  caused  mainly  by  the  fact  that  the 
calls  are  from  all  parts  of  the  city,  and  our  means  of  transpor- 
tation are  very  limited. 

.  Specifications  and  estimates  in  various  parts  of  the  city 
have  been  furnished  to  Councils  for  32,009  lineal  feet  at  a  cost 
of  $36,827,  much  of  which  will  be  laid  in  the  coming  year. 

BRIDGES. 

The  condition  of  many  of  our  bridges,  which  was  fully  re- 
ported on  by  me  last  year,  has  been  recognized  by  the  authori- 
ties,  and  as  a  result  contracts  have  been  entered  into  and  work 
commenced  at  the  following  places : 

Green  Ridg-e  Street,  over  Lackawanna  river ;  concrete,  steel 
arch;  cost  $31,994.00. 

Cedar  Avenue,  over  Roaring  brook;  concrete,  steel  arches 
and  retaining  walls;  cost  $53,998.50. 

Lackawanna  Avenue,  over  Lackawanna  river ;  riveted  steel 
truss ;  cost  $83,997.00. 

S'cranton  Street,  over  Lackawanna,  river ;  riveted  steel  truss ; 
cost  $10,390.00. 

West  Linden  Street,  over  D.,  L.  &  W.  R.  R.  tracks;  steel  plate 
girder;  cost  $9,770.00. 

This  money  was  provided  for  in  a  special  issue  of  bonds  to 
the  amount  of  $200,000. 
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At  this  moment,  the  Green  Ridge  street  bridge  has  been 
nearly  completed.  There  yet  remains  the  concrete  fence  and 
the  road  and  sidewalk  pavement  to  be  built. 

Scranton  street  and  Linden  street  bridges  are  also  com- 
pleted with  the  exception  of  the  pave,  which  cannot  be  built 
until  warm  weather. 

The  Lackawanna  avenue  bridge  is  being  assembled  at  York 
by  the  contractors,  the  York  Bridge  Company. 

The  Cedar  avenue  bridge  was  begun  by  the  contractors, 
Lloyd  Collis  and  Brother,  who  discontinued  work  on  December 
1st,  on  account  of  the  severity  of  the  weather,  and  thereafter 
assigned  their  contract  to  John  F.  Whittaker,  contractor  for 
the  Green  Ridge  street  bridge,  who  will  complete  the  bridge  in 
the  Spring. 

The  two  big  city  bridges,  known  as  the  Linden  street  and 
Roaring  Brook  bridges,  were  properly  cleaned  and  painted  this 
year,  by  the  Vassilaros  Contracting  Company,  of  New  York. 
The  cost  of  this  work  was  $7,290. 

GENERAL  REMARKS. 

I  need  hardly  remind  you  that  the  past  year  has  been  an 
exceedingly  busy  one,  and  the  amount  of  new  work  called  for 
and  performed  by  the  Bureau  of  Engineering  has  been  almost 
overwhelming. 

The  giving  of  grades  and  lines,  the  construction  of  sewers 
and  paves  and  bridges,  the  grading  of  streets,  etc.,  has  been 
accomplished  with  a  working  force  of  the  same  size  as  ten  years 
ago,  and  with  no  more  compensation,  save  a  slight  increase  in 
the  pay  of  the  chainmen,  although  the  work  in  that  period  of 
time  has  trebled  in  extent. 

The  office  work  calling  for  plans  of  all  construction,  with 
estimates  and  specifications,  constantly  increases  until  the  limit 
of  capacity  has  been  almost  reached.  Add  to  this  the  lack 
of  transportation  facilities  to  enable  the  men  to  reach  the  va- 
rious works  under  construction  in  remote  parts  of  this  large 
city  ,and  you  must  arrive  at  the  .conclusion  that  consideration 
should  be  given  to  this  branch  of  the  public  service  in  the  mat- 
ter of  compensation  for  work  performed. 

In  conclusion,  I  desire  to  thank  and  express  my  appreci- 
ation of  the  faithful  and  hard-working  support  of  the  personnel 
of  the  Bureau  of  Engineering,  and  to  acknowledge  the  courtesy 
and  consideration  of  the  other  members  of  the  Department. 
I  have  the  honor  to  remain.

The  year  has  been  one  of  unusual  a^ctivity  along  all  lines 
of  work  in  this  Bureau,  and  the  money  appropriated  for  our 
use  was,  we  believe,  judiciously  and  economically  expended. 

CliEANING  PAVED  STREETS. 

During  the  year,  our  paved  streets  were  cleaned  by  the 
hand  and  machine  method,  and  by  flushing,  and  a  separate  ac- 
count of  the  labor  cost  of  same  was  kept,  and  for  the  first  time 
m  the  history  of  the  Department  we  are  able  to  present  figures 
showing  the  relative  cost  per  one  thousand  square  yards  of 
the  several  methods :

Many  of  our  unpaved  streets  were  placed  in  good  repair 
by  the  use  of  broken  stone,  with  shale  surface.  The  city  is 
unfortunate  in  not  having-  the  proper  material  available  for 
road  repair,  so  that  repairs  could  be  given  a  more  permanent 
character.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  the  honor  of  presenting  to  you  my  an- 
nual report  on  the  work  done  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Bureau  of  Parks,  from  January  1st,  1907,  to  January  1st,  1908. 

Prom  January  to  March,  we  trimmed  trees,  shrubbery, 
cared  for  the  animals,  policed  grounds,  and  cleaned  snow  from 
Lake  Everhart  for  the  children  to  skate — this  being  the  only 
place  on  the  east  side,  except  Lake  Scranton.  March  26th, 
men  were  hired  and  commenced  cleaning  the  grounds  of  leaves 
and  other  refuse,  repairing  walks  on  the  lower  grounds,  grass 
seed  sown  on  bare  spots,  and  fertilizer  was  spread  over  the 
lawns  and  then  rolled. 

The  middle  of  April,  men  commenced  to  grade  grounds 
at  Lake  Everhart.  This  was  a  very  rough  piece  of  ground  to 
grade,  a  great  many  loads  of  stone  taken  out  and  dirt  and 
street  sweepings  hauled  in.  It  required  2,600  yards  of  filling 
and  5,150  yardsi  of  grading  for  grass  and  564  yards  of  walks 
in  plot.  The  park  drives  east  of  the  lake  had  to  be  raised  so 
that  the  water  would  not  drain  into  the  lake.  It  required  400 
yards  of  stone  for  fill,  then  was  rolled.  Commenced  a  new 
drive  from  Park  Drive  at  lake  to  connect  with  Vine  Street. 
This  drive  is  sixteen  feet  wide.  It  required  750  yards  of  stone 
filling.  We  also  used  dirt  from  the  basin  where  the  lake  is 
intended  to  be  built,  and  from  the  cellar  of  the  new  museum. 
Three  thousand  two  hundred  and  forty-four  yards  of  border 
on  Arthur  Avenue  and  Park  Drive  were  flowered,  harrowed 
and  sown  with  grass  seed,  then  rolled.  This  work  improved 
the  appearance  of  the  place  very  much. 

In  May,  before  turning  the  water  on,  there  had  to  be 
some  repairs  to  the  fountains,  and  to  the  Ladies'  Toilet.  The 
steps  to  the  falls  were  repaired  and  put  in  safe  condition  for 
the  season.  The  roofs  of  some  of  the  buildings  in  the  picnic 
grounds  had  to  be  repaired.  In  May,  the  water  was  drawn 
from  Lake  EVerhart  and  the  fish,  leaves  and  muck  was  cleaned, 
and  a  six-inch  sewer  pipe  laid  to  the  middle  of  the  lake,  from 
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outside  of  wall.  This  had  to  be  done  before  Memorial  Day. 
The  fish  died  from  copperas,  put  in  the  water  by  the  water 
company. 

Tulips  having  bloomed,  bulbs  were  taken  from  the  ground 
and  stored  for  Fall  planting  and  the  beds  put  in  shape  for 
Summer  bedding.  "We  had  five  additonal  beds  made,  one  was 
a  crescent  at  the  entrance  to  the  park.  It  was  filled  with  three 
colors  of  coleus,  and  a  border  of  lobelia,  two  beds  of  geraniums, 
two  tropical  beds  with  recinas,  cannas,  caladums  and  flowering 
maples.  The  beds  at  the  drinking  fountain  were  filled  with 
caladums,  the  border  along  the  wall  with  petunias,  phlox,  tuber 
roses  and  one  very  pretty  bed  of  English  foxgloves  and  100 
beautiful  rose  bushes  were  planted.  There  is  nothing  that 
makes  a  park  as  beautiful  as  flowers,  and  ours  were  admired 
and  praised  by  thousands  of  visitors.  After  a  heavy  frost  in 
the  Fall,  the  perishable  plants  were  given  away  as  we  have  no 
green  house  to  propagate  plants.  We  transplated  about  120 
shrubbery  to  different  parts. 

During  the  Summer,  the  grass  was  cut  every  week,  walks 
and  buildings  swept  every  day  and  picnic  grounds  cleaned 
and  tables  washed.  Also,  cut  down  several  dead  trees  in 
picnic  grounds.  The  floor  and  the  timbers  in  the  band  stand 
in  the  lower  grounds  having  rotted,  were  taken  out  and  the 
space  filled  with  stones  ready  for  concrete  in  the  Spring.  As 
our  appropriation  had  run  out,  the  men  were  laid  off. 

The  picnic  season  opened  the  latter  part  of  May.  We  had 
picnics  every  day  until  the  middle  of  September — a  great 
many  being  from  out  of  town. 

Memorial  exercises  wer  held  at  Lake  E'verhart,  by  the 
Grand  Army  and  Navy  League,  and  were  enjoyed  by  a  large 
crowd  of  people. 

On  the  22nd  day  of  March,  ground  was  broken  for  a 
Museum  of  Natural  History,  the  generous  gift  of  Dr.  Everhart, 
on  the  plot  of  ground  set  aside  by  Ordinance  of  Councils. 

CONNEIili  PARK. 

The  work  at  this  park,  from  January  to  April,  was  the 
repairing  of  fences,  trimming  of  trees  and  policing  of  grounds. 

In  April,  men  were  put  to  work  cleaning  grounds,  burn- 
ing brush  and  commenced  to  grade  southeast  of  tower.  4,950 
yards  of  grading  were  done  and  950  yards  of  sod  cut  and  laid ; 
82  trees  and  shrub  were  planted.  Most  of  the  trees  were  from 
Nay  Aug  Park,  and  there  is  need  of  a  great  many  more.  Grass 
cut  once  a  week.  The  season  being  very  dry  and  water  pres- 
sure very  weak,  the  grass  suffered  for  it. 
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The  wooden  fence  requires  fixing  after  every  wind  storm, 
the  posts  and  railing  having  rotted.  "Would  recommend  a 
new  fence. 

The  tower  is  in  bad  condition.  The  storm  on  Saturday, 
December  14th,  moved  the  tower  about  three  inches  at  the 
base. 

At  the  triangular  plot  at  the  Roaring  Brook  Bridge,  the 
wire  fence  was  repaired  and  shrubbery  trimmed.  Mr.  George 
Jermyn  paid  for  filling  the  floAver  bed.  The  grass  was  cat 
once  a  week  and  lawn  sprinkled. 

In  the  fall  a  9  ft.  walk  was  laid  on  Jefferson  ivenne  side 
and  on  the  Jefferson  Avenue  and  Piatt  Place  side,  a  hedge  of 
berberes  thumbergea  was  transplanted  from  Nay  Aug  Park. 
To  plant  this  hedge,  it  was  necessary  to  dig  a  trench  five  ieet 
wide  and  eighteen  inches  deep  and  fill  it  with  dirt  from  Nay 
Aug  Park.  A  water  pipe  was  laid  to  the  center  of  the  ground. 
Intend  to  finish  hedge  in  the  spring  and  raise  the  center  of  the 
ground.  The  ground  here  has  so  little  earth  on  the  rocks  tliat 
the  trees  and  grass  suffer  for  nourishment.  On  some  places, 
found  only  two  inches  of  soil. 

WOODLAWN  PARK. 

The  grounds  were  cleaned  and  fountain  repaired,  shrub- 
bery trimmed  by  men  from  Nay  Aug  Park.  Sent  man,  at  dif- 
ferent times,  to  cut  grass  and  clean  gutters.  Dead  trees  Avere 
cut  and  carted  away. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

I  would  like  to  recommend  a  pipe  railing  fence  along  the 
cliffs  to  the  falls,  and  more  lights  in  the  centre  of  the  park. 
Also,  urinals  and  toilets  for  men;  more  room  for  the  bears  and 
other  animals — their  cages  being  too  small,  and  in  a  delapi- 
dated  condition ;  larger  space  for  the  deer,  so  that  part  ^an  be 
seeded ;  more  amusements  for  the  small  children,  such  as  sand 
piles  to  dig  in,  small  swings  and  other  little  amusements ;  mv  re 
tables  and  benches ;  a  shelter  building  Avith  tables  in  it  in  tlie 
picnic  grounds ;  also  extending  the  pipe  drain  in  ncAv  grounds ; 
also,  a  sprinkling  wagon  so  that  the  drives  could  be  sprinkled 
every  day,  as  it  will  save  them  and  add  to  everyone's  comfort. 
We  need  more  Avater  pipes  in  the  improved  grounds,  as  it  takes 
about  400  feet  of  hose  to  reach  some  places,  and  pipe  is  cheap- 
er than  hose.  Also,  that  the  walks  from  Olive  Street  around 
by  the  Merry-go-round  be  repaired,  so  that  the  people  going  to 
Luna  Park  need  not  go  through  the  picnic  grounds,  and  de- 
stroy the  pleasure  and  privacy  of  the  people  at  Nay  Aug  Park, 
and  that  the  drive  from  Olive  Street,  through  picnic  grounds, 
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be  repaired.  The  water  pipes  in  the  picnic  grounds  have  cor- 
roded and  will  have  to  be  replaced  soon. 

The  shelter  buildings  and  Ladies'  Toilet  will  have  to  be 
painted  soon,  as  it  is  seven  years  since  they  were  painted.  The 
wing  wall  at  the  centre  b'uilding,  and  at  the  steps,  need  point- 
ing, the  mortar  having  dropped  off. 

Through  the  kindness  of  Director  Wormser,  Supt.  Day  and 
Capt.  Williams,  we  had  extra  police  on  Sundays  and  Holidays. 

In  conclusion,  I  felt  that  I  must  express  my  heartiest 
thanks  to  you  for  your  co-operation  in  every  way.

Dear  Sir: — In  compliance  with  the  Act  of  Assembly,  I 
have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  a  report  of  the  proceed- 
ings in  the  Department  of  Law  during  the  year  1907. 

The  digest  of  laws  and  ordinances  of  the  City  which  was 
prepared  during  the  year  1906  has  been  printed,  bound,  and 
distributed  to  the  various  departments,  bureaus  and  members  - 
of  councils,  and  I  think  was  much  appreciated  by  those  who 
had  occasion  to  refer  to  it. 

The  Supreme  Court  having  decided  that  no  assessments 
could  be  made  by  cities  of  the  second  class  according  to  the 
foot  front  rule  has  necessitated  the  appointment  of  viewers  in 
every  instance  where  the  cost  of  the  improvement  was  to  be 
collected  from  the  abutting  property  holders,  which  has  very 
materially  increased  the  work  of  this  department.  The  pro- 
curing of  another  clerk,  however,  has  enabled  us  to  do  this 
particular  class  of  work  in  a  very  satisfactory  manner,  and 
his  wages  have  been  more  than  repaid  by  a  reduction  in  the 
fees  heretofore  paid  viewers. 

In  this  connection,  however,  I  desire  to  again  urge  the 
establishment  of  a  bureau  for  the  registration  of  real  estate. 
Under  such  a  system  it  would  be  incumbent  upon  the  owners 
of  real  estate  to  have  the  name  of  the  owner  registered  in  this 
bureau,  which  would  materially  assist  the  viewers  in  obtain- 
ing the  names  of  the  owners  of  abutting  premises,  especially 
where  such  premises  are  vacant,  and  it  would  also  assist  the 
Board  of  Assessors  in  assessing  such  properties  in  the  name  of 
the  real  owner. 

Possibly  the  most  important  matter  passed  upon  by  the 
Supreme  Court  was  the  validity  of  the  ordinance  imposing  a 
license  tax  upon  the  gross  receipts  of  the  public  service  cor- 
porations, which  was  decided  adversely  to  the  City.  Since 
the  decision,  however,  we  have  succeeded,  with  the  exception 
of  one  or  two  instances,  in  collecting  the  pole  tax  from  all 
public  service  corporations,  which  in  the  aggregate  amounts 
to  over  $12,000. 

Heretofore  this  department  has  prepared  ordinances  and 
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resolutions  when  requested  so  to  do  by  heads  of  departments 
or  members  of  council.  Under  recent  resolution,  however,  the 
Clerk  is  requested  to  obtain  an  opinion  from  this  department 
as  to  the  legality  of  all  ordinances  before  the  same  are  printed. 

I  am  very  much  indebted  to  my  assistant  and  clerks  for 
the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties,  which  have  contrib- 
uted very  much  toward  the  work  in  the  department. 

I  attach  hereto  a  detailed  statement,  which  will  convey 
some  idea  of  the  work  done  by  the  department  during  the 
year  1907,  which  by  comparison  will  be  found  to  be  very  much 
in  excess  of  the  work  done  by  this  department  in  any  previ- 
ous year.

Dear  Sir :— Herewith,  we  submit  report  of  City  Assessors 
Office  for  year  ending  January  1st,  1908. 

About  April  1st,  1907,  we  began  the  making  of  the  Tri- 
ennial Assessment  and  practically  the  entire  summer  was  con- 
sumed m  this  work.  This  is  undoubtedly  the  most  important 
of  all  our  work  and  requires  much  consideration.  Values 
placed  upon  improvements  should  be  not  only  real  but  com- 
parative, and  contract  prices  for  erecting  buildings,  similar 
m  every  way,  differ  materially.  Then  again  the  price  of  la- 
bor and  materials  have  advanced  to  such  an  extent  in  the  past 
five  or  SIX  years,  that  the  deterioration  of  buildings  erected 
prior  to  that  time  have  not  kept  pace,  and  the  difficulties  of 
placing  valuations  in  their  proper  proportion  one  to  the  other 
was  thus  greatly  increased.  We  have  overcome  this  difficulty 
to  a  great  extent  by  fixing  our  values  on  the  older  buildings 
as  near  as  possible  to  the  entire  cost  when  built,  taking  into 
consideration,  of  course,  the  condition  they  have  been  kept  in, 
and  reducing  the  buildings  constructed  more  recently  to  about 
80_  per  cent,  of  their  cost.  We  know  of  no  better  way  than 
this,  and  think  it  will  prove  satisfactory. 

The  Triennial  Assessment  will  give  us  a  substantial  in- 
crease in  valuation  on  manufacturing  plants,  due  to  the  opin- 
ion rendered  us  by  the  City  Solicitor  in  regard  to  assessment 
of  machinery.  Acting  upon  advice  contained  in  said  opinion, 
we  have  assessed  all  the  machinery  of  manufacturing  com- 
panies. In  the  past,  only  the  heavier  parts  such  as  were  built 
in  and  contained  as  part  of  the  -construction  proper  had  been 
considered.  We  should  say  that  the  increase  in  valuation 
000^        source  alone  would  amount  to  approximately  $500,- 

We  visited  the  D.  L.  &  W.  Car  Shops  located  in  Keyser 
Valley,  Twenty-first  Ward,  with  a  view  of  placing  assessment 
upon  said  company  for  such  shops  as  were  devoted  to  the  con- 
struction of  entire  new  work.  Upon  the  occasion  of  our  first 
visit,  we  found  one  of  their  largest  shops  filled  with  new  box 
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cars,  and  another  partly  so,  all  built  upon  the  premises.  A 
later  visit  disclosed  these  cars  removed  entirely  and  replaced 
by  old,  broken  down  cars,  cabooses,  etc.,  that  were  being  re- 
paired. Their  Superintendent,  Mr.  McKenna,  had  no  hesi- 
tancy in  telling  us  that  general  conditions  governed  this  en- 
tirely, and  whenever  new  cars  were  needed  they  would  build 
them.  In  fact,  he  stated  that  they  would  doubtless  be  en- 
gaged in  constructing  new  cars  again  in  the  Spring. 

We  are  unanimous  in  the  opinion  that  said  shops  are  sub- 
ject to  local  taxation,  and  have  placed  an  assessment  against 
them,  amounting  to  approximately  $150,000. 

The  removal  of  the  D.  L.  &  W.  Station  from  lower  Lacka- 
wanna Avenue  to  Jefferson  Avenue  and  Kidge  Row  will  affect 
values  in  these  sections  to  a  considerable  extent. 

Taking,  first,  the  locality  adjacent  to  the  present  site,  we 
would  naturally  conclude  at  first  thought,  that  the  change 
would  tend  to  reduce  values  in  this  section,  but  after  much 
discussion  we  came  to  the  conclusion  that  it  w^ould  be  unwise 
for  us  to  make  any  change  in  values  whatever  at  this  time, 
for  the  reason,  that  it  is  impossible  to  determine  just  what  ef- 
fect the  change  will  have  until  realized.  Upon  the  occasion 
of  the  next  Triennial  Assessment — three  years  hence— the 
Board  of  City  Assessors  will  have  actual  conditions  to  guide 
them,  and  can  act  acordingly. 

We  have  practically  the  same  condition  existing  in  ilie 
locality  surrounding  the  site  of  the  new  station.  A  prominent 
resident  of  the  city,  so  we  are  informed,  paid  $42,000  for  a  lot 
situated  at  the  corner  of  Adams  Avenue  and  Spruce  Street, 
dimensions  of  which  are  50  feet  on  Adams  Avenue,  including 
a  10  foot  reservation  by  100  feet  in  depth  on  Spruce  Street. 
So  far  as  our  knowledge  goes  this  is  the  highest  price  ever 
paid  for  real  estate  in  Scranton  (at  least  until  recently),  as 
the  building  contained  thereon  is  practically  valueless  and 
worth  nothing  to  the  present  owners. 

We  have  increased  values,  grading  same,  starting  at 
Washington  Avenue,  East  to  Madison  Avenue  and  North  to 
Linden  Street,  but  did  not  take  price  paid,  as  noted  above,  as 
a  basis,  believing  it  would  be  most  unjust  to  other  property 
owners,  which  cannot,  at  the  present  time  at  least,  realize  any 
such  exorbitant  values.  We  believe  that  conditions  will  adjust 
themselves  during  present  Triennial  period,  and  that  a  large 
increase  should  be  realized  in  this  particular  section  three 
years  hence. 

We  had  an  interview  with  the  County  Commissioners,  re 
garding  extensive  increase  in  coal  acreage  made  by  them  last 
year.    They  assured  us  that  very  much  the  larger  part  of  this 
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increase  came  from  the  County  outside  of  the  city,  and  that 
their  assessment  of  coal  in  the  city  proper  would  not  be  in- 
creased to  any  extent.  According  to  our  information,  we 
have  always  had  a  much  larger  valuation  of  coal  than  the 
County,  our  assessment  having  been  made  upon  the  evidence 
contained  in  sworn  statements  furnished  us  by  the  large  coal 
mining  companies.  There  has  been  practically  no  decrease  in 
acreage  or  thickness  of  veins  assessed  since  last  Triennial  A., 
sessment  was  made.  Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  millions  of 
tons  of  coal  have  been  mined  during  this  period,  and  since  w; 
have  no  practical  means  of  informing  ourselves  of  conditions 
other  than  stated,  we  feel  that  we  have  the  coal  as  fully  as- 
sessed as  we  are  able  to  get  it. 

More  revenue  might  be  realized  by  the  city  from  assess- 
ment of  coal,  were  it  not  for  the  classification  law,  as  applied 
to  cities  of  the  Second  Class.  When  our  first  assessment  as  a 
Second  Class  City  was  made,  the  Delaware  &  Hudson  Com- 
pany raised  the  point  that  the  assessment  of  coal  should  fol- 
low the  surface  and  be  classified  accordingly.  City  Solicitor 
AVatson  was  asked  for  an  opinion,  which  he  gave,  sustaining 
the  claim  of  the  Delaware  &  Hudson  Company.  This  places 
a  large  proportion  of  the  coal  in  the  city  in  the  Third  Class, 
which  pays  but  one-half  rate  of  tax  for  city  purposes.  At  this 
time  coal  was  being  assessed  $22.50  per  foot  on  a  basis  of  one- 
third  value.  The  trebled,  giving  us  a  value  of  $67.50  per  foot. 
Realizing  that  the  city  would  suffer  heavy  loss  from  this 
source  the  assessors  raised  the  valuation  from  $67.50  to  $135 
per  foot,  and  no  objection  was  made  to  this  by  the  coal  mining 
companies,  notwithstanding  the  fact,  that  the  School  Board 
made  a  straight  levy  against  all  classes  of  property.  While 
city  tax  on  coal  is  practically  the  same  as  heretofore  the  com- 
bined City  and  School  Taxes  is  very  much  higher,  the  School 
District  alone  benefiting  by  the  change. 

We  anticipate  that  the  Triennial  Assessment,  now  com- 
pleted, will  show  a  larger  gain  than  in  any  previous  year,  but 
it  is  impossible  for  us  to  estimate  the  increase  at  this  time  on 
account  of  the  many  changes  and  corrections  that  take  place 
upon  the  hearing  of  appeals.  We  begin  this  work  on  January 
20th.,  taking  the  different  wards  in  order.  The  advertised 
time  will  consume  less  than  a  month,  but  as  a  matter  of  fact, 
it  will  take  at  least  three  months  to  complete  the  work,  as 
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many  of  the  large  companies  and  individual  property  owners 
are  given  separate  days,  for  hearing,  upon  request,  both  as  a 
matter  of  convenience  and  expediency.

Dear  Sir :— We  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  re- 
port of  the  Civil  Service  Commission  of  the  City  of  Scranton 
for  the  six  months  ending  December  31st,  1907. 

Civil  Service  became  operative  in  Scranton  through  an  Act 
of  General  Assembly  No.  167,  and  approved  by  the  Governor 
on  May  23rd,  1907,  to  take  effect  July  1st,  1907. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  said  act,  a  Commis- 
sion was  appointed  by  the  Mayor  on  July  1st,  1907. 

The  Commission  was  made  up  as  follows : 

William  McClave,  manufacturer,  President  of  Commis- 
sion, at  an  annual  salary  of  five  hundred  dollars  ($500.00)  ; 
Alexander  W.  Dickson,  manufacturer,  and  Albert  B.  E'ynon, 
cashier,  Commissioners,  at  an  annual  salary  of  two  hundred 
and  fifty  dollars  ($250.00)  each. 

The  Commission  appointed  H.  Piatt  Moore  chief  exam- 
iner and  secretary  at  an  annual  salary  of  twelve  hundred  dol- 
lars ($1200.00),  and  he  entered  upon  his  duties  July  29,  1907. 

The  Commission  have  prepared  rules  for  the  regulation 
of  the  Classified  Service  of  the  city,  and  have  classified  and 
graded  the  various  positions  in  the  service.  The  rules  were 
approved  by  the  Mayor  on  November  13th,  1907,  and  became 
effective  on  that  date. 

The  Commission  have  held  seventeen  business  meetings, 
in  addition  to  which  they  have  taken  part  in  conducting  nine- 
teen (19)  examinations. 

As  regards  examinations,  the  Commission  reports  that 
through  its  examiner  and  secretary  it  receives  applications  for 
any  position  at  all  times  and  that  a  special  notice  of  from  one 
to  two  weeks  is  given  of  every  examination  by  posting  bul- 
letins in  the  city  hall  and  informing  newspapers.  All  appli- 
cants are  given  due  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  each  ex- 
amination. The  chief  examiner  and  secretary  prepares  the 
s,ehedule  of  subjects  and  their  relative  weights  for  all  exam- 
inations, and  has  charge  of  preparing  examination  questions. 
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holding  examinations,  rating  the  papers  of  candidates  and  pre- 
paring eligible  lists,  all  of  which,  however,  is  subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Commission.

The  Commission  has  a  complete  roster  of  the  classified 
service  of  the  city,  upon  which  roster  all  changes  in  that  ser- 
vice are  recorded  by  the  examiner  and  secretary,  and  from 
which  he  certifies  all  pay-rolls. 
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During  the  period  covered  by  this  report,  the  Commission 
have  conducted  nineteen  (19)  competitive  examinations,  of 
v^hich  fourteen  (14)  v^^ere  for  original  appointment,  and  five 
(5)  were  for  promotion  appointment.  In  the  examinations  for 
original  appointment  there  were  sixty-two  competing  candi- 
dates, forty-eight  of  whom  attained  the  required  average  and 
were  placed  upon  the  eligible  lists  for  appointment.  From 
these  lists  there  have  been  twenty-six  (26)  appointments,  and 
two  (2)  that  declined  appointment.  In  the  promotion  exam- 
inations there  were  twenty-two  (22)  competing  candidates; 
twenty-one  (21)  attained  the  required  average,  from  which  ten 
(10)  appointments  were  made. 

There  was  one  non-competitive  examination  for  a  non-com- 
petitive position,  and  one  non-competitive  examination  for  a 
competitive  position  for  which  there  pas  no  existing  list  of 
eligibles,  and  a  provisional  appointment  was  made  for  a  period 
of  three  months,  or  until  an  eligible  list  could  be  provided. 

The  following  is  a  detailed  report  of  the  number  of  ex- 
aminations held,  and  the  number  of  appointments  made  from 
the  eligible  lists  resulting  from  these  examinations: 

The  eligible  lists  contain  the  names  of  persons  eligible  for 
appointment  to  the  following  positions : 

Captain,  Bureau  of  Fire,  one;  permanent  firement,  two; 
drivers.  Bureau  of  Fire,  six ;  bunk  men,  one ;  call  men,  two ;  in 
the  Bureau  of  Police,  regular  patrolmen,  eight ;  patrol  drivers, 
one;  in  the  Bureau  of  Engineering,  inspector  of  sewer  con- 
struction, one;  inspector  of  bridge  construction,  one.  There 
are  also  registered  in  the  labor  class  for  janitress,  four;  for 
owners  of  teams,  seven;  for  laborers,  thirty-six. 

REMARKS  AND  RECOMENDATIONS. 

There  have  been  no  violations  of  the  Civil  Service  law,  ex- 
cept in  a  few  minor  instances  which  were  made  through  a  mis- 
interpretation of  the  law,  and  which  were  corrected  as  soon  as 
detected. 

Thre  was  one  person  appointed  in  the  labor  class  without 
first  having  registered  with  the  Commission,  which  was  in  the 
nature  of  an  emergency  appointment  during  the  late  flood. 
As  he  was  only  employed  one  day,  his  name  was  certified  to  by 
the  commission,  and  the  circumstance  noted  on  its  minutes. 

The  heads  of  departments  and  appointing  officers  have  co- 
operated with  the  Commission  in  furnishing  information  and 
data  for  organizing  the  work  of  the  Commission,  and  in  car- 
rying out  the  provisions  of  the  act. 

The  Commission  found  some  difficulty  in  framing  rules  to 
comply  with  the  Civil  Service  Lav/,  and  adapted  to  local  con- 
ditions and  laws,  and  the  rules  prevailing  in  the  different  de- 
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partments.  Considerable  difficulty  was  experienced  in  the 
classifying-  and  grading  of  the  different  positions  in  the  service, 
as  we  found  that  very  few  of  the  positions  were  clearly  de- 
fined, in  some  departments  ordinances  and  appropriations  pro- 
vided simply  for  "clerical  hire"  without  either  specifying  the 
position,  the  number  of  persons  to  be  employed,  their  compen- 
sation individually,  or  the  duties  to  be  performed.  However, 
the  Commission,  through  inquiry  into  the  duties  which  each 
clerk  in  the  service  was  required  generally  to  perform  in  the 
position  occupied  by  him,  have  classified  and  graded  the  po- 
sitions, as  near  as  may  be,  according  to  the  importance  of  the 
position  and  the  duties  to  be  performed  therein. 

The  Commission  recommends,  in  connection  with  the  fore- 
going paragraph,  that  the  positions  in  the  clerical  service  be 
fixed  and  specifically  designated  under  a  proper  title,  and  the 
compensation  for  each  and  the  duties  generally  attaching  to 
each  position. 

The  Commission  call  especial  attention  to  Section  12  of 
the  Civil  Service  law  which  provides  a  ''Confidential  Clerk 
to  the  head  of  each  executive  department,"  but  which  position 
has  not  been  established  or  created  by  Councils,  and  the  Com- 
mission recommends  that  heads  of  departments  petition  Coun- 
cils to  establish  and  designate  these  positions,  that  they  may 
have  a  confidential  clerk  to  which  they  are  entitled  by  the  act. 

The  Commission  is  unable  at  this  time  to  transmit  a  copy 
of  their  Rules  and  Classification  as  they  have  been  unable  to 
get  them  printed  through  lack  of  appropriation,  but  hope  to 
have  them  printed  in  the  near  future,  when  a  copy  ^vill  be 
transmitted  to  you. 

The  above,  with  a  copy  of  the  roster  of  the  classified  ser- 
vice, is  most  respectfully  submitted.
